IMPORTANT LAWS

Roston, Jan. 1.—A number of laws 
enacted by the legislature go into ef- 
fect today. The most important is the 
fifty-six hour law, which provides 
that no child under the age of 18 and 
no woman shall be employed in a 
manufacturing or mechanical estab- 
lishment for more than fifty-six hours 
in any sinele week.

NEW SYSTEM 
OF BIG CANALS 


Found fo Be In Process of 
Construction on Mars 


GREAT DISCOVERY BY LOWELL 


Astronomer Tells Special Gathering of 
Scientists That Flagstaff Records 
Give Clear Proof That Planet Is In- 
habited—Admits Experiencing Thrill 
In Learning That Phenomenon Was 
Actually Previously Non-Existent 


Boston, Jan. 1.—Life on Mars is 
the logical and almost inevitable de- 
duction from the latest observations at 
Flagstaff Hill as related by Dr. Perci- 
val Lowell, the noted astronomer. 
“Animate will” is the term Lowell ap- 
plies to the force which is bringing 
about a most remarkable phenomenon 
On the planet. 

In the popular way of reporting what 
Lowell has discovered, in terms ap- 
plicable to seemingly similar under- 
takings on earth, the inhabitants of 
Mars are engaged at this moment in 
building a new system of canals. 

Dr. Lowell's first publie statement 
concerning the observation was made 
at a special session of section A 
(mathematics and astronomy), Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science, and he spoke in terms 
within the range of understanding of 
a lay public which had been invited. 

In his introduction Dr. Lowell com- 
mented upon the different definitions 
of the word new, noting that in one 
sense it referred to what had never 
before been seen by human eye and 
then again it is new because it never 
existed before. 

“New canals. on Mars, in the first 
sense,” said the speaker, “though al- 
ways interesting, and at times highly 
important, are no novelty at this ob- 
Servatory, inasmuch as at least 400 
have been discovered here in the past 
fifieen years. When Schiaparelli left 
his great work he had mapped 117 
canals; with those detected at Flag- 
staff in addition, the number has 
risen to between five and six hun- 
dred, 

“To observe, however, a canal new 
in the sense that it had never existed 
anteriorly, and to prove the fact is an 
astronomiec detection of a different 
order and one the significance of which 
speaks for itself. This is what has 
happened at the last apposition at 
Flagstaff.” 

On Sept. 30, 1909, when the region 
of the Syrtis Major came into view 
again after its periodic hiding of six 
weeks, two striking canals were evi- 
dent to the east of the Syrtis in places 
where no canals had ever previously 
been seen. Not only was their ap- 
pearance unprecedented, but the 
canals themselves were the most con- 
spicuous ones on that part of the disc. 

The new canals ran from the bottom 
of the Syrtis Major and from a point 
on its eastern side south, converging 
to an oasis, itself new, on the Cocy- 
tus about two-thirds of the distance 
to where that canal meets the Amen- 
thes. The Amenthes itself was not 
visible except possibly as a suspicion. 
The new canals were recorded in in- 
dependent drawin by Assistant 
Slipher and the director, and shortly 
afterwards were photographed as the 
most conspicuous canals in the

SCHOOLS. 


The schools of our city have always maintained a high 
standard. The rapid increase in the school population keeps 
the question of providing adequate accommodations for the 
school children almost continuously before us. The Sehool 
Committee has recommended the erection of a new building 
in the Montelair district and another in the Bigelow Park dis- 
trict. Both buildings | believe to be needed. 

The schoolhouse in the Wollaston district is a wooden 
building, built about 3O vears ago, to which additions have 
been made from time to time; and while this schoolhouse is not 
in as bad a condition as has been recently reported, on inves- 
tigation I find that it will cost about $5000 to make the neces- 
sary repairs on the building, and even then it will be far from 
satisfactory. I am of the opinion that a new schoolhouse 
should be provided in this district, and recommend your early 
consideration of this matter. 

The new Coddington school, which was opened to the pu- 
pils one year ago today, has proved in every way to be a very 
good building, and of great comfort and convenienée to the 
pupils. 

During the past vear the Council appropriated $12,000 
for a four-room addition to the Lincoln school. Owing to the 
fact. that this work was begun while the frost was in the 
ground, some slight weather eracks, which in no way affect 
the solidity of the building, have appeared in the outer wall. 
This addition was erected at a much less cost per room than 
any school building that has been built in the city for a num- 
ber of years, and will compare favorably with other school 
buildings in our city that were erected at a much = greater 
cost. 

Work on the new building at Houghs Neck, for which an 
appropriation has been made will be commenced in the early 
spring. 

STREET DEPARTMENT. 

Considerable work has been done by this department dur- 
ing the past vear. 

The following is submitted as a brief statement of a por- 
tion of that work.

In 1909, Brook road and a portion of Hancock street were 
paved with granite blocks. I believe this to be the best meth- 
od of road building, particularly for heavily travelled streets. 
I recommend that an appropriation of $10,000 or more be 
made this vear for the purpose of continuing the paving of 
Hancock street. 

Quiney is a growing and prosperous city. 
should be made for its future development. Attention at this 
time should be given to improving the conditions of such of 
our streets as connect the centre of the city with the outlying 
districts. |A broad thoroughfare should be constructed con- 
necting West Quiney with Quincy Centre. Hancock street be- 
tween Granite and School streets should be straightened and 
widened, School street between Franklin and Hancock 
streets should be widened and rebuilt. A suitable road should 
be built to Houghs Neck. 

In my inaugural of last year I ealled attention to the im- 
portance of relocating and rebuilding Howard street between 
Quincy avenue and DesMoines road. I am still of the opinion 
that this work should be done. Objections may be made that 


Provisions 


the work outlined in the foregoing recommendations would in- 
volve a large outlay of money, nevertheless, I believe it would 
prove a good mvestment and that the future growth of our 
city will justify it 

In this vonnection I desire to call your attention to Chap- 
ter 225 of the Acts of 1899, authorizing the City of Quiney to 
borrow $150,000, outside the debt limit, for street Improve- 
ments. The city has incurred indebtedness under this Act to 
the amount of about $80,000, leaving a balance of $70,000, 
which the city may borrew, outside the debt limit, for street 
improvements. 

The matter of a new bridge over the Neponset river was 
considered by the Legislature of 1909, and referred to the in- 
coming Legislature. At the present time the City of Boston 
is making extensive repairs in its portion of the present Ne- 
ponset bridge. When this work is completed the bridge will 
be m condition ‘to meet the requirements of publie travel 
over the same for years to come. 

The Fore River bridge will need many repairs during the 
current year. If needs painting, its piers and fenders need to 
be rebuilt and in faet the whole structure requires strengthen- 
ing. To do the work necessary to put this bridge in proper 
condition will involve the outlay of a substantial sum of mon- 
ey. As Quiney is obliged by law to pay one-third of such ex- 
pense, the Council will be called upon later to make an appro- 
priation for that purpose. Estimates of the work required 
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will be aaa in the a spring when the matter will again be 
called to your attention. 

During the past year a new contract was executed with 
the Quiney Electric Light and Power Co. The conditions of 
the contract, in my opinion, are very advantageous to the 
city. Provisions are made therein for all-night lighting. Iam 
a firm believer in well lighted streets, and trust that your body 
will appropriate sufticient money to provide for all-night light- 
ing of the streets. 

SIDEWALKS. 

It is important for a city to have good permanent side- 
walks, In 1909 the city expended $8,000 in building perma- 
nent sidewalks with very gratifying results to the citizens. 
I earnestly urge that the work of building permanent side- 
walks be continued, and recommend that a substantial appro- 
priation be made for that purpose. 

SEWERS. 

Three and five-tenths miles of sewers of various sizes from 
8 inch to 15 inch were built during the year. These sewers 
were all built on petition. The work has been distributed 
over the different sections of the city, each ward receiving its 
share. 

An important piece of work done by the department last 
year was the extension of the sewer to the Gridley Bryant 
school, in which a new system of plumbing was installed and 
connected with the public sewer. 

A system of sewerage for Houghs Neck has been designed 
by the City Engineér and after approval by the State Board 
of Health, adopted by the City Council. Work should be 
commenced on this system in the early spring. 

Three hundred and ten buildings have been connetted 
With the public sewer during the year. There are still some 
petitions for sewer extension on file in this department. The 
work called for by these petitions will be attended to in the 
early spring. 

PLAYGROUNDS AND PUBLIC PARKS. 

Our city should be liberal in providing Publie Parks and 
Playgrounds in the different wards for the use of its children. 

Chapter 515 of the Acts of 1908, having been accepted by 
the city, it will be necessary for us this year to lay out and 
properly equip one or more playgrounds of the character eon- 
templated by that act. I recommend that action be taken on 
this matter without unnecessary delay. 

POOR DEPARTMENT, 

The demands on this department are constantly increas- 
ing, making it difficult for the Overseer to conduct the de- 
partment within the limited appropriation placed at his dis- 
posal. During the year the work of the department has been 
most conscientiously attended to. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

This department at the present time consists of a chief, 
one lieutenant, two sergeants, an acting inspector, 21 patrol- 
men and & reserves. 

Excepting Wards 3 and 5 all the wards of the city have 
a regular day patrolman. I believe these wards should each 
be provided with a day patrolman, and I recommend that two 
more men be added fo thé permanent force for that purpose. 

In view of the extensive territory the Police department 
must cover, and the importance of the police arriving prompt- 
ly at the scene of an accident, or disturbance, and responding 
to other emergencies, I believe the time has come when the de- 
partment should be provided with a combination police am- 
bulance and patrol automobile, and I recommend the pur- 
chase of such automobile. 

The sanitary conditions existing at the Central Police 
Station are very bad, and immediate action must be taken to 
remedy the same . The station should be properly plumbed 
and suitable sanitary arrangements provided for it. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past vear many improvements have been made 
in this department. In addition to the new steamer, which has 
proved very satisfactory, several pieces of apparatus have 
been overhauled and put in serviceable condition, so that the 
equipment of the department is in better condition today than 
it has been for sometime. The fire station at Houghs Neck at 
the present time has but one permanent man. I believe there 
should be two men at this station, and IT recommend that two 
men be permanently maintained there. 

WIRES AND SHADE TREES 

_ In my inaugural address of last year I called the City 
Council’s attention to the advisability of establishing a de- 
partment to have charge of and exercise supervision over the 
public wires and shade trees of the city. No action was taken 
on that recommendation. The experience of the past year, 
particularly in connection with the recent severe storm, con- 
vinces me of the wisdom of my recommendation to last year’s 
Council. The number of wires extending along and over our 
streets is fast multiplying, and in many instances our shade 
trees are being injured thereby. Once more I call the City 
Couneil’s attention to this matter and earnestly urge the es- 
tablishing of such a department. 
DEPARTMENT OF WATER FRONT AND WATER 

WAYS AND NAVIGATION. 

During the year 1909 on my suggestion, the offiee of 
Commissioner of Water Front, Water Ways and Navigation 
of the City of Quincey was established, and much good has al- 
ready been accomplished. 

Our city ‘is being kept to the front in the matter of Wa- 
terway and Harbor improvements. The United States gov- 
ernment is spending one million dollars annually deepening 
and improving Boston harbor as a terminal, and it is also 
spending two thousand dollars a month in field work on a 
survey for a canal from Taunton to Boston. The office work 
in connection with the survey will be finished and a_report 
made as to the most feasible route next fall. I feel strongly 
that if a favorable report is made, all our water frontage is 
bound to develop commercially, and our industries prosper as 
never before, as this Atlantic Deeper Waterway project must 
help all the coast south of Boston.

IN ITS INFANCY 


Opportunities For American 
Farming Never Greater 


WHITNEY ON PRICES OF FOOD 


Chief of Bureau of Soils Declares That 
Continual Advance Is Due to In- 
creased Consumption and Variety of 
Diet Demanded—Summer Products 
Now Within Reach of the Masses In 
Midwinter at Moderate Prices 


Washington, Jan. 3.—Professor 
Milton Whitney. chief of the bureau 
of soils of the department of agricul- 
ture, has added his voice to the gen- 
eral chorus of explanation as to why 
the price of food continually advances 
and never recedes. His is the ex- 
planation of the scientist who is 
watching the development of the pro- 
ducing capacity of our farm lands, the 
increase in the volume as well as the 
value of our products. 

Professor Whitney inclines to as- 
cribe the unremitting advance to the 
fact that as Americans grow richer 
in material wealth, such as incomes 
from capital and from the results of 
labcr in its various forms, they are 
constantly increasing the amount they 
eat, the variety of their diet and the 
quality of food which they demand. 
Whitney said: 

“The secretary of agriculture has 
for years been calling attention to the 
increase in the amount and value of 
our crops. Why the increased cost, 
if productivity has more than kept 
pace with the per capita growth? 
Obviously because of the increased de- 
mand per capita. The amount we 
consume is in some sense proportional 
to the variety of our foods and our 
ability to purchase. 

We are as a nation very 


rich; | 


wages are high, and we can afford, 


variety, and we all enjoy far greater 
variety than we did fifty years ago. 
The markets in our cities, large and 
small, already have in December 
spring and summer vegetables, 
fruits and meats at prices within the 
reach of the masses of our people. 
“We have tempting varieties of 
breakfast foods and other preparations 
made of wheat and corn. This variety 
tends to increase consumption. We eat 
more per capita than we used to. If 
the people can afford it, why not? 
“The present conditions of soil pro- 
ductivity, the falling off of our ex- 


‘ports, and the high price of food 


stuffs, if taken together with the gen- 
eral prosperity, do not, to my mind, 
indicate danger of starvation, even if 
we were compelled at some future 
time to tone down the high living we 
ure at present enjoying. 

“It does show that our farmers are 
engaged in a winning and a growing 
occupation with a large and growing 
demand for the things they produce. 

“Agriéulture in this country ¢s in its 


, infancy, and we have hardly more 


than cleared the ground and got the 
fences up. When we settle down to 
the real business of farming, and get 
a thorough knowledge of the soil of 
each field, as the people of the longer 
settled countries of Europe have done, 
we shall have fewer failures to pull 
down our average of productivity. 
“There never have been greater op- 
portunities offered for American farm- 
ing. In the east and south especially 
are cheap productive soils awaiting 
resettlement and reoccupation, with 
ever increasing variety of products. 
“We should apply ourselves in ear- 
nest and with determination to get 
the best out of them by exercising in- 
telligent control of these valuable as- 
sets. We should, furthermore, do 
this by forée of intellect or foresight, 
rather than by force of necessity.”

New York, Jan. 3.—Edward P. 
Weston, the veteran pedestrian, an- 
nounced here that he will make one 
more transcontinental walk and that 
he will get from ocean to ocean this 
time within 100 days.

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 3.—An outbreak 
of the war between the United Shoe 
Workers of America and the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union is forecasted, 
those familiar with the situation say, 
by a strike order issued Sunday by the 
joint council of the United Shoe 
Workers. 

The council ordered the  lasters, 
lasting machine operators, McKay 
stitchers and levelers at the factory of 
the A. M. Creighton Shoe compabny 
here to join the packers, treers and 
jroners now on strike at the same fac- 
tory. In all about 400 operatives will 
be affected.

Seattle, Jan. 3.—One of the late 
arrivals at the Palace hotel is P. S. 
Morrison, aged 96, whose home was 
Powell, Wyo., but who, having taken 
a look over Seattle, has concluded to 
settle down here, and, as he puts it, 
“groW up with the country.” He was 
in the Mexican war and _ served 
throughout the Civil war.

NO LICENSE. 

Our city has again dectared in no uncertain voice in fa- 
vor of no-license, Last year fhe Council passed 22 licenses 
authorizing the transportation by express concerns of intoxi- 
cating liquor into Quincey. Two of them were revoked and 
one not issued, making 19 licenses in operation the greater 
part of the year. The police have been vigilant in the en- 
toreement of the liquor laws the past year, and during the 
eoming year I shall insist upon a strict enforeement, not only 
of the liquor laws but of all the laws for the protection of our 
citizens. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The matter of the abolition of the grade crossings at Sa- 
ville and Water streets is still pending before the Commissien- 
ers. The city has always maintained and will continue to urge 
upon the Commissioners that the only manner in which these 
grade crossings can be abolished, and the rights of all parties 
interested fully protected, and substantial justice rendered 
to each, will be by having the tracks of the railroad company 
materially depressed and an overhead bridge, for public foot 
and vehicle travel erected at each eressing. We are hopeful 
of a report from the Commissioners in the early spring. ~ 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year mains have been laid to Squantum 
of sufficient capacity to provide for the needs of that section 
of the city for the next twenty or twenty-five vears. Perma- 
nent mains have also been laid to Roek Island. The pipes 
in several streets have been replaced with larger ones, and bet- 
ter service no doubt will be the result. Forty-two hydrants 
were set, making a total of 757 hydrants in service at the pres- 
ent time. Four hundred and eleven new services were put in 
making a total of 6.814, about 3,600 of these are unmetered. | 
believe a substantial portion of them should be metered during 
this vear. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The scavenger work as it is being done at present is most 
unsatisfactory. The work is done by contract, but on account 
of the large number of sewer connections which have done 
away with vaults and cesspools among the better class of build- 
ings, it is most difficult to collect payment for the work. The 
City Scavenger will not clean vaults and cesspools unless— 
This causes much delay and an 
There is not

paid in advance. 
noyance, as well as an unsanitary condition. 
enough work at present to keep three teams at work all the 
year, but in the spring and summer months the work piles up. 
Therefore the contractor does not keep his teams in commis- 
sion all the vear and the work cannot be done without great 
delay at such times. Where the contractor is not protected by 
the city for his pay it does not seem as if he can be forced to 
clean vaults and cesspools in a case where he has not been paid 
for past work, Our present contractor claims that there is 
not enough money in the work to enable him to renew his con- 
tract. The prices now charged are unjust. 

I suggest that the city take up this work itself and com- 
bine it with the collecting of ashes. If the city does the work 
it would be well to have the City Council frame an ordinance 
ordering all cesspools and vaults to be cleaned at least once 
cach year, and as many more times as in the opinion of the 
Board of Health they become a nuisance and dangerous to the 
public health. All bills due the city for doing such work to be 
a lien on the property where the fixtures are located and all 
paid to the City 
Treasurer. The bjlls rendered to the City Treasurer by the 
Board of Health for seavenger work to be collected by him. 
In the winter months ove team ean be kept in commission all 
the time thus preventing the work all coming in at one time 
in the spring of the year. The horses used on ashes can be 
used in the summer on scavenger work and garbage work. In 
this way the v ork would be self supporting and done entirely 
satisfactorily. The outfit would consist of one double team 
and two single teams.

The board have two single teams at 
the present time, one on ashes and one on garbage. By having 
five more horses it seems as if the garbage, ashes and scaven- 
ger work could be done with a large saving to the city. The 
city ean buy the tank wagon that the City Scavenger now 
owns, together with his two vault wagons at a reasonable fig- 
ure, thus the expense for initial outlay would be chiefly in 
buying the horses. 
The cost of caring for the tuberculosis patients of the city 
is fast assuming serious proportions, and it will soon be nec- 
esary for the city to provide a suitable place to care for these 
patients. At the present time the Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
is attempting to establish a camp in which such patients will 
be eared for. This is a most praiseworthy work, and the ef- 
forts of this society should meet with the approval of our eiti- 
zens. Any appeal by it for funds for the purpose of carrying 
on this work should receive prompt and generous response. 


CITY HALL. 

Some of the city departments have outgrown the aceom- 
modations provided for them in the City Hall. The State 
law requires that the city records shall be kept in a fireproof 
roem or vault. The State authorities have repeatedly called 
attention to our omission in this respect, and have recently 
commanded the city to comply with this law. The city at 
present is not in a position to comply with this law. In order 
to meet this condition of affairs the city must in addition to 
building a fireproof vault or room, either hire accommoda- 
tions for some of its administrative offices outside of the City

STILL MENACES US 


Diseased Animals Delivered to 
Uninspected Slaughter Houses 


Washington, Jan. 3.—That half 
the meat eaten in the United States 
ean be called uninspected and that a 
real and serious danger to the public 
exists as a result, is one of the con- 
clusions reached by Dr. Melvin, chief 
of the United States bureau of animal 
industry, in his annual report to the 
secretary of agriculture. 

Inefficiency of the government in- 
spection because of its lack of au- 
thority to reach business done entire- 
ly within a state, is given as one of 
the causes, and Melvin points out the 
great need of supplementing the gov- 
ernment inspection of meats. with 
state and municipal inspections. 

One result of the federal inspection 
is to cause the diversion of diseased 
and suspicious looking animals to the 
uninspected establishments, where 
are slaughtered for the local market, 
says the report.

Long List of Events Planaed 


Will Teach Bible and War Several Speakers at Hall Place For Power Graft In 1910 


—————_——_ 


RACE OF A THOUSAND MILES. 


Contest From Juneau, Alaska, to Seat- 
tle, Wash., Will Test Endurance of 
Frail Water Craft — International 
Events April 1 to 14—Other Races. 


Judging from present indications, it 
looks as if motorboat enthusiasts 
will have a big inning in 1910. Any 
humber of races are scheduled here 
and abroad. The first of these will be 
held on Lake Worth, Palm Beach, 
Fla., March 15 to 18. In April a power 
boat race from Philadelphia to Ber- 
muda will be run, and the internation- 
al races abroad ure to start April 1 
and continue until April 4. 

There will be seven events for en- 
trants in the sixth annual regatta of 
the Palm Beach Power Boat associa- 
tion, which i; to be held on Lake 
Worth, Florida, on March 15, 16, 17 
and 18. Judging from the list of 
events and prizes, it appears as though 
the club proposes to make the races 
more pretentious than ever. The fea- 
ture event on the regatta card is the 
Palm Beach grand prize, worth $2,500 
in gold, to the winner. 

The racing committee has already 
made certain stipulations regarding the 
races, Boats that are unable to make 
twelve miles an hour are ineligible to 
compete for the prizes, aud entrants 
for the grand prize will be disqualified 
unless they reach the Royal Poinciana 
basin on or before March 6. These 
are also required to show a minimum 
speed of twenty miles for the entire 
course. 

When the power boat race is run 
from Philadelphia to Havana next 
April it is planned to include an aux- 
iliary class, so that interest in the 
event will be increased. It is said that 
there will be no restricting size rules, 
and both power and sail may be used. 
A valuable cup will be awarded, pro- 
vided there are three starters. 

Probably one of the longest power 
boat races ever staged by an Ameri- 
ean motorboat club will be held next 
August under the auspices of the 
Motorboat club of Seattle. The race is 
from Juneau, Alaska, to Seattle. 
Wash., which is a distance of about a 
thousand miles. The course over which 
the race is to be contested is a very 
dangerous one, and it requires the 
most skillful navigation. A number of 
entries have already been received, 
and present indications point to the 
Pacific coast as being the gathering 
place for motorboats during the month 
of August In 1910. 

The race will be started» probably 
about the third week in August, giving 
the contestants from the south time to 
cruise up leisurely. Stops will be made 
at Ketchikam, Prince Rupert and Van- 
couver to report and take on gasoline 
if necessary. Both the United States 
and British governments will be asked 
for vessels to patrol the course. The 
measurement system of handicapping 
will be employed. Boats may take a 
pllot, but they must be accompanied 
by the owner or some otber member of 
the association. It will probably take 
between four and five days to com- 
plete the course, 

The seventh international motor 
boat meeting at Mouaco, France, will 
be held from April 1 to 14. This event 
is the largest of its kind of the motor- 
boat racing year, as it not only draws 
the cream of the power boats for com- 
petition, but the prizes awarded are 
the largest presented to winners of 
motorboat contests. Accordipg to the 
arrangements, the first two days of the 
meeting will be given over to exhibi- 
tions, while the racing events will not 
take place until April 4. The prizes to 
be awarded aggregate the sum of $24,- 
000. Except where otherwise stated 
in the list of events, the length of the 
race is fifty kilometers, and any boat 
which competes three times withowt 
winning a prize will be guaranteed 500 
francs. 

The challenges for the British inter- 
national cup for motorboats have been 
received by Walter Murray Bieling, 
secretary of the Motorboat Club of 
America. The Dixie II., owned by E. 
J. Schoeder, last won the cup at a 
speed of 27.75 nautical or thirty-two 
statute miles an hour. There was no 
race for the cup last year owing to the 
failure of the Motor Yacht Club of 
Great Brituin to follow up its chal- 
lenge by sending the necessary boat to 
race. The challenges this year come 
from the British Motorboat club and 
the Motor Yacht Club of Great Britain, 
both sent by cable, and the former fol- 
lowed by an immediate letter of con- 
firmation.

Martin Sheridan, thegreat all around 
athlete of New York, intends following 
his usual plan and, though competing 
now and then, will not do any hard 
training in the winter months. He 
says he finds he can perform a great 
deal better in the outdoor season by 
taking it easy during the indoor sea 
son,

“ANOTHER’S SHOES.” * 
A Phrase That Had Its Origin In an 
Ancient Custom. 

The expression “stepping into an- 
other’s shoes,” like many another com- 
mon phrase, had its origin in an an- 
clent custom. 

The oli Norse law required that a 
person to be adopted must step into a 
previously prepared shoe, This shoe 
was made from the skin taken from 
the right hind leg of a “three-winters- 
old bull.” ’ 

The skin was flayed from above the 
hock, and out of this the shoe was 
made. The person to be adopted step- 
ped into this shoe, taking into his 
arms one at a time, it is presumed, the 
younger sons of the man making the 
adoption. If there were also sons who 
were of age they stepped into the shoe 
afterward, by this sign showing their 
consent to the adoption. 

A man in this way could adopt an 
illegitimate son, making him his law- 
ful heir, but in that case the father 
was obliged to step into the shoe first. 
If there were any full grown sons, 
they stepped into the shoe afterward; 
if there were no full grown sons, then 
the next of kin did the stepping, and 
without bis consent, by the way, this 
special adoption could not be made, 

Witnesses to the ceremony in the 
use of the shoe were required to es- 
tablish its legality. 

It will be seen that this was con- 
sidered an important ceremony, and 
since so much “shoe stepping” was 
done it is not strange that the expres- 
sion as now used passed into common 
speech.—Chicago Record-Herald. 


OSTRICH BATTLES. 


The Great Birds, as Strong as Horses, 
Box With Their Feet. 
Ostriches battie for supremacy with 
as much ferocity as stags, bulls, buf- 
faloes and other animals. An ostrich 
fight is amusing, inasmuch as it 
amounts practically to a boxing match 
with the feet, wherein the combatants 

lightly dance around each othér. 

There is, however, this ditference—it 
any buman boxer could hit as hard 
witb bis bands as can an ostrich with 
its feet the championship would be 
decided by a single blow. In sparring 
the ostrich stands on one foot, with 
the other foot and the wings raised, 
the bill wide open and the neck dis- 
tended. He strikes with the force of 
a trip hammer. 

Sometimes on an ostrich farm a 
keeper will become involved in such a 
mixup, in which event it is not infre- 
quently the case that the buman 
emerges from the scrap with a broken 
leg, arm or head. 

Under modern training an ostrich 
equals a borse in power and indeed 
can perform many of the “stunts” 
whereof his equine colleague is capa- 
ble. In one respect, however, he ex- 
cels the horse, for by the aid of its 
wings the ostrich can leave behind 
the swiftest running thoroughbred. In 
harness an ostrich bas at Hot Springs, 
Ark., paced in about a horse's time.— 
Harper's Weekly.

MEMORABLE = 
STORMS OF PAST 


Review by the Observer at 
Blue Hill 


Editors Daily Ledger : 

Bulletin No. 2, 1899, of the Blue _ Hill 
observatory, mentions the following 
remarkable storms on the Massachu- 
setts coast :— 

A heavy snow storm began on Nov. 
17, 1798 and lasted for three days. 

The great southeast gale of Sept. 23, 
1815, caused immense destruction on 
land and sea, and at Providence the 
damage exteeded $5,000, 000. 

In December, 1839, three storms 
moved up the coast, wrecked 300 ves- 
sels, drowned 150 persons, and caused 
a loss of $1,000,000. 

On Oct. 2, 1841, a southeast gale off 
Cape Cod, caused a loss of 57 lives at 
Truro alone. 

In an easterly gale of Oct. 7, 1849 a 
bark went ashore near Minot’s Light 
and 148 souls perished. 

On April! 16, 1851, a furious northeast 

gale destroyed Minot’s Light. (Then 
standing upon iron supports. ) 
§[{On Jan. 17, 1867, a heavy snow storm 
raged and the snow averaged five feet 
deep in Dorchester. Many lives were 
lost in the drifts. 

A brief but violent southeast gale 
raged on Sept. &, 1868. There was a 


great snow storm on Jan. 9, 1886, also day on his sales. ‘He sold 1235 ‘Led- 


the ‘‘March Blizzard’’ of 188%, and the 
snow storm of Feb. 1, 1898, all of which 
were very severe. 

The Boston Herald reports, in the 
great storm of Nov. 26, 27, 1898, that 
141 vessels were wrecked on the New 
England coast, and from these vessels 
280 persons were drowned. besides the 
175 on the Portland, all of whom were 
lost. The great energy of this latter 
storm was caused by the junction ofa 
storm from the Gulf of Mexico and one 
from the Great Lakes which occurred 
off the Massachusetts coast. The wind 
blew on Blue Hill at rate of 72 miles 
per hour, as usually reckoned, and then 
the cups were blown off the Anemome- 
ter. Seventeen inches of snow fell. 
Between 8. P. M. of Nov. 26 and 2 A. 
M. of the 27th, 10 inches of snow fell, 
or 17-10 inches per hour. The great 
| feature of the November gale of 1898 
was the heavy fall of snow so early in 
the winter.

Commission on Taxation had recom- 
mended the amendment by implica- 
tion; and the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, guided by large financial 
interests were secking the amend- 
ment. 

The matter was finally adjusted on 
May 21, when Senator Hultman intro- 
; duced with the consent of all parties, 
the resolve to provide for an investi- 
gation of the laws relative to taxation, 
under which resolve the commission 
Which has just reported was appoint- 
ed. 

This commission, in its report, not 
only completely vindicates the 
tion taken by Senator Hultman, but 
really only elaborates the arguments 
put forth by him in the Senate in op- 
pesition to the Constitutional Amend- 
ment. These were that no case had 
been made out by the former Taxa- 
tion Commission that the 3-mill tax 
would be successful in Massachusetts, 
as it has in some other states, in pro- 
ducing additional revenue, but that it 
would, to quote the language of the 
report “cause economic disturbance 
by unsettling, values and encourag- 
ing capital to seek foreign invest- 
ments. Second, that the desire to se- 
cure legislative favor in the form of 
reduced taxation would produce con- 
stant agitation by various interests 
pleading for changers in the tax laws. 

The reason that Senator Hultman 
agreed to the compromise in the last 
session, by the appointment of this 
special Commission, was that before 
a Constitutional Amendment is sub- 
mitted by referendum to the people it 
must _pass the Legislature in tw» suc- 
cessive years. It will be interesting 
to see what fate befalls this amend- 
ment in this session of the Legisla- 
ture.

000 Damage to Property 
GREAT WATER MAIN BURSTS 


Accident Occurs In Heart of City and 
Turns Streets into Mill Races— 
Stock Stored In Store Cellars 
Washed About--Subway and Tunnel 
Almost Put Out of Commission by 
Raging Torsent 


Boston, Jan. 4.—A_ thirty-inch 
water main, just south of Eliot street 
on Tremont, burst with g roar that 
drew people to their doors in terror; 
turned Tremont, Eliot, Lagrange, 
Washington and Beach streets into 
mill races; for nearly two hours flood- 
ing cellars, drenched 
theatre, causing it to close; threat- 
tened to swamp tunnel and subway, 
and discommoded all the theatre traf- 
fic in the city, early last evening. 


In a wave nearly two feet high, the. 


flood poured down Tremont street, 
filling the basement of the Majestic 
theatre, extinguishing fires, washing 
out dressing rooms, and making an 
evening performance an impossibility. 

Through a grated ventilator on the 
sidewalk in front of the Wifhthrop 
school, 700 gallons of water a minute 


poured into the subway, taxing to the | 
and | 


utmost the emergency pumps, 
stalling traffic in the sub-subway for 
nearly half an hour. 

The flood cut off the 
street entrance to the Boylston sta- 
tion of the tunnel, and only frantic 
work of the station men in forming a 
dyke of sand and sawdust prevented 


the flooding of the tunnel through this | 


entrance. 
Women, marooned in 


were forced to wade in icy water. 


Surface car lines were cut off for a, 


while until a route was arranged 
around the flooded district. Taxicabs 
and autos, venturing into the tor- 
rents, were stalled, 
forced to ford 
refuge in doorways. 

Several theatres and moving pic- 
ture shows were partially flooded, al- 
though the Majestic alone was forced 
to close its doors. 

Undermining buildings, ripping out 
pavements, pouring into stores, iso- 
lating two large blocks, the flood 
raged for about two hours, until the 
three cutoffs that control the main at 
the point of rupture were shut down. 
In half an hour after these were closed 
the flood had subsided. 

The exact cause of the break has 
not yet been determined. Pipe layers 


had been connecting a supply pipe | 


with the new Shubert theatre, the 
Lyric, at the corner of Seaver place. 
While they were at work, the main on 
the other side of the street burst. In 
connecting the pipe the big main must 
have been damaged. 

The workmen turned to see a geyser 
tearing out of the sidewalk. Great 
lengths of sidewalk were torn up. The 
pressure behind the geyser forced a 
stream of water across the street, 
along the line of pipe they had laid, 
driving them out of their trench. 

The volume of water gushing out of 
the sidewalk, now from a dozen holes, 
seemed to gather fotce. In 
tidal wave it swept down Tremont 
street toward Boylston, with a first 
,Wave nearly two feet high. 

From stores and houses near the 
break people rushed to the sidewalk, 
appalled by the torrents raging through 
Tremont street. One woman, leap- 
ing from the door of a store, waded 
through the water, which was pour- 
ing up right in front of the door. She 
stumbled and fell into one of the holes 
in the sidewalk. Almost immediate- 
ly she disappeared, only to be cast 
forth again by the terrific pressure of 
the stream of water. Willing hands 
reached out and dragged her to a dry 
place on the up grade side of the 
flood. 


wave of water filled Tremont street 
from curb to curb, then surged over 
the sidewalks, making the street from 
house to house a swirling torrent. 

Cellar #indows were carried away, 
and cellars filled almost to the level 
of the flood in the street. Fires in 
furnaces were extinguished, stock 
stored away washed about, people 
were driven into stores, forced to race 
with the rush of water to a dry place. 

The damage by the flood will reach 
at least $375,000.

MUSEUM WHERE CARSON DIED 
' Daughters of American Revolution to 
Honor His Memory. 

Work of restoring the ancient, tum- 
bledown building at old Fort Lyous, 
Colo. now the United States naval 
sanitarium, where Kit Carson, great- 
est of western scouts, died, has been 
commenced, and within the next few 
mouths it will be turped over to the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
of Colorado for a museum. 

The restoration will bring it back to 
its original condition in practically 
every detail and give to the state one 
of the most historic landmarks which 
it possesses. 

It is an old stone house, warped and 
weather beaten. but in such condition 
that it cqu easily be restored. It stands 
almost fu the center of the biz group 
of buildings at the naval sanitarium. 

It is quite likely that when the 
restoration is Completed it will be ded 
icated with appropriate ceremony by 
the Daughters. Already au effort is on 
foot to collect. relics of Carsou’s day 
particularly articles belonging to him 
persoually, ang a pistol and inkstand 
bave been secured 1s a nucleus. 

Originally the little old stone build 
ing was the medical beadquarters of 
the fort, aud Carson bad beev takev 
there from his home, at Boggsville. 
some miles from Lyons, a very sick 
mau. The only persons with him when 
be died were Dr. Tilton, medical offi 
cer of the post; First Sergeant Luke 
Cahill aud a bospital steward whose 
name is now forgotten, and of this 
trio the only one living is Luke Cahill, 
a resident of Las Animas, Colo. 


KESSLER’S FOLAR DINNER.

George A. Kessler, the New Yorker 
who gave the famous goudola dinner 
at the Savoy bote! in London in 1905, 
celebrated the Yuletide by giving a 
north pole dinner on Christinas eve at 
the same hotel.

PLAYS BUILT AROUND CENTER 


If Man Who Holds Down Pivotal Po- 
sition Is a Jumper He Can Direct 
Ball to Any Member—Hints to Guards 
and Forwards. 


Basketball is unique in that it is a 
product of necessity, having been in- 
vented about twenty years ago in the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
Training school, Springfield, Mass., to 
supply a definite need for competitive 
indoor winter work. The game re- 
quires speed, skill, aggressiveness, en- 
durance and team work. 

The picking of a team depends upon 
the available material. Every team 
needs a good center, who should be 
rangy and a good jumper, for upon 
him more than any other player de- 
pends the success of the game. The 
plays are built around the leaping abil- 
ity of the center. If he is a good 
jumper he can direct the ball to any 
member of his team on the jump off, 
an essential factor in the development 
of team play by signal. This is an ad- 
vantage, because it puts the opposi- 
tion on the defensive. . 

On the center falls the brunt of 
“chasing” the ball—now -helping out 
the forwards and now the guards. 
This necessitates of the ideal cénter 
accurate throwing and good guard 
qualities as well as jumping ability. 
These qualities are seldom found in 
ohe man, so plans are indde to over- 
come the weakness. If the center is 
a good jumper and good guard, but 
10t aggressive in following the ball, 
he changes position immediately after 
the jump off with a guard who pos- 
sesses running and goal throwing abil- 
ities, or if he is a good goal thrower 
the center may change with one of the 
forwards who excels him in running 
the floor. The change must be made 
smoothly and quickly, so as not to 
leave men unguarded. Practice will 
develop this shift, which may be used 
to trick the opposition, 

Forwards must be quick starters and 
fast on their feet, so as to.escape from 
their guards and get the ball on the 
jump off. When the center in response 
to signal bats the ball in a certain d+

rection a forward must be there to get 
the sphere, and he must be able to 
pass accurately from any position vec- 
essury to assume to escape bis guard. 
At least one forward must be an accu- 
rate basket thrower. The other, if the 
center can throw baskets, may be used 
as a “feeder,” or, in other words, take 
the center's plaice in running the floor, 
thus keeping the goal throwers sup- 
plied with the ball. In general, the 
best basket throwers should be chosen 
as forwards. They must be fast, as 
speed and the endurance to maintain it 
for forty minutes without a stop is 
What wins games. 

Guards should be rangy and good 
jumpers. This makes them valuable in 
intercepting passes. Height is desira- 
ble, provided it does uot interfere with 
tpeed, because the forward hus a bard- 
er time breaking away from a tall 
guard for a try at goul. It is ditticult 
to make a successful pass over a tall 
guard’s head. Of ail men on a team a 
guard must not fumble the ball, for if 
he be weak iu this departweut his er- 
rors muy lose games. He is tu ‘the op- 
ponents’ territory mest of the time, 


rand fumbles mean chances for baskets 


by the other fellows. A fast guard. is 
desirable for his abflity to break-up 
plays by quick rushing and intercept- 
lug passes, but a slow, careful guard 
Who uses his thinker often shows up 
well. A combination of a fast guard 
to break up plays and one who stays 
back and works defensively most of 
the time is ideal. 

In choosing men their ability for 
team work must be considered. Often 
a star is fouud who cannot master

A PADEREWSKI STORY. 


The Great Musician’s First Important 
Engagement In Paris. 
Paderewski's first really important 
engagement as a planist was in Paris. 
He was engaged to play in the draw- 
Ing room of a lady famous for her mu- 
sicales, and his fee, which seemed to 
him enormous, was $20. He managed 
to persuade the humane agent to pay 
him in advance, and when Paderew- 
ski had redeemed his dress suit from 
pawn and paid for shoes, gloves, tie 
Rud other essentials he had no money 
left for cab hire, so he was forced to 
walk to the scene of his engagement. 
The music loving audience inspired 
him. He played with feeling, passion 
and mastery of his instrument as nev- 
er before. His success was instant 
and unmistakable. The poor player 
had suddenly become the lion of the 
hour, his dream had become a reality, 
and fame and fortune were assured 

him. 

At last after disengaging himself 
from his admirers he turned to leave, 
when his hostess, remembering with 
regret the smallness of the fee for so 
marvelous a performance, offered him 
her carriage for his return home. But 
Paderewski's pride came to the rescue. 
In bis courteous yet reserved way he 
made a formal bow, and, saying, ‘No, 
thank you. madame; my own is wait- 
ing,” he stepped out for bis long walk 
homeward.—Pearson’s Weekly.

As they lifted him from the ele- 
vator well and laid him on the floor, 
pending the arrival of the relief hos- 
pital ambulance, he lapsed into un- 
consciousness.

BOYCOTT ON TRUSTS, 


League Organized to Curb Advances In | 
Cost of Foodstuffs. 

To curb the exactions of the trusts| 
which deal in foodstuffs and if neces- 
sary to institute a national boycott on | 
articles of food which the public be 
feves are too high in price prelimt- | 
uary steps weré recently taken at the | 
residence of Dr. B. L. Scharf in Wash- 
ington to organize the National Anti-| 
trust league. Prominent citizens of} 
Washington and members of congress | 
were present, and enough was done to- 


ward the formation of an organization l@ 


national in scope to insure its progress. | 

The idea of organzling a league to | 
fight high prices in the necessaries of | 
life, which have been increasing yearly | 
until now they are out of all propor- | 
tion to their true cost, originated from | 
the recent publication on the high cost 
of various articles of food, particular- | 
ly meat and potatoes, two of the sta-! 
ple foodstuffs. Dr. Scharf, formerly a 
member of the faculty of the Catholic | 
university and a well known econo-| 
mist and student of social conditions, | 
suggested the league. 

A preliminary organization was ef- 
fected, and it was decided to have as 
officers a president, vice president, sec- 
retary and treasurer. 

It was agreed that the organization 
should be nonpolitical and that its 
movements be directed by dn advisory 
council of seven. 

Women will be taken into member- 
ship on equal terms with the men and 
will have equal voice in the campaign. 
The women being the housekeepers 
of the country, the pioneers of the 
plan recognized at once that their as- 
sistance was yital to success. 


MAGNETIC SURVEY OF EARTH. 


Dr. L. A. Bauer Tells Scientists What 
Yacht Carnegie Has Accomplished. 
Dr. L. A. Bauer.of the Carnegie in- 

stitute at Washington, under whose 

direction a general magnetic survey of 
the earth has been begun, spoke of the 
project the other day during the con- 
vention at Boston of the American As- 
sociation For the Advancement of Sci-| 
ence. The Carnegic, a vessel of 600} 
tons from which all fron has been ex- 
cluded and having uo metals to affect 
the compass and other magnetic in-} 
struments, is now on her first trip | 
and is expected to reach New York | 

early in 1910. 

“The work accomplished so far has 
been most gratifying,” said Dr. Bauer. 
“The principal result of value during 
the cruise to England was to reveal 
a systematic error in the navigator's 
compass charts amounting on the aver- 
age to about one degree. The general 
effect of these errors would be to 
throw the track of an Atlantic liner. 
when her course must be shaped who! 
ly by the compass and log, always to 
the borthward from ten to twenty 
miles froin the track she aims to fol- 
low. 

“A peculiarity of the errors discov- 
ered is that they turn the head of the 
vessel always toward the Newfound- 
land coast, whether she comes from 
the east or the west. Errors of impor- 
tagce have also been found in the ex- 
isting charts of the dip of the mag- 
netic needle and of the strength of 
the earth's magnetic force.”

How Mrs. George Westinghouse Helps 
Pittsburg Steeds In Icy Weather. 
Mrs. George Westinghouse has given 
the Pittsburg horse a Christmas gift, | 
according to a recent statement by! 
Superintendent James Bell of the 
Western Pennsylvania Humane socie- 
ty. It is an overshoe which helps the 
animal to get a good grip on icy or 
wet streets. Mrs. Westinghouse while 
driving recently in her carriage noticed 

two horses fall in the street. 

She sent for Superintendent Bell 
and instructed him to wire at her ex- 
pense for a great number of horse 
overshoes which she had at her Mas-| 
sachusetts home and have his assist- | 
ants patrol the streets of Pittsburg 
during the icy season and place the | 
overshoes on any horse foun@ in dis- | 
tress on the streets. The instructions | 
of Mrs. Westinghduse were that the 
Humane society agency should lend 
the overshoes to all horses in distress 
with heavy loads and that all addi- 
tional expense be sent to her in the | 
shape of a bill. | 

Plans For a Harvard Memorial. | 

If the plans of Mayor Hibbard and | 
City Engineer Jackson of Boston ma- | 
terialize the old Soldiers’ field bridge, | 
near the Harvard stadium, in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., will be torn down, and 
in its place will be erected one of the 
finest and most unique bridges in the 
world. It is proposed to construct the 
columns and entrances of the bridge 
as memorials of various Harvard 
classes, the expense to be defrayed by 
them. It is planned to model the 
structure after the famous Alexander 
Ill. bridge that spgns the Seine in 
Paris. Some years ago Boston appro- 
priated $125,000 for its share of the 
new bridge and proposed a draw struc- 
ture.

CHICAGO'S Bie 
ATHLETIC MEET 


Three Dey Carnival of Sports 
Is Planned to Be Held. 


MANY EVENTS ON PROGRAM, 


Nearly Every Kind of Sport Is Prom- 
ised by Promoters — Crack Athletes 
Are Expected to Enter—To Be Held 
Late In February or Early In March. 


What promises to be one of the 
greatest athletic carnivals ever held 


| in the middle west is planned to take 


place in Chicago the latter part of Feb- 
ruary or early in March. The meeting 
is to be held under the auspices of the 
Illinols A. C, and will, according to the 
present understunding, last three days. 
At first the preliminary arrangements 
proyided for only track contests, but 
now the premoters hope to put it on 
& more pretentious plan. 

Cycle races, socker matches, football 
matches and a basketball tournament 
are now included. The adding of these 
branches of sport, it is thought, will 
give the meet widespread attention. 
Invitations have been sent to managers 
of athletic clubs throughout the middle 
west, and a number of eastern clubs 
have been invited to take part in the 
contests. , 

Chairman Edward C. Racey of the 
athletic committee declares that indoor 
track meets are a dead issue as far as 
Chicagoans are concerned. So it is ar- 
ranged to have the flel@d events con- 
tested during the early part of the car- 
nital. These include the pole vault,

10 and continues until the 20th. The 
grand total of prizes is $80,600.

eluding aeroplanes, $45,000; for spher- 
ical balloons, $22,500, and for dirigi- 
ble airships, $13,100. There will be 
prizes for speed, for duration of time 
in the air, for highest altitude attained 
and for longest flights. These will ap- 
ply particularly to aeroplanes, 

In the balloon division prizés will be 
awarded on the basis of distance. ‘TPhis 
contest Is likely to be most interesting, 
for most of the balloons entered should 
be able to clear the California state 
line and wight go,as far_as the Rocky 
mountains. 

Most of the famous American ari- 
ators will attend jhe Los Angeles meet, 
and a number vf crack foreign filers, 
including Louis Paulhan of France, 
who bas just arrived in this country, 
accompeniéd by his wife; the two pi- 
lots, Masson and Miscarol, who ‘re- 
cently distinguished themselves at Pau; 
© woman aeronuut and four mechant- 
clans, with two Blerict cross channel 
machines and two of the latest type 
of Farman machines. After partici- 
pating in this meet the combination 
intends to give exhibitions at San An- 
tovio, Galveston, New Orleans, Bir- 
mingham, Atlanta jand a few northern 
cities. A tour of Japan, China and 
India will then be made. : 

There tas been no abatement ef 
the enthusiasm of the fliers abroad, 
and much good work bas been done 
in the past few months. One of the 
most remarkable flights made was that 
of Farman, who remained in-the air 
more than four hours and covered a 
distance of 144 miles. Hubert Latham 
bas also done some wonderful flying. 
On one occasion, battling against a 
gale of nearly forty wiles an hour, 
this daring aeronaut attained a height 
of about 1,600 feet, beating the official 
world’s record. At another time he 
created no end of talk over the sensa- 
tional manner in which he attended a 
hunting party. He started for the 
place of meeting in his airship, land- 
ed at the shooting box quickly and 
safely, took part in the bunt and re 
turned four hours later carrying on 
the monoplane cot only bis shotgun, 
but also his bag cf game. Women in 
France have also t2ken up flying, one, 
the Baronne de Laroche, going up 
alone and splendidly managing her 
machine. She ts the first lady to 
make a flight alone in an aeroplane in 
France.

“Schedrin had been’ condemned | to 
hard labor iu the convict mines of §i- 
Leria ond for an-—-attempt to’ éscape 
from there had been sentenced to be 
echnineéd to uw heavy wheelbarrow, 
When the order came.fot bis travafer 
from Siberia to St. Petersburg uo con- 
yveyance could be found lirge enough 
to contain him, the wheelbarrow and 
the convoy of gendarmes. Yet. as the 
wheelbarrow had become a prt of 
the -prisouer, the gendarmesy. were 
ufraid to leave it behind. It was there- 
fore decided to place Schedrin with bis 
convey in one cart and the wheelbar- 
row behind in another. Kor several 
mouths, day and night, Sehedrip and 
the gendarmes galloped through Si- 
beria upon a troika (a three borsed 
cart or sledge), while anotber sped be-

MATHEMATICIANS 
ARE ASTOUNDED 


Lecture on Fourth Dimension 
by Eleven-Year-Old Boy 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 6.—Wil- 
liam J. Sidis, Harvard's 11-year-old 
mathematical prodigy, astounded an 


audience of seventy-five of the best 
mathematicians in the university at 
the meeting of the Harvard Mathe- 
matical club last night by his mas- 
terly elucidation of the mysteries of 
the fourth dimension, a subject which 
the ordinary mortal cannot even 
imagine, much less describe. 

For more than two hours Sidis ex- 
pounded his theories, illustrating with 
diagrams drawn on the blackboard. 

Sidis is now taking a course at Har- 
vard in vector analysis, an extremely 
difficult and very advanced branch of 
higher mathematics. His instructors 
are unable to account for his pre- 
cocity, which is manifested particu- 
larly in mathematics, though his edu- 
cation has covered subjects beyond 
the reach of most men twice his age. 
He has written a text book of as- 
tronomy. 


POWERS ARE CENTRALIZED 


House Passes Bill Making Taft Chief 
of Whole Canal Zone 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The Mann 
bill providing for the administration 
of the Panama canal zone passed the 
house by a vote of 119 to 192. 

The measure abolishes the Isth- 
mian canal commission and invests the 
legislative, executive and judicial 
power on the isthmus in the President 
of the United States. 

The vote was along strict party 
lines and the Democrats put up a hard 
fight against the measure. 


Protection For Immigrants 
¢ Washington, Jan. 6.—Ill-treatment 
of women immigrants during their oc- 
cupancy of steerage accommodations 
led to the introduction by Senator Dil- 
lingham of a bill providing for the 
presence of United States surgeons, 
immigrant inspectors and matrons on 
all vessels carrying immigrants or 
emigrant passengers between United 
States and foreign ports.

RIOT OVER MILL STRIKE 


Night Men Clash With Day Men When 
Latter Try to Go to Work 

North Attleboro, Mass., Jan. 6.— 
Riot calls for all the police of the At- 
tleboros and all the surrounding towns 
were sent in to put down a riot start- 
ed in the town of Norton by a gang 
of 250 strikers from the mills of the 
Talbot company. Scores of officers 
were rushed there. 

The night men went on strike yes- 
terday and the company issued an 
ultimatum that they must return be- 
fore this noon or be evicted. This 
angered the men and the trouble fol- 
lowed. 

The day men tried to go to work 
and a general fight between the night 
and day crews followed. Clubs were 
swung and heads broken. Scores 
were hurt. 


BUCKET BRIGADE 


IN HOSPITAL FIRE 


Finally Compelled to Gall Out 
the City Apparatus 


Worcester, Mass., Jan. 6.—A hun- 
dred patients in St. Vincent's hospital 
last night were terrified when wispe 
of smoke crept under doors and filled 
almost every room in the hospital. 

In another part of the building, 
nurses acting as a bucket brigade and 
doctors as firemen fought for half 
an hour to quench the flames that were 
creeping through partitions, but the 
fire gained such headway that finally 
the fire department was called on, 
and after a stubborn fight of nearly an 
hour more the blaze was extinguished. 
The loss is set at between $1500 and 
$2500. 

The fire was caused by crossed 
electric wires in a room above the 
operating room. Fortunately no pa- 
tients were in the room or in those 
nearby, so that none of them had to 
be removed. 


ANOTHER TRIP TO BERMUDA 


Return of Ailment From Which Mark 
Twain Has Been Suffering 

New York, Jan. 6.—In far from 
good health and grief-stricken at the 
recent sudden death of his daughter, 
Jean, Samuel L. Clemens, better 
known as Mark Twain, the author, 
has sailed back to Bermuda. It was 
only a little over two weeks ago that 
Clemens returned from Bermuda tc 
spend the Christmas.holidays at hig 
home in West Redding Conn. 

Mr. Clemens said that the ailment 
of which he complained on his ar- 
rival had returned. He attributed 
the pain in his left breast, however, 
to indigestion, “and that is not the 
sort of ailment that causes people to 
die,”’ added the humorist, with a faint 
touch of his old-time levity.

Kept Court Clerks Busy Counting 2500 
Pennies With Which They Settled 
New York, Jan. 6.—Four striking 

shirt waist makers, who were fined 

$25 collectively for their activities as 
pickets, paid their fines in pennies.

Davidson jumped from a two- 
story window and suffered injuries 
which may result in his death.

Colebrook, River, Conn., Jan. 6.—

Education 

The reorganized board of education 
Was appointed on the thirtieth day of 
June, 1909, to take office on the the 
first day of July. The members have 


necessarily had little chance to do! 


anything up to the present time except 
to familiarize themselves with present 
conditions and engage a commission- 
er of education, As the old commis- 
sion On industrial education and its 
Officials went out of office when the 
new board came in, the members of 
the new board were themselves obliged 
to devote a great deal of time and at- 
tention to the ordinary routine work 
which was required until they could 
decide on a commissioner of education 


and get the new board thoroughly or- | 
have now engaged | 


fanized. They 
their commissioner, and are carefully 
studying the questions which come 
within their province, especially the 
matter of industrial education, and 
how best to adapt It to our present 
school system. 

They find that the statutes under 
which industria! schools may be and 
have been established are not clear; 
and, because of this lack of clearness, 
many questions have arisen in the 
past, under the commission on in- 
dustrial education, in regard to so- 
called independent Industrial schools, 
which need to be settled and which 
can be cleared up only by new legis- 
lation. ‘ 
ask for such action as !t-deeuis neces- 
and. will explain in detafl the 
reasons theretor and what it desires to 
accomplish. 

This question of industrial educa- 
tion and how it sball be worked in 
harmony with, and very likely become 
a@ part of, our public school system, 
is a great one. The board has not 


bad time as yet to properly study out | 


and formulate a definite policy. It is 
not desirable that the commonwealth 
should rush into this matter haphaz- 
and without careful considera- 
tion and a definite plan. 

We have an able board of educa- 


tion, which is earnestly devoted to its | 


duties, and during the present year it 
will have time to, and will, formu- 
late definite plans as to what should 
be done for the real advancement of 
this important work. In the mean- 
time, it would be an unwise policy 
and bad judgment to create separate 
and individual schools for industrial 
education which would not be integral 
parts of our whole school system. 
Much can be done this year by the 
board, and legislation will be request- 
ed which will permit such work as is 
deemed proper; but it will, after the 
passage of new legislation, require 
some time to study out a system be- 
fore the board will be able to go ahead 
with a completed plan of education 
which shall include industrial educa- 


tion as one of its principal and com- | 


ponent parts. 
State Library 

More room has been given to the 
state library, and the trustees and the 
librarian are planning to use _ this 
space for legislative reference work. 
This will necessitate the employment 
of an assistant in this department, 


‘and I recommend an appropriation 


sufficient to meet this extra expense, 


and also a reasonable increase in the | 


salary of the state librarian. 

| Free Public Library Commission 
This commission has done excellent 

| work for many years, and the people 

of every town in the commonwealth 


have too much state assistance in 


this direction, but it is essential that: 


the commission should be given more 
assistance. The appropriation of the 
| commission should be somewhat in- 
creased, so that it may have addi- 


! tonal help for performing its clerical 


work and visiting the various libraries 
throughout the commonwealth. 
Meat Inspection 
During the last year much er- 
est was taken in and attention given 


to the improving of conditions under. 
which meat, to be sold for food to the 
and | 


people, should be slaughtered 
prepared for sale. There was a feel- 
ing that meat infected with the germs 
of disease might be sold as food; and 
the fear that such conditions existed 
caused the legislature to pass laws in- 
tended to prevent the sale of infected 
meat, and also to order an inquiry by 


the state board of health into the 
methods of slaughtering, in Massa- 
chusetts, of animals to be used for 
food. 

Of ail the animal food products 
consumed ta this commonwealth, a 
very large percentage is brought in 
from other states. In these cases, 
it being interstate business, the food 
products must be inspected by offi- 
cers of the United States stationed in 
the slaughter-houses where the ani- 
mals are killed, and these animals 
and carcasses are examined thorough- 
ly, by trained men, before and after 
being slaughtered. If there is any- 
thing which renders meat unfit for 
food, it is seen by these inspectors 
and the carcass is destroyed; and only 
meat which is fit for food is permitted 


| te be shipped from one state to ab-. 


The board of education wili | 


| other-er.to ether. countries. . 
personally looked into this examina-— 
| tion’ in various slaughter-bouses, and 
I am satisfied that the government in- 
| speetion is selentific and adequate. 
Thig applies to the great bulk of the

The appointment by the common- 


wealth of a given number of such in-; 


spectors to look after these condl- 
tions would cost considerable; but

' people would be better protected from 
disease than they now are in the meat 
which they use for food, the extra ex- 
pense, although quite an item, should 
' not be controlling. While the expense 
would be quite large to the state, 


much of it would be saved directly to. 


the towng and cities, ag they would 
be relieved of that which they now 
have to incur for inspection. 


I recommend that careful considera- | 


tion of this subject be given, and that 
action be taken so that all these con- 
ditions may be improved and a new 
system of local slaughtering estab- 
lished; and I suggest that the stand- 
ard of inspection be made the same as 
that now required by the United 
States government. I do not think 
our conditions in this respect § are 
worse than in many of the other 
states, but. we cannot afford to be 
| below the United States standard, 
which is the best; and I urge prompt 
| and wise action in dealing with this 
most important question. 


Milk Conditions 

The production of milk and the way 
it shall be sold is a problem which 
seems very difficult to solve satisfac- 
torily to both the producers and con- 
sumers. 
cussion as to whether 
' now required by law, of 12.15 percent 
of milk solids and 3.35 percent of fat, 
is right. I do not pretend to express 
an opinion based on knowledge in this 
respect, but I have not been able to 
see any way in which the consumer 
| and the honest producer of milk can 

be properly protected, unless a stand- 
ard of quality shall be established and 
| maintained by law. 

While I thoroughly believe in a 

proper standard, established and 
maintained by law, some conditions 
| existent today seem to cause a hard- 
ship to the Massachusetts milk pro- 
ducers, because milk from other states 
can be sold in Massachusetts under 
many less restrictions than is the case 
With the product of Massachusetts 
farmers. 

It is further a fact that for some 
reason the number of neat cattle in 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts 
‘is decreasing. In the year 1908 there 
were 3300 head less of neat cattle than 
in 1907, and on Nov. 30, 1907, the 
| record showéd a décrease of nearly 

10,000 from the previous year, so that 
, there were 13,000 head of neat cattle 
less in Massachusetts at the begin- 
ning of 1909 than there were at the 
end of 1906. This proves conclusively 
| that the keeping of cattle for milk in 
| Massachusetts ig not an industry that 
| ts growing, but one that is declining. 
This is unquestionably bad for the 
commonwealth. As the consumption 
| of milk seems to be constantly in- 
creasing, it must be brought in from 
| other states.

The railroad should re- 
ceive proper pay for the service rend- 
ered, and should not be obliged to

The militia is in excellent condition. 
The nianeuvers which were held dur- | 
{ng the past summér were most bene- 
ficial and advantageous. All the cou- 
difiong of actual ‘service in war time. 
were present ‘except the terrible car- 
tage which results from actual con- | 
flict. “ Our ‘troéps were ordered to 
mobilize on a given day at given) 
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for service. ‘fils 
proved a severe test of the commis- 


sary and quartermaster departments, | 


which were admirably met. The 
troops of all arms, infantry, artillery 
and cavairy, arrived at the designated 
points on time and in good condition. 
They were well fed and cared for dur- 


ing a week of most active service, | 


during which time there was some 
very severe and disagreeable weather. 
Arrangements were made to prevent 
fires, and the damage done to the 
property of our citizens by the officers 
and men was almost megiigible. 
Under the Dick bill, which was 


| passed by the national congress and 


approved on Jan. 21, 1903, it was 
provided that troops serving from a 
state in connection with national 
troops under special conditions should 
teceive certain pay. 


This did not. 


contemplate that the state troops s0_ 


gerving should be paid both by the 
national and state governments; but 
some confusion in regard to the matter 
hag arisen, and certain of our or- 


ganizations which have done special , 


military work in the past have re- 


ceived pay from both state and nation, 


while the great bulk of the militia has 
been paid only the amount specified 
by the commonwealth. 

It does not seem to me that this ts 
wise or just, and 1 believe provision 
should be made so that the pay of all 
the state troops should be the same, 
and that any money which would un- 
der certain circumstances be paid by 
the national government to such 
troops, either for service or subsist- 
ence, should be turned into the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth to assist in 
the general payment of military ex- 
penses. I ‘would suggest to you that 
a@ proper law be passed to bring about 
this result. 

Institutions 

The various state institutions are in 
good condition and doing their usual 
good work. The Lyman schoo) for 
beys aad the state industrial school 
for girls have both been somewhat 
crowded, but new buildings which 
were authorized by the last legisla- 
ture will be completed early, in 1910, 
whicb will relieve the situation. This 
also applies to the Massachusetts 
hospital schoo! at Canton, which is @ 
new school, doing well a very import- 
ant work.

The new accom- 
modations which were provided for at 
the state hospital at Tewksbury have 
not been completed as yet, but they 
are badly needed. The industrial 
school for boys at Shirley has been 
opened during the year. There are 
now ninety inmates. 

The North Reading sanatorium for 
consumptives was opened on Sept. 
22, 1909, and is substantially full at 
present; the Lakeville sanatorium will 
be opened in January, 1910, accom- 
modating 150 more people; and the 
Westfield sanatorium is expected to 
be opened either in February or 
March, 1910, to accommodate the 
same number. 

At the Masaschusetts hospital for 
eptleptics at Monson a building was 
provided for last year which will ac- 
eommodate enough patients to relieve 
the crowding which exists there at 
present, and this building will be 
ready in July, 1910. The new Wren- 
tham state school which has been es- 
tablished for the feeble-minded has 
about fifty patients at present, and 
new buildings to accommodate about 
200 patients will be ready in about 
three months. At the Massachusetts 
school for the feeble-minded at 
Waverley there are at preseut 1261 
patients. 

The prison commission reports that 
there is no tmmediate need for _in- 
creased accommodations in our pris- 
ons. 

The insane ia our state institutions 
numbered, Oct. 1, 1909, 
increase of 499 this year, against 789 
last year, 402 being the average an-

nual increase for the last five years. | 


It is safe to assume that the number 
of insane will increase in the imme- 
diate future at the average rate of 500 
per year. The hospitals are now 
crowded, and there are more than 
1300 beds set up in the day rooms and 
corridors, half of which have to be 
removed and stored every day. 
Under these conditions, 


it will be! 


necessary for you to make sppropria-| 
tions which will provide for something 


like 800 patients for the coming year. 

While economy should be constantly 
in our minds this year, we ought te 
provide well for the eare of our un- 
fortunate insane, and erect whatever 


| additions to our institutions as are 


necessary for this purpose. 

The trustees of the Foxborough state 
hospital for inebriates have arrived 
at the point where they desire to make 
a beginning for a new institution. 


They feel that they should eventually’ 


have a location much larger than their 
present one, where they can have @ 


‘Jarg> amount of land on which many 


of their inmates could work, and 
where arrangements could be made 
for a greater sub-division of their pa- 
tients. 

I understand that if this should be 
done, the board of insanity would 
utilize entirely the Foxborough igsti- 
tution, and that they could use it to 


most excellent advantage in caring for | 


the insane, the number of which un- 
fortunately increases from year to 
year. I think that the trustees of the 
Foxborough hospital are obtaining 
good results, and that your honorable 
bodies should take such action as will 
enable them to make a start in the 
direction indicated. 

In this connection it has been called 
to my attention that where land is 
bought by various boards of trustees.

it often happens that .ihey - procure) 
land which is mortgaged. The mort- | 
gagee will not discharge his mortgage , 
until he is paid. On the other hand, 
the state officers will:not pay over the 
money to the owner until he can show , 
a clear title and the deed is received 
for record. Under these circum- 
stances, some member of the purch- 
asing board has acted as anh attorney 
for the owner of the land, while at the 
same time he is acting officially as one 
of,the purchasers of the land for the 
commonwealth. This ought to be 
changed, and it might be wise to pro- 
vide that the attorney general should 
be given further power to act in such 
transactions, and any member of the 
purchasing board be relieved from 
acting in a double capacity. This 
suggestion is made as a _ general 
proposition which might be carried out 
in the purchase of any lands which the 
commonwealth might wish to obtain. 


State Highways 

The automobite law which was. 
passed by the lagt legislature is work- 
ing well. It is expected that it will 
produce a net revenue of $175,000, 
during the next year, for use on the 
State highways; and, with the au- 
thority given the highway commis- | 
sion to check the reckless driving of 
these vehicles, it is, in the opinion 
ef the commissioners, the most ef- 
fective automobile law of any state. 

The highway commissioners should 
be allowed to have sufficient money on 
hand to enable them to make advances, 
others for repair 
work. Where this work is done at) 
present—there not being money on 
hand to deal directly with such men 
—the repairs are unnecessarily ex-| 
pensive. 

They should be given authority to. 
buy small sections of land in differ-| 
ent parts of the commonwealth, to 
be used for the storage of their ma-' 
chinery; and, when opportunity of- 
fers, should have the right to pur- 
chase land in various sections which 
furnishes good material for road | 
building. 

All these purchases of land, either 
for the storage of machinery or for 
the deposits of material for repairs 
on roads, should not be completed 
without the approval of the governor! 
and council. 

IT recommend that authority be given 
the highway commission in both these 
directions, because I feel certain that 


it will save money for the common-_ 
wealth and permit the commission to’ 


render better service. 
Boston Railroad Holding Company 
The Boston Railroad Holding com- 
pany, which was established by an 
act of the last legislature, chapter 


519, has issued certain bonds based on | 


its holdings of Boston and Maine rail- 
road stock. These bonds are guar- 
anteed by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company, and 
are, in my opinion, a safe invest- 
ment. 

As the holding company needs more 
money to expend for improvements on 
the Boston and Maine railroad, it will 
be necessary for it to - issue 
bonds, and as the money for these 
bonds is advanced it is necessary that 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 


ford Railroad company should be able | 


to dispose of these bonds rather than 
hold them in its treasury and so tle 
up a very large amount of money. 

These bonds bear 4 percent interest, 
aud, being based on the stock of the 
Boston and Maine railroad and guar- 
anteed by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, would be, I be- 
lieve, @ most excellent luvestment for , 
our savings banks. 

The Boston Railroad Holding com- 
pany, in my opinion, will be a great 
benefit to the railroad situation in 
Massachusetts and New England. I 
believe the individuals who control 
the stock of this company intend to 
very. greatly improve. the physical 
eondition of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. © If this is done it will be a 
great benefit to Masaschusetts und 
New England, and these owners) 
éhould be encouraged by proper legis- 
tation. | 

Massachusetts cannot expect great 
{mprovements in railroad properties 
unless she is willing to help in proper 
Ways those who are willing to put 
money into such developments. I} 
understand and believe that important | 
and extensive improvements are very | 
soon to be undertaken on these prop- | 
erties, and I think it fs in the inter- 
est of all our citizens that those mak- 
ing these large expenditures for such | 
improvements should be encouraged to 
do so. I therefore recommend that 
these bonds be made a legal invest- 
ment for Massachusetts savings banks. 
Savings Banks and Trust Companies 

Prior to the passage of the business 
law of corporations, savings banks 
and trust companies were organized 
by special law and their charters made 
subject to the laws regulating the, 
business of such corporations. There 
was bo authority to organize such cor- 


porations under general laws. The 
generat law of business corporations | 
enacted in 1903 contains provisions 
excluding from its operation certain 
classes of corporations, among others 
savings banks, trust companies aad 
co-operative banks, but also enacts 
that “such provisions should pot be) 
construed te prohibit the organization 
of a corroration under the provisions | 
of this a.. for the purpose of carrying | 


on any lawful business, outside of 
It is thus possible for savings 


this commonwealth.” } 


banks, trust companies and co-oper- 
ative banks to be organized under our 
general laws, subject to no Bupervision 
or control, to carry on business out- | 
side the state. | 

The result is that there are two. 


. Classes of trnst companies. savings | 


more | 


banks and co-operative banks which 
may be organized in this common- 
Wealth—one to do business within the 
commonwealth under restriction and 
supervision, the other to do business 
outside the commonwealth with no 
such supervision and subject to no 
restriction. 

This condition seems anomalous, 
and | recommend the subject to your 
consideration for correction. 


Civil Service 

The work of the civil service com- 
mission has "become much greater ip 
the last few years because of the very 
large increase in the number of peo- 
ple who are employed in the classified 
service. By the action of the last 
legislature very important work has 
been added to this department, in 
connection with the certification of 
fitness of important appointees of the 
mayor of Boston. The commissioners 
need a deputy examiner, and they 
themselves should be paid larger sal- 
aries, and be required to give more 
of their time to the wark. I trust that 
action will be taken by you to bring 
about these results. ! 


Forestry 

Careful attention is being given to 
our standing forests, and our non- 
productive or waste lands should not 
remain idle, as large possibilities for 
the future are to be found here and 
great results will come from a well- 
directed forest policy. Our moth 
work would be more effective in the 
saving of our trees if the local moth 
superintendents in towns and cities 
should receive their appointments sub- 
ject to the approval of the state for- 
ester. 

I believe much better results io all 
our towns and cities could also be Ob- 
tained were the state forester given 
authority to advise and assist the lo- 
cal tree wardens. 

Publicity 

I recommend the enactment of a law 
which shall require the issuance an- 
nually of a public doeument contain- 
ing correct information in regard to 
the salaries or pay of the employes 
and members of each department, 
board or commission, so that such 
salary cr pay, and also the date of 
election or appointment and residence 
of each officer or employe of the com- 


monwealth, may be easily ascer- 
tained. 
Senators and Representatives:—I 


am glad to say that the materia! con- 
ditions in the commonwealth and the 
nation have been very much better 
during the past year than they were in 
1908. The great crops of the west 
have been bountiful, and the prices ot 
which they have sold have been high. 
The cotton crop of the south is prob- 
ably less than usual, but the farmers 
who raised it have received such good 
prices for their product that they are 
prosperous. The manufacturing in- 
dustries in all lines are busy, and the 


| people are employed at good wages. 


The whole nation is prosperous. 

As a people, however, we are not 
economical; we are unnecessarily 
Wasting our natural resources, and 
extravagance has become a habit. The 
price of everything is high, and this 
ought to put a premium on economy. 
This is not a proper time or place to 
discuss the reasons for these high 
prices, but ft is well known that the 
enormous increase in the production 
of gold and the higher wages paid in 
every vocation of life must be two of 
the great contributory causes. 

In spite of these high prices, Mas- 
sachusetts has been extremely pros- 
perous and our savings banks have 
shown the largest increase in depos- 
its of any year in our history, the to- 
tal increase being $33,581,751, mak- 
Ing the total amount of deposits now 
on hand in our savings banxs $743,- 
101,481. The dividends declared to 
the depositors {n, our savings banks 
during the past (ar have amounted 
to $27,110,047. ~The deposits put in 
these banks in 1909 were about $16, - 
000,000 more than in 1908, while the 
withdrawals of deposits in 1909 were 
$15,000,000 less than in 1908. 

The above shows in a most graphic 
manger the tremendous change in 
conditions which has taken place in 
the last year. Notwithstanding the 
prevailing high prices, our people 
have saved money, and this means 
prosperity. 

You, as the representatives of the 
people, have a sacred trust imposed 


upon you. It is your duty to see that 
the resources of the commonwealth 
shall not be wastea, and that the 


money of its citizens shall be wisely 
and properly expended. The legis- 
latures of the past in Massachusetts 
have established a great record for 
the ‘enactment of laws which have 
been in the true interest of the people. 
Your immediate predecessors main- 
tained the high standard which had 
been set for them. I have no doubt 
that you will do equally well, and IL 
promise to use my best endeavors to 
co-operate with you in accomplishing 
good results.

REMINGTON THE ARTIST. 


Story of Himself Told by Famous De- 
lineator of Western Life. 
Frederic Remington, the artist, 
writer and sculptor, who died at his 
ome in Ridgefield, Coun., the other 
dy, used to tell his friends that he 
wanted his epitaph to be “He Knew 
the Horse.” One admirer wrote of 
fim, “He knows a horse from the 
prick of his ears to the frogs of his 


_ feet.” Another wrote, “He knows eyv- 


ery hair on a pony, and you need only 
to put Remington the writer and Rem- 
ington the artist together to make 
the greatest pony that ever galloned 
up and dowu the pages of a book with 
a cowboy on his back.” 

Renington, who wrote the history 
of the great west—wrote It in its raw 
coloring—was born in Cauton, N. Y., 
Oct. 4, 1861. His first start in life aft- 
er receiving a common school educa- 
tion was as clerk in an express office. 
Hearing many stories of the far west, 
he earned and saved his money and 
soov was on a ranch, taking his turn 
as cowboy in reunding up the cattle. 
Indians were a menace to life as well 
as property, and Remington made a 
study of their habits. In addition to 
many hours passed in the saddle, he 
found time te perfect himself in draw- 
ing and painting, a course of which 
he had taken in the Yale Art school 
and Art Students’ league, and pictured 
the redskins as they lived. He first 
made drawings with pencil and later 
took up painting. He also was inter- 
ested in military and treated of scenes 
of the Spanish-American war. 

Remington once told a story of him- 
self that will bear retelling. One of 
his cowboy acquaintances in the west 
was known as “Hollering Smith” be- 
2ause of his favorite way of enjoying 
himself. Remington made a number 
of studies of bim both in repose and 
at his favorite pursuit, and on return- 
ing to New York one time he utilized 
these in a series of illustrations in a 
magazine article. The next time he 
went west and got to Smith's neigh- 
borhcod Smith came over to see him 
on the very day of his arrival and, 
hauling from his pocket a page torn 
from a magazine with one of Rem- 
ington’s studies of him as the central 
ficure of a group in a state of erup- 
tion, inquired, “Say, is that me?” 

Fred was cautious, as he said, not 
being exactly sure of what was next 
on the program, and replied, “Well, I 
got the idea from you, of course, 
but"’— 

“Oh, it's all right,” said Smith—“no 
offense. If it's me, just say so.” 

“AVell, yes: it's a fairly close portrait 
of you,” said Remington. 

“That’s what the boys at the ranch 
said,” Smith came back. “I look like 
that when I holler, do 1?” 

“I think you do.” s 

“Well,” said Smith, tucking the page 
away in his pocket, “if that’s the state 
of the case then all I've got to say is 
that Hollerin’ Smith has hollered the 
last holler that he'll ever holler. Here- 
after when I celebrate I'll blow a tin 
horn, you bet. I don’t consider that no 
man has a right to look like that—not 
around among white folks at least.” 

Mr. Remington made fifteen bronzes, 
painted a large number of pictures and 
wrote several books.

Washington, Jan. 7.—Efforts are to 
be made at the present session of con- 
gress to have that body pass a law, 
permitting the compulsory retirement 
of superannuated government em- 
ployes and providing for pensions for 
such employes. Secretary MacVeagh 
has instructed Herbert D. Brown of 
his department to draw up a plan.

Brown's tentative plan, i is said, 
contemplates the creation of a pen- 
sion fund which will be maintained 
entirely by the working clerks them- 
selves as soon as the scheme gets into 
full swing. There is a provision also 
for the retirement of the ordinary 
clerks in the classified service at the 
age of 70, the mail carriers at 65 and 
the railway mail clerks at 60.

Russia’s Great Novelist, Phi-. 
losopher and Reformer. 


HIS CRITICISM OF BIG SLEEVE 


. 


Thought Lady Visitor Had Wasted 
Enough Cloth to Clothe a Little Girl. 
Sample of His Humor—Instance When 
the Great Philosopher Had No An- 
swer Ready. 


Several years ago it was written of 
Count Leo Tolstoy, the Russian nov- 
elist, philosopher and reformer, that 
while he was in no sense a popular 
author his books had a wider circula- 
tion than those of any other writer 
living at that time. His books have 
been translated into no less than forty- 
five different languages and dialects. 

The man whose views were thus dis- 
seminated throughout the civilized? 
world succeeded in achieving his aim 
to make his life an open book to be 
read of all mankind. Born to wealth, 
he renounced the world when he real- 
ized its vanities and retired to his es- 
tate to live the life of a farmer and 
to preach in his writings the doctrines 
of humanity. In the quiet of Yasnaya 
Polyana, his estate in southern Rus- 
sia, Tolstoy, working side by side with 
the benighted and ignorant Russian 
peasants, became a philosopher, an ex- 
pounder of Biblical teachings and an 
exponent of the creed that every man 
should earn his bread by the sweat of 
his brow. 

Once a lady philanthropist crossed 
the Russian frontier to visit Tolstoy. 
Ushered into the presence of the phi- 
losopher, she uttered the usual con- 
ventional greetings and explanations 
of her visit, while he eyed her silently 
and in abstraction, “as if,” she said 
afterward, “he were quietly turning 
back the top of my head and looking 
at the thoughts inside.” .

Decried All Wars. | 

Some years ago Count Tolstoy de- 
cried all revolutions and wars, declar- 
ing that there never was a good war 
His address to his dear brother the 
einperor, written at the time of the 
Russo-Japanese war, was all in sorrow, 
not in anger; a warning, not a threat. 
Epitomized, the statements of Tolstoy 
were: 

First.—The working people desire to be 
delivered from special laws that place 
them in the position of a pariah. de- 
prived of all the rights of other citizens 

Second.—They desire freedom of removy- 
al from place to pl edom of educa- 
tion, freedom of cc ence and, above 
all, freedom in the use of the land, the 
abolition of the right of landed property. 

Proof of His Humor. 

Despite the general seriousness of 
his views of life and its obligations, 
the following incident is a ptoof of 
Tolstoy’s sense of humor: Once an 
American millionaire and his com- 
panions wanted very much to see the 
great author, and eventually this was 
arranged, the stipulation being that 
no one should speak to Tolstoy. 

Tolstoy took his seat on the balcony 
of his home, and the Americans filed 
past in solemn procession. Everything 
went well until the last lady arrived 
She, however, did not keep ber part 
of the bargain, for, bending forward, 
she called out: “Leo Yoystoy! Leo 
Tolstoy! All your great works have 
deeply influenced my life, but espe- 
cially’— And here she stopped short, 
having forgotten the name of the 
book. The great author leaned over) 
the edge of the balcony and said smil- 
ingly, “ ‘Dead Souls,’ perhaps.” “Yes, 
yes,” answered the lady. “Ab, in- 
deed!” said Tolstoy. “That book is 
by Gogol and not by me.” 

Experience With a Policeman. 

Once in Moscow Count Tolstoy saw 
a persistent beggar asking alms, whe 
exclaimed, “A little penny, brother, in

the name of Christ! 

A police officer approached. He was 
young, martial and wrapped in the 
regulation sheepskin. At sight of him 
the beggar fled, hobbling away in 
fright and haste. 

“Is it possible,” said Tolstoy to him- 
self, “that people are forbidden to ask 
charity in Christ’s name in a Christian 
land?” 

“Brother,” he said to the policeman, 
“can you read?” 

“Yes,” said the officer politely. 

“Have you read the Bible?” 

“Yes.” 

“And do you remember Christ's or- 
ders to feed the hungry?’ And he cited 
the words. The policeman was evi- 
dently troubled. He turned to his 
questioner and asked: 

“And you, sir—you can read?” 

“Yes, brother.” 

“And bave you read the police reg- 
ulations?” 

“Yes, brother.” 

“And do you remember that begging 
fn the main streets is forbidden?” 

The philosopher found no answer 
ready.

THE PRESIDENT IS GRITICIZED 


Declared to Be Making Grave Mistake 


by Aiding Speaker In Efforts to. 


Punish Those Who Oppose Him—No 


Fight Against Taft Policies and Re- | 
publican Doctrine, but Against) 


House Rules 


Washington, Jan. 7.—‘The insur- 
gent Republicans of the house are not 
intimidated by the action of the ad- 
ministration in withholding patronage 
from them and are not scared into 


silence by any apparent combination | 


of President Taft and Speaker Can- 
non.” 


This was the declaration of Repre- | 


sentative Norris of Nebraska, one of 
the leading “insurgents” of the house. 

Mr. Norris resented stories appear- 
ing in one or two Washington and 
New York papers to the effect that the 
“insurgents” were “lying down,’ ow- 
ing to the attitude of the administra- 
tion. On the contrary, Norris criti- 
cized President Taf himself and the 
administration for singling out “in- 
surgent” representatives for punish- 
ment. 

“President Taft is making a grave 
mistake by aiding Cannon in _ this 
way, and I want to say so unhesitat- 
ingly,” continued Norris. “I do not 
object, nor do any of the ‘insur- 
gents’ object, as far as I know, to 
the withholding patronage from us. 
But I denounce this singling out of 
the men who have opposed Cannon 
and the house organization for an in- 
fliction of punishment. 

“How can the president say that we 
are opposed to his policies and de- 


| clare that we are to be punished for 


it when we have not opposed his 
We do not, in 
fact, kaow yet what President Taft's 
policies are to be. We have not even 
received his messages upon several 
important subjects; still, we have 
been punished. Postmaster General 
Hitchcock has admitted that we are 
being discriminated against right now, 
although we have done absolutely 
nothing to merit it excepting to op- 
pose Cannon and the house machine.

HENRY CAVENDISH. 


A Recluse, He Lived Far From the 
Madding Crowd. 

Heury Cavendish, the famous natural 
philosopher and chemist, was a recluse 
who astonished England. 

A son of Lord Charles Cavendish 
and a nephew of the third Duke of 
Devonshire, possessed of enormous 
wealth, the subject of universal ad- 
miration because of bis scientitie at- 
tainments, he preferred the solitude 
of his study and the company of his 
books to tbe pleasures society could 
offer him. 

For many years be lived at Hamp- 
stead in a large, roomy house, attended 
by a number of female servants, who, 
however, were strictly enjoined to kee 
out of his sight. If a domestic by the 
merest chance came iuto the presence 
of Cavendish she was instantly 
missed, 

Every moruing the philosopher would 
leave a note ov the hall table naming 
what he wanted for dinner. No one 
saw him place the note there; but, uc- 
customed to the strauge custums of 
the establishmeut, the meal would be 
prepared, and only the remains of the 
repast signified the presence of thu 
master of the house. 

When Cavendish died in 1810 be lefi 
behind him nearly a million poand: 
sterling. besides a lasting reputation ag 
a scientist and writer on nateral phi 
losophy.—Loudon Telegraph.

WOULD IMPROVE 
WATER POLO 


Experts Want More Open Play 
In Strenuous Game. 


CHANGES IN THE RULES. 


Gcals Now Can Be Scored by Throw- 
ing as Well as Touching—lInteresting 
Experiments to Make Sport Less Ex- 
acting Upon Participants. 


Introducing new rules into water 
polo which allow the scoring of goals 
by throwing as well as by touching 
has not proved easy. C. M. Richards, 
captain of the Yale swimmers, was 
saddled with the formulating of these 
rules by the Intercollegiate Swimming 
association and immediately asked the 
assistance of prominent teams in ex- 


perimenting and then suggesting 
mneaus, 
Several teams have given the mat- 


attention, and it is rather in 
teresting to ucte the variety of reports 
vb results. One captain says that bis 
squad found it absolutely impossible 
to score from outside the fifteen foot 
line by throwing, while others claim 
that two points is too much for a 
thrown goal because one ts generally 
secured the minute the goal tender 
moves from directly under the board. 

Of course this diference of opinion 
Was to be anticipated. ‘The viewpoint 
depends entirely on playing of 
the back field. If the goal tender 
guards his post faithfully he should 
not find it difficult to stop a badly 
iutlated rubber ball “thrown from a 
distance of more tuan fifteen feet, but 
let him go swimming around, follow 
ing the play, as is often done under 
the présent rules, and the opportuni 
ties for scoring are frequent aud excel- 
lent. 

It has been shown that if the goa 
tender can be lured from his post the 
halfback, who bas been swimming up 
in anticipation of it. cau be passed the 
ball and before the goal teuder can get 
back the goal is thrown and generally 
made. It takes some accuracy to hit 
it, but a good player is vot likely to 
miss a target four feet by two, the size 
to which the board has been increased. 
even from a thirty foot throw, which 
brings one practically to the center of 
most water pelo pools, 

Without attempting to predict what 
the new rules will do for the game one 
ean estimate at a glance the inJuence 
they are bound to Lave upon it, which 
is to open up the play and oblige the

abangonment of continued massing in 
favor of faster swimming and more 
passing. 

There is no doubt that enly In ex 


treme cases will the goal tender dure 
to move from his place. and this will 
take at least one man from the scrim 
mmige. As the forwards will always be 
looking for an easy score by throwing. 
there will be less tendency to form a 
shoulder to shoulder attack, and espe 
clally after the repulse of a charge by 
hard tackles there will probably be fa 
more effort to secure a score by throw 
ing than by touching. 

The abandoning of persistent mass 
ing will do a lot toward making the 
gamne clean and free from objectiona 
ble tactics and toward preventing ac 
cidents and burts. It is iu the vicious 
tackles long beld that tempers are lost 


and retaliation sought, and it is wheo 
nu man is exhausted by a terrible un 


derwater struggle that a subsequent 
tackle results iv an accident, mainly 


because the player has uot the neces- 
sary strength to resist. 

Convince a mau that when he Is tired 
he cun do just as well by keeping «ot 
of a tackle and either trying to throw 
a goal or passing to a teammate that 
is well situated for it and an ideal 
Sime embodying the best points of 
both socker and American water polo 
Will be the result. Results of the col 
legiate experiment will be watched 
nuNxiously by all. If satisfactory the 
rules will probably be udopted by the 
Ammeteur Athletic union. 

The changes in the rules are as fol 
lows: Goals can be scored by throwing 
as Well as touching. Goals to count 
must be thrown from outside the {if 
teen foot line and give a teum 2 points 
(the old style goal by touching counts 
3 points). The goal board has been 
increased from tweive inches by three 
fect to eighteen inches by four feet. 
It is expected that these changes will 
open up the play. 

The old rules were not very strict 
when it came to punishing men for 
rough work. New changes, nuipy re- 
Visionists claim, will do much to elim- 
inate this faulty part of the game. 

Whut the revisionists are ren lly aft- 
er is to make the game more open. 
The mass plays and close formations 
have done much to hurt its popularity, 
it is claimed, and by making it of an 
open nature it is thought that the 
Sime will become higher in favor than 
it heretofore has been. As the game 
stands now water poloists claim tt has 
many objectionable points and that 
there is much room for improvement. 


The English game of water polo is 
considered by many to be a far bet- 
ter and more interesting game than 


that played here. By amalgamating 
the two styles much improvement in 
the game will be obtained.

8.—Following a 
conference of George K. Turner, 
District Attorney 
Whitman and John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., foreman of the grand jury in- 
vestigating the traffic in women in this 
city, James B. Reynolds left town on 
an extensive investigation. 

It is said that Reynolds has a defi- 
nite line On individuals engaged in the 
trade in’ Philadelphia, Washington, 
Baltimore, Boston, Chicago and Spi 
cities, and that the authorities o 
those ‘cities will be asked to co-oper- 
ate with the New York district attor- 
|ney in stamping out the trade. 

Whitman has admitted that Rey- 
nolds was engaged in an investiga- , 
tion of the traffic. “What his specific 
lines are, of course, I cannot divulge, 
but no stone will be left unturned to 
find how extensive this traffic is and 
who is behind it,” said Whitman. 

Mr. Reynolds has been engaged in 
the investigation for weeks, it is 
learned, and is familiar with the 
facts, as is Turner. He is a member 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Vigilance association, which is 
also engaged in unearthing the extent 
of the white slave trade. 

The association has investigators at 
| work in this eity, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco and elsewhere. 

“IT told Mr. Whitman and Mr. 
Rockefeller all I know about ‘the 
trade,”’ said Turner at his home in 
Hastings. “As I have said before, my 
investigation was not as a prosecuting 
attorney, but as a newspaper man and 
a writer, I had’ specific lines that I 
did not follow up in the course of my 
linvestigation. I gave these to the 
district attorney as accurately as I 
could recall them. 

“There is no question whatever that 
the trade exists in this country and 
‘that many people engaged in it are 
reaping large profits. There is no 
doubt of the fact either that it was en- 
couraged and fostered by the backing 
of politicians in this city and else- 
where throughout ‘the country. 
would never have grown to the pro- 
portions that it has if this were not 
so.” 

Mr. Turner’s investigation was 
;more extensive than is generally sup- 
;posed. He spent months corroborat- 
‘Ing the testimony of witnesses to the 
various investigating committees, and 
‘when he wrote bis magazine article he 
was morally certain that every word of 
|it was true.

d’aeuvres served on fried toast and 
served after the soup or fish.

,and most appetizing.

MEMORIAL TO 
IDA LEWIS’ DEEDS 


Lifeboat Named In Honor of 
the Life Saving Heroine, 


—————“-—~ 


SELF BAILING, VERY BUOYANT 


Crew of Motor Driven Craft Claim She 
Can Breast Any Storm That Can Be 
Breasted by an Ocean Liner—Built 
Out of Mahogany. 


Ida Lewis, the farfamed heroine of 
the Lime Rock light at Newport, R? L., 


has again been honored by being made | 


the sponser for a new motor lifeboat 
which, it is declared, will inaugurate 
an entirely new epoch in the heroic 
work of the life saving crews through- 
out the world. 

For years those men in Washington 
who are at the head of the life saving 
service have been searching for a boat 
which could brave and live through 
any storm on the worst coast in the 
United States. For fifty-three years 
Ida Lewis has been saving lives single 


handed in storms before which the | 


strongest men would quail. Finally 
the perfect lifeboat has been discov- 
ered and built, and the men who were 
responsible for it have insisted that 
it bear the name of the Grace Darling 
of America. 

Brenton’s Point life saving station, 
on the southern end of the island of 
Rhode Island, is the proud possessor 
of this new lifeboat, and in the Ida 
Lewis the Brenton’s Point crew pre- 
dict that they will make rescues which 
have never been equaled since 1870, 


Built of Mahogany. 

The Ida Lewis is constructed, through- 
out her entire length of thirty-six feet, 
of mahogany. With her extra space 
she will be able to do much better and 
more effective work. Her six cylinder 
engines develop thirty-eight horse- 
power. So great is her buoyancy that 
she could be cut into seven pieces and 
each one of the seven pieces would 
remain afloat. 

She is self righting and self bailing. 
Along her keel she carries 1,480 pounds 
of gun metal, while to her bottom are 
attached seventy copper tanks. Seven 
air tight compartments make it im- 
possibie for her to be sunk, even 
though her skin be punctured below 
the self bailing scuppers. 

The adoption of motor power by Ife 
saving crews means a great saving 
of human strength at a time when it 
is sorely needed. ‘The statistics of the 
Washington office show that on an av- 
erage the life of a human being is 
saved from shipwreck every ninety 
niinutes along the shores of the United 
States. In 1907 5,300 lives were im- 
periled, but only twenty-nine persons 
were drowned out of forty-nine ves- 
sels which were compietely destroyed. 
With motor life saving boats the re- 
markably small percentage of lives 
lost at sea will be materially reduced, 
say the life saving experts. 


Can Be Put Out In Worst Storms. 

The Atlantic coast, and especially 
the section around Cape Cod, is the 
most dangerous part of the seaboard 
of the United States. 

When a storm is raging and the an- 
gry white tops of immense waves are 
driven before the gale with all the 
speed of bullets the work of the life 
saving crews is perilous in the ex- 
treme. When the red glare of the 
Coston signals lights up the beaches 
and the riot of surf, telling the sur- 
rounding stations that a ‘boat is doom- 
ed. the crew which goes out to the 
rescue throws itself into the very jaws 
of death. F 

Often the lifeboat ts lifted like a cork 
when the crew attempt to launch it 
and tossed back on the beach again. 
Sometimes the boat is successfull 


launched through the breakers only tc | 


find that the onshore wind is so strong 
that it is impossible to make headway 
against it. 

Such an experience as this is impos- 
sible for a boat like the Ida Lewis. I? 
is true that she is too large and heavy 
to be taken out of the water when 
she is notin use. She must be anchor- 
ed in a sheltered spot. Under the lee 
of Brenton's Point is an ideal anchor- 
age, and here the Ida Lewis will He a¢ 
all times. When the occasion calls, her 
erew wili tumble out from their quar- 
ters and put out to her. Then there is 
no gale strong enough and no waves 
high enough to prevent her from go- 
ing straight out to sea. ‘Trips that 
would be utterly impossible for the 
ordinary lifeboat will be quite pos- 
sible for the Ida Lewis. And in addi- 
tion to being able to put out in the 
worst storms she will do so without 
exhausting her crew for the suprema 
struggle of life saving. 


Monument to the Real Ida Lewis. 

The Brenton’s Point life savers are 
forced to cover a large territory, and 
the Ida Lewis will be particularly wel- 
‘come to them on that, account. The 
Ida Lewis will shove up into the teetb 
of any gale without any hesitation, au- 
tomatically freeing herself from the 
tons of water which crash down upon 
her by means of her self bailing scup- 
pers. Any storm which can be breast- 
ed by an ocean liner can be breasted 
by the Ida Lewis, say the members of 
her crew. 

The Ida Lewis will stand as a monu- 
ment to the real Ida Lewis, the hero- 
ine of the Lime Rock light, and no- 
where is her name more venerated

It Thoroughly Arouses Indignation of 
President, Who Fully Realizes What 
Dismissal of Roosevelt’s Friend 
Means In Political Way—Decidedly 
Tense Situation Created—House In- 
surgents Deal a Blow at Cannon 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Gifford Pin- 
chot, chief forester and intimate 
friend of Theodore Roosevelt, was 
dismissed from the service of the 
United States last night by President 
Taft for insubordination. 

Associate Forester Overton W. 
Price and Assistant Law Officer Alex- 
ander C. Shaw, Pinchot’s immediate 
assistant in the forestry bureau, fol- 
lowed their chief out of the govern- 
ment’s employ. 

This action came on top of Can- 
non’s defeat by the house “insur- 
gents,” who, combining with the 
Democrats, forced the adoption of an 
amendment to the Hallinger-Pinchot 
inquiry pesolution taking from the 
speaker the power to appoint the 
house members of the joint special 
committee of investigation. The mar- 
gin of victory was only three votes. 

Thoroughly indignant over the ac- 
tion of Pinchot in inducing Senator 
Dolliver of lowa to read a letter from 
him in the senate, President Taft 
would listen to no advice that the 
forester’s violation of executive or- 
ders be overlooked pending the in- 
quiry soon to be undertaken by con- 
gress. He declared the dignity of the 
office he was chosen by the people to 
fill was being attacked and he would 
be unfaithful to his trust if he sub- 
mitted longer. 

Mr. Taft realizes fully what the dis- 
missal of Forester Pinchot means in 
a political way. He had been con- 
vinced for some time that the so- 
called “insurgents” and other critics 
of his administration enlisted the ser- 
vices of Pinchot and practically were 
defying him to relieve Pinchot of his 
office. 

The latter's letter of Thursday, few 
here doubt, was written with the di- 
rect purpose of “putting it squarely 
up to the president.” 

The president sought to avoid the 
threatened war as long as he could, 
but declared that patience has ceased 
to be a virtue. He picked up the gage 
of battle thrown down by Pinchot by 
the hand of Dolliver in the senate, 
and with the administration support- 
ers is ready for the fray which is 
certain to ensue. 

Political observers in Washington 
declare that the situation created by 
yesterday's developments is the most 
tense of many years. What the out- 
come will be no one is willing to 
prophesy. 

As for a possible breach between 
Mr. Taft and ex-President Roosevelt, 
that subject is much debated, but any 
discussion of it obviously is entirely 
speculative. On the subject of a split 
in the party, all Republicans here re- 
gard the situation as exceedingly seri- 
ous. 

Party leaders in the senate declare 
that the controversy and the sum- 
mary action of the president are sure 
to lead to many harsh words in con- 
gress and to much bitterness of feel- 
ing throughout the country. They 
say, however, that the president 
could not, with dignity, have taken 
any other course.

Albany, Jan. 8.—What is regarded 
as one of the most remarkable crimi- 
nal stories ever told in the courts here 
was related on the witness stand by 
Michael Bernabie, a New York de- 
tective, who tells of the existence of 
an organization known as “The Fam- 
that does not 
confine its activities to blackmailing 
and. killing Italians, but preys also 
on Americans. 

To gain the secrets of the band, 
Bernabie, by arrangement with the 
authorities, had himself arrested, put 
in the same cell with two men accused 
of the murder of George E. Phelps, a 
rent collector, and gleaned from them, 
he testifies, the secrets of the gang 
and of the murder of the American. 

Dominick Ferrar is on trial on the 
charge of murdering Phelps and the 
detective is the chief witness for the 
prosecution. He says “The Family of 
the Dead Bodies” is a branch of the 
Black Hand society. 

Bernabie told the jury that Ferrer 
had confessed to having been elected 
to co-operate with Leonardo in taking 
the life of the rent collector. The 
victim was suposed to be an “Ameri- 
can with much money.” 

“If any member of the society kills 
any one, @r robs any one, or writes a 
threatening letter or even robs a child, 
the society will look after him. A 
member of the society is farced to 
give all his money, even the last 
cent he has, to the society to help 
those who are arrested. 

“If $5000 or $10,000 is made by the 
society and no one {fs arrested, the 
money is divided among the members. 
The members are divided into three 
classes. First, the picecitte; second, 
the caporesti, and third, the leaders, 
and the money is divided among them 
at the ratio of $5 to the picecitte, $10 
to the caporesti and $15 to the lead- 
ers.” 

Touching the Phelps murder, Fer- 
rer, according to Bernabie, said that 
when the victim entered Vincent 
Leonardo’s place to collect the rent 
the ee asked him to step into the 
rear room and be seated at the table. 
Ferrer stood behind Phelps, armed 
with a care which belonged to Leon- 
ardo’s father. At a sign from Leon- 
ardo, Frerar struck Phelps on the 
head with the cane, but instead of 
becoming unconscious, as the assail- 
Phelps 
jumped to his feet and began to fight. 
Bernabie said that Ferrar told him 
Leonardo then stabbed Phelps, and he 
(Ferrar) ran home because he was 
frightened.

HOT “WATER HEATER. 


Homemade Arrangement That Proved 
Entirely Satisfactory. 

As we desired to put in a_bot water 
heating system in our house and as 
the estimates seemed too high for us. 
we decided to put in the system and 
to make our own heater, which, when 
completed, proved very satisfactory 
and was much cheaper to install, says 
a New Jersey correspondent -of Popu- 
lar Mechanics. A fire box, grates, ash 
pan and door from an old hot air 
heater were used, Then a pipe boiler 
was constructed from two manifolds, 
A, which we purchased, each having 
four outlets for one inch pipe open- 
ings and in both ends for one and one- 
half inch pipe. Twelve one-inch re- 
turn bends, four one-inch ells and 
four one-inch nipples, six inches long 
were purchased. ‘The center lengths 
of pipe were cut so as to bring the 
return bends inside the casing and 
the manifolds outside. 

The pipe had to be bent a little so 
as to give it a drop and not allow the 
water to trap. The burr was reamed 
out of the pipe ends to allow free cir- 
culation, There were four sections

made this way, one for each openjng 
in the manifolds. The casing was 
built of brick covered with cement 
after all the,piping and fire box fix- 
tures were ip place. The top is one 
piece of cast irdn, made from a_ pat- 
tern of our own construction. 
Counections were made to the sys- 
tem from the ends of the manifolds. 
which were one and one-half inch 
pipe. The hot water was taken from 
the top manifold und tbe return con- 
nected te the bottom. This boiler bas 
been in use for some time

THE MYSTERY OF LIFE. 


Science Finds Little Real 
Healthy Body. 

That a great part of the body be- 
sides the bones is really dead in a 
healthy, living man is the verdict of 
science. Even the blood, which has 
always beeu called “the life.” 
alive as to its corpuscles. ‘These swim 
in the liquid Known as the plasma, 
which is not alive, and can be re- 
placed by a serum that may bave been 
standing in a drugyist’s bottle for six 
months. With the hair, teeth, bones 
and blood plasma ure to be classed 
the lymph, the chyle, the tuids in the 
pleura, pericardiuin, peritoneum and 
even the cerebro-sp tinal fuid—the fluid 
part of the brain and spinal column. 

Noue of the gases and tluids in the 
body ure more alive than the lime of 
the bones. ‘This leaves us the cells 
as the only living part, and these ure 
dying and being replaced by the mil- 
lion every bour. 

From all of which facts it is argued 
by certain scientists that life is no 
more rea! than death and that the only 
difference between life und death is a 
state of the protoplasm or contents of 
the cell, As long as the cell is alive 
it retains und controls the chemical 
substances which constitute proto- 
plasm, but as soon as it is really dead 
the control is lacking -nnd the cell 
breaks up. 

This still leaves us much in the dark 
as to what is life.

Soft Pneumatic Tires. 

The pneumatic tire is the best for 
runabouts and touring cars because of 
its resiliency. ease of operation and 
its quick and simple method of repuir. 
Poeumatic tires are susceptible to 
punctures and other injuries which, if 
not given the proper attentiob, result 
in a soft or deflated tire. ‘he user, 
quite often through an ignorance of 
the technical construction or probably 
from an indifference to the result, will 
ride the tire a considerable distance 
deflated, which will injure a tire so it 
will require quite an expenditure for 
repairs or render it unfit for further 
service. Although it is not always 
convenient to make repairs or replace- 
ments with an emergency tire carried 
for that purpose, it is beyond doubt 
advisable in view of the injuries that 
will probably otherwise occur. 


New Uses of Cement, 

European engineers are appreciative 
of the value of cement grouting for 
lining 
wells and for making tunnel roofs 
water tight. In Germany a well pol- 
luted by infiltrations was put into sat- 
isfactory condition by lowering into it 
a sheet iron drum, filling the space 
between the drum and the walls of 
the well with portland cement and 
withdrawing the drum after the ce- 
ment had set. The damaged masonry

CAR MEN GET A RAISE 


Rapid Transit Company Voluntarily 
Adds $200,000 to Its Payroll 
New York, Jan. 10.—The Prooklyn 
Rapid Transit company announces a 
voluntary increase in the pay of the 
S000 motormen, conductors and other 
trainmen employed on its lines. The 
increase in pay the ensuing year will 
cost the company about $200,000. 
Surface line conductors and motor- 
men will receive from 21 cents to 24 


cents an hour this year and a half- 
cent more for the same grades next 
year. 


On the elevated lines motormen will 


réceive this year 26 to 31 cents an 
hour; conductors 21 to 23 cents, and 


guards 18% cents. Each grade will 
be advanced a half-cent next year. 


Result of Investigation Into the In- 
dian School Scandal 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Secretary 
Balilnger of the interior department 
has suspended from office Superin- 
tendent John D. Benedict of the five 
civilized tribes of Oklahoma and three 
supervisors as the result of an in- 
vestigation which has disclosed “a 
disgraceful condition” affecting the 
material and moral welfare of the 
tchools. 

The investigation which resulted fn 
yesterday’s action was entered into 
because of various reports reaching 
the department here, charging the 
otticials already suspended, as well as 
others, with activities which it @¥as 
thought were improper for govern- 
ment employes. 

The suspended supervisors are Cal- 
vin Ballard of the Choctaw schools at 
McAlester, Frederick H. Umholtz of 
the Chickasaw schools, Ardmore and 
Walter Falwell of the Creek schools 
at Muskogee.

American Bowling Congress to Open 
In City of the Straits Feb. 26—West- 
ern Contest to Begin in Frisco March 
26—National In Baltimore April 9 to 30 


If the efforts of the promoters do 
not fail it surely looks as if the bowl- 
ing game will experience its greatest 
season. Three national tournaments 
are to be held, and several! interstate 
and intercity meets have been arrang- 
ed, besides the many local tourneys on 
the program. There is also considerable 
talk of forming a professional lengue. 
The first big event on the calendar is 
the tenth annual blowout of the Amer- 
ican Bowling congress tournament, to 
be held in Wayne Gardens, Detroit, 
Feb. 26 to March 15, inclusive. New 
high marks for entries, prize money 
and attendance are expected. 

There will be fourteen tournament 
alleys, with six additional alleys, in 
every respect the same, laid upon the 
ground floor of the Gardens for prac- 
tice. 


Although not the intention of the

The Western Bowling congress tour- 
nament will be held in San Francisco, 
March 26 to April 2. 

The bowling tournaments on the Pa- 
cific coast hereafter are to be on a 
different and stronger basis than ever 
before. After the recent fiasco at Se- 
attle, in which the greater part of the 
prize money was not forthcoming after 
it-had been won, President Harry Leap

It 
was submitted to the directors and 


adopted unanimously. 

Under the new method the whole of 
the associations will conduct them, and 
the prizes will beguaranteed in cash. 

Added interest has been given to the 
fourth aunual tenpin tournament of 
the National Bowling association, 
which will be held in Baltimore April 
9 to April SO, by the announcement 
that the committee in charge of ar-

HERE are several questions, 
pertinent and impertinent, that 
arise concerning the insurgent 
movement.

To begin in the good old ordinal and 
ordained way: Virstly, what is an in- 
surgent? It depends on who is giving 
the answer. If it were Robert Marion 
La Follette he would doubtless reply, 
“An insurgent is the noblest work of 
God,” having in mind, perhaps, one 
particulay insurrecto. If it were Can- 
hon who was giving the opinion— But 
wait! here are postal laws in the 
United States against printing and dis- 
seminating certain kinds of words, and 
I have no desire to get cither myself 
or the editor into jail. Either the La 
Follette or Cannon idea would prob- 
ably be biased. ‘Yo take a perfectly 
dispassionate view, an insurgent is one 
who wants to change the rules of the 


house in which he is serving; also the 


rulers. He has a passion for ripping 
it into Cannon and Aldrich. He wants 
to revise the tarif! downward—empha- 
sis on the “down”’—or at least he 
vants to do it to all the tariff that 
does not affect his district.

In puncturing a 
sham the pin point of humor may be 
a better weapon than the big stick of 
argument. Perhaps the greatest serv- 
ice Murdock has rendered the Ameri- 
can people was in exposing the rail- 
way mail graft. Of old time the mails 
were weighed seven days a week, but 
to get the daily average the total of 
seven days was divided by six, which 
resulted in a clear gift to railroads of 
about $5,000,000 a year. Murdock ex- 
posed the fraud, and, although the 
house machine refused to correct it, 
President Roosevelt afterward did so. 

The Valiant Thirty. 

According to the list of house pro- 
gressives furnished by Mr, Murdock 
himself, there are thirty in all—seven 
from Wisconsin, four from Minnesota, 
six from lowa, three from Nebraska, 
two from Kansas, two from Ohio, two 
from Massachusetts and one each from 
New Jersey, North Dakota, California 
and Washington. A most {mportant 
member of the group is Henry A. Coop- 
er of Wisconsin, who presented the La 
Iollette resolutions to the last Repub- 
lican national convention and who re- 
celved more votes for speaker of the 
house than any other insurgent. An- 
other striking figure is Irvine L. Len- 
root, 2 new member, who was speaker 
of the Wisconsin assembly before go- 
Ing to Washington. A third Wisconsin 
man of national note is John J. Esch, 
ene of the authors of the present rail- 
road rate law. William J. Cary, Ar- 
thur W. Cepp, E. A. Morse and John 
M. Nelson make up the rest of the 
fighting seven from La Follette’s state 
One of the progressives from Iowa. the 
land of Cummins and Dolliver, is El- 
bert II. Hubbard, who has the name 
but nothing else belonging to the fa- 
mous Philistine. Other Iowa Iinsur- 
restos are James W. Good, Gilbert N. 
Haugan, N. E. Kendall, Charles E. 
Pickett and Frank P. Woods. Irom 
Minnesota, where Senators Nelson and 
Clapp uphold the insurgent stundard, a 
quartet of house members have fol-

same state William C. Lovering. Ohio, 
home of the president, has two of the 
house insurrectos in the persons of Da- 
vid A. Lollingsworth, a noted lawyer, 
and Adna R. Johnson. From Kansas 
Victor Murdock’s companion fu arms is 
E. H. Madison; from North Dakota 
comes Asle J. Gronna; from Califor- 
nia I. A. Haves, oue of the wealthiest 
members of the house, and from Wash- 
ington state Miles Poindexter. 

The Cannonesque inquiry, “Why is 
an insurgent?” finds its auswer in the 
supposed propounder of the question 
Cannon himself is the reason, or, 
rather, one reason. ‘The progressires 
say they came into being because they 
want to make the house a deliberative 
body and carry out platform promises. 
I suspect that their real cause is deep- 
er yet, being nothing less than the old 
fight between equal rights aud special 
privileges.

INCREASED cosT OF LIVING. 


Secretary Wilson Making Extended In- 
quiry Through Ficld Employees. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
who helped the country to tind out 
“what is whisky,” is now directing bis 
attention to the question, “Why is the 
cost of living: greater?’ 
Mr Wilson, through the hundreds of 


Geld employees of bis departinent, is 


attempting to ascertain what the dif 
ference is between retail and whole 
eale prices for foodstuffs. He desires 
to know, it was declared, why the cost 
of fecds to the consumer is greater 
aud whether the farmer, the middle 
man tor the retail merchant is) to 
blame. The inquiry is directed toward 
the Increased prices of butter, eggs, 
nulk, apples. potatoes aud other coro- 
mon or garden fruits and vegetables. 

Secretary Wilson began this inquiry 
because he did not believe that the 
farmers of the country were receiving 
higher prices than they should get for 
their preducts, as bad been said by 
many so called autborities who wished 
to explain the higher cost of living. It 
Was asserted that he believes the mid- 
dlemen are respousible for the higher 
prices. 

Recently Mr. Wilson made an inves 
tigation into the reported higher cost 
of nent. He found, according to bis 
annual report, that the mean gross 
profits in selling meats to the ultimate 
consumer were 3S per cent and that in 
some cities this percentage was as 
high as 6S. This meant, the report 
said, that the cost to consumers was 
38 to GS per cent above the price the 
retailer paid to the wholesale mer- 
cbant. 

The same sources of information 
which were relied on to gather the 
data on meat were directed to the in- 
vestigation into the prices of,other 
foodstuffs. This investigation the sec- 
retary regarded as most important, 
and {t was pointed out that he expect- 
ed to find whether there is a combina- 
tion to raise retail prices or the distri- 
bution of foodstuffs is done in a way 
that is too expensive. It was said that 
congressional action may be necessary 
later.

EDWARD P. WESTON, WHO WILL ATTEMPT 
TO WALK FROM CALIFORNIA [TO NEW YORK 
Weston will thus both technically and 
actually bave walked across the con- 
tinent from the Pacific to the Atlantic. 

One interesting feature of the walk 
is that when it begins Weston will be 
in his seventy-first year and that it 
will end in his seventy-second yseur. 
He will celebrate his seventy-second 
birthday on March 15 en route. 

At this season the extreme southern 
route is the only available course to 
insure success. As there are no recog- 
nized post roads between Los Angeles 
and Chicago, Weston will be com- 
pelled to follow the track of the Atcht- 
son, ‘Topeka aud Santa Fe railroad, 
having secured the permission of the 
railway otficials. This will enable hin 
to gratify a long cherished desire to 
visit the fa:rmous Grand Canyon of the 
Arizona and the petrified forests in 
that vicinity. 

Weston's previous performance, when 
he covered the continent between 
March 15 and July 14 of last vear in 
105 days, was+sgenernally considered a 
marvelous success by the public. 

During the latter part of the jour- 
ney, however, Weston encountered al- 
inmost insurinountable obstacles in the 
shape of a series of unlooked for 
storms and intense heat. fle was 
greatly handicapped. moreover, by hav- 
jug frequently to “double” on bis trail; 
hence his record was 105 days. 


ENGLAND'S BiG EVENT. 


Oxford and Cambridge Have Decided 
Upon Rowing Earlier Than Usual. 
The rowing authorities ut Oxford 

and Cambridge universities have prac- 
tically decided upon rowing the annual 
Oxford-Cambridge boat race, easily 
England's biggest aquatic event of the 
seuson, considerably earlier than usual 
next spring. In fact, the two univer- 
sities are about agreed upou March 12 
for the race, this being fully a month 
in advance of last year’s contest. The 
reason why au earlier date is con- 
sidered desirable this year is owing 
to the fact that Easter comes unusual- 
ly earlier, Ou Saturday, March 12, it 
will be bigh water at Putney at 3:20, 
which would give the crews their race 
about 2:30 o’clock. _Both the Oxford 
and Cambridge candidates have, of 
course, been in training for the race 
for several weeks already.

WATER TWi TWENTY FEET HIGH 


Flood iss ae Wemiuce Canyon De- 
stroys Arizona Indian Village 

Washington, Jan. 12.—An official 
report of the destruction of the In- 
dian village of Supai, Ariz., by a wall 
,of water twenty feet high, which 
rushed down the canyon, has been re- 
ceived at the bureau of Indian affairs 
from Charles E. Coe, superintendent 
of the Havasupai Indian _ schools 
there, who writes that the flood was 
caused by a sudden melting of heavy 
snow. 

This flood broke out reservoirs in 
the cataract, draining the basin, 
Sweeping threugh the village at day- 
light. Alf buildings were swept away, 
and the employes of the school es- 
caped after being in the icy waters 
four hours. Only one death has been 
reported, as a great majority of the 
Indians were in the hills. 

Coe wrote his superior officer that he 
is still too exhausted to give a detailed 
report of the catastrophe. 


ASKED FOR PENSION 


Former Camp-Follower Arrested For 
Making False Affidavit 

New York, Jan. 12.—Edward 
Volckmer, aged 65, was arrested by 
federal officers in Brooklyn, charged 
with making a false affidavit to pro- 
cure a pension from the government 
under the name of a veteran now 
dead.

The need of a new scinoolhouse has 
been present in the minds of a great 
many people in Wollaston for some 
time but it was not until the matter 
was brought to attention at 
the last meeting of the Wollaston Con- 
gregational club that it d‘s- 
covered that any organized effort was 
being made. Then it was found that 
several were already work- 
ing toward this end. These interests 
have now been combined in the above 
committee, and it is thought that the 
project, which has wae hearty endorse- 
ment of all residents and public of- 
ficials approached, ‘will go steadily on 
to the desired result. 

A visit to the school discloses con- 
ditions, which although not alarming 
to any great extent from a sanitary 
Standpoint, are mot in line with the 
modern conditions in force in other 
localities. The building, which is a 
wooden affair, was built some 30 years 
ago and consisted of the front por- 
tion of the building, the 
school occupying westerly wing 
and the easterly wing being used as 
a place of ‘worship ‘by the Methodist 
chureh. Increased enrollment saon 
enforced the use of the entire build- 
ing for school purposes, and later an 
addition was Gonstructed in the rear. 

At present the school has an en- 
rollment of about 425, distributed in 
the nine moms of the building. This 
number is increasing at the approxi-

There are two exits to the ground 
floor, but both are dak and narrow 
staircases. At the top these are so 
near each other that should a rush 
be made for the stairs a congestion 
would be liable ‘to ensure. The only 
remaining means of exit is by an an- 
tiquaied fire escape, recently con- 
demned, which necessitates a drop of 
7 or § feet. 

As might be sup a build- 
ing of this kind, to which an addition 
has been made, the matters of heat, 
light and ventilation are not as well 
arranged as in a more modern build- 
ing. The heating, for instance, is 
provided by five furnaces in different 
parts of the basement ,and in extreme- 
ly cold weather cannot be said to be 
wholly satisfactory. Lighting condi- 
tions in some of the rooms might be 
improved, as the windows are grouped

SPANISH MINISTER 
IS TRANSFERRED 


De Villalobar Says He Is Much 
Surprised af the News 


Madrid, Jan. 12.—Marquis de Vil- 
lalobar, Spanish minister to Washing- 
ton, has been transferred to Lisbon. 

Washington, Jan. 12.—Marquis de 
Villalobar, when informed that he 
had been transferred, said: “You 
greatly surprise me.

The “stay-at-home” vote, about 
15,000 strong, came out, and, in- 
stead of voting solidly, divided be- 
tween Fitzgerald and Storrow. 

An analysis of the figures indicates 
that the Fitzgerald vote came mainly 
from the regular Democratic strong- 
holds. In addition he got a_ good 
share of the silent vote, which in- 
cluded several thousands of Repub- 
licans. These Republican votes came 
from every quarter of the city to swell 
the Democratic numbers, and they de- 
serted Mayor Hibbard. Had the Re- 
who cast their votes for 
Fitzgerald remained loyal to Hibbard 
Storrow would probably have won, 
and it seems that the mayor can just- 
ly claim that he defeated Storrow by 
remaining in the field. 

Complete returns show that the 
Citizens’ Municipal league and Good 
Government association will control 
the new single chamber council.

The 
voters had decided that the contest 
was between Storrow and Fitzgerald, 
and that they did not wish to vote 
for candidates who seemed to have no 
chance of winning. 

The explanation of the Hibbard vote 


' was that it consisted of those who be- 


lieved that the mayor's administration 
deserved an indorsement, regardless 
of whether he could win or not. It 
is widely conceded that, had Hibbard 
not been a candidate, many, if not 
all, of these votes would naturally 
have been cast for Storrow. ;

0, W. MORSE, 


How Convicted Banker Will Fare 
In Atlanta Jail, 


ENTITLED TO SOME PRIVILEGES 


Placed In First Class Prisoners, but 
Must Undergo a Rigid Routine—Still 
Game and Determined to Fight on In 
Courts—He Takes Much Pleasure In 
a Poem. 


When the big steel door of the Unit- 
ed States penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., 
recently swung shut behind Charles 
W. Morse of New York, but yesterday 
a man of miliions, he had ceased to 
exist socially. The quondam ice king, 
banker and master of great fleets, who 
was intrusted with the care of many 
millions and convicted of being faith- 
less to the trust, had begun his fifteen 
year sentegcre. He had become convict 
No, 2814, and after all the formalities 
had been concluded, clad in an ill fit- 
ting suit of rough blue clothes, he was 
marched into the big dining hall and 
with negroes, Indians, Chinamen and 
whites of every condition took his first 


meal under the roof that is to shut out 
his liberty for fifteen years, 

No, 2814 henceforth supplants Morse’s 
name. He has been put in the first 
grade of prisoners, which entitles him 
to all the privileges that the best be- 
haved may enjoy. As such he need 
not wear the stripes save when he is

on the outside of the building, the 
warden, William H. Moyer, having dis- 
earded this mark in favor of the blue 
uniform. 

Morse must abide by rules that gov- 
ern the employment of every moment 
of his day. Speech is denied him ex- 
cept at stated times, even at his meals. 

Still to Fight For Freedom. 

He is still full of fight and said toa 

reporter shortly before the prison doors 
* 
closed on him: 

My last words as a free man are to re- 
iterate that I am an innocent man. I am 
the victim largely of circumstances and 
ung@rupulous methods, but the battle is 
not yet over, although I have suffered a 
heavy cefeat. 

I shall protest ag st imprisonment on 
the ground that by commitment fs illegal. 
But this is more or less a formal motion. 
There are other steps to be taken, and on 
these I am raising high hopes. Martin 
Littleton, my counsel, will be here in a 
day or :wo, and then we shall discuss in 
detail the plans to be pursued 

I detest whining, but in justice to my- 
eclf I must say. What every man who is 
conversant with affairs in New York 
must know, that I was the victim 6f a 
clique whe feared me. I incurred their 
enmity, and they set about to encompass 
my destructior How they did it is a 
matter of history. But I have suffered 
reverses before and have survived them. 
I shall, I hope, survive this too. But it is 
hard, hard to make myself think this way 
at my time of Hfe. I am an old man 
now, and fifteen years out of my life—oh, 
I cannot believe that it will have to be! 

One of his companions recalled the 
lines from Oscar Wilde's beautiful 
“Ballad of Reading Gaol” running: 

“His step seemed light and gay, but 
I never saw a man who locked so 
wistfully at the day.” 

Takes Pleasure In Poem. 

Morse mused for a moment. 

“Tl can feel those things now,” he 
said. “They come straight home. 
While I was in the Tombs a friend 
sent me the verses called ‘Invictus,’ by 
W. E. Henley. I wish I had brought 
them with me.” 

He was glad when he learned that 
one of the party recalled them and 
wrote them out for him. The lines 
of the poem “Invictus” are as follows: 
Out of the night that covers me, 

Black as the pit from pole to pole, 

I thank whatever gods there be 

For my unconquerable soul. 


In the fell clutch of circumstance 
I have not winced or cried aloud. 

Under the bludgeonings of fate 
My head is bloody, but unbowed. 


Bt matters not how strait the gate, 

How charged with punishment the scroll, 
I am the master of my fate 

I am the captain of my soul. 


He read the lines and as be put them 
in his pocket remarked that he hoped 
he would be permitted to keep them. 

“Did I feel myself guilty my outlook 
would be black indeed,” he said, “but 
I do not think my life a failure. at 
least not yet. No matter what they 
do to me, they can't kill my spirit. It 
is because of this sentiment that I love 
Benley’s lines. Every man’s voice, 
raised for me or against me, is of 
avail, and so I ask the aid of every 
man who may-belicve that a wrong 


“has been done me. That ts all I want 


to say. Goodby.” 
That was his valedictory. 


Allowe@ Two Visitors a Month. 

Morse is permitted two visitors each 
month, bealdes special calls of urgent 
nature, s» long as he is in the first 
grade. He may receive letters and 
books and may write one letter every 
two weeks, but al! of his communica- 
tions are subject to the warden’s scru- 
tiny. 

He can purchase yut of the money 
he left with the warden, something 
like $200, a black tle and tooth paste 
tnd hairbrush and a looking glass, 
but he is not permitted to buy any 
additions to the menus. 
daily bill of fare: 

Breakfast—Potatoes, bread, butter and 
coffee. 

Dinner — Roast 
bread and water. 

Supper—Pie, bread, butter and tea. 

A sample of the daily routine for 
convict No. 2814 is: 6:30 a. m., rising 
gong; 7:15, a. m., roll call; 7:20; a. m.. 
sick report; 7:30 a. m., breakfast; 8 a. 
m., work; 11:45 a. m., recall; 12:15 p. 
m., dinner; 12:45 p. m., work; 4:15 p. 
mn., Tecall; 4:35 p. m., supper; 6 p. m., 
musical hour; 7 to 9, quiet and reading, 
smoking permitted; 9 p. m., lights out, 
sleep.

Secretary Wilson Discusses Cause of | 


Increased Cost of Living. 

Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture at Wasb‘ngten says that 
what the United States needs are more 
farmers. Discussing the increased cost 
of living today, Mr. Wilson said that 
he was organizing his forces to make 
a thorough inquiry into the reasons un- 
derlying the difference between whole- 
sale and retail prices of food products 

“Too many people are engaged in the 
business of distribution,” Mr. Wilson 
said. “What we need is more farm- 
ing. Too many people are rushing to 
the town and city and trying to make 
a living there, and not enough are 
staying in the country. Too many peo- 
ple are trying to get along without 
work, 2nd not enough of them are in 
the business of producing something. 

“One man could do the business of 
distribution where twenty are now en- 
gaged in it. That is the reason why 
the cost of living is high and people 
are complaining. People must learn 
that they cannot get along without 
work, and the best place for them is 
on the farm, where they can raise 
something.” 


THE CART BEFORE THE HORSE 


New Southern Pacific Locomotives a 
Novelty In Motive Power. 

The new locomotives of the Mallet 
articulated compound type for the 
Southern Vacifie railroad are so long 
that {f used in the ordinary way the 
engineer would have difficulty getting 
a good view of the track in front of 
him. So to obviate the difficulty the 
builders have placed the cart before 
the horse, as it were, and are building 
the locomotives to run backward with 
the tender attached to the pilét. The 
fifteen locomotives thus constri#&ted 
are ofl burners, as this arrangement 
would net be possible with coal burn- 
ing engines of that type. 

A bumper supporting a stub pilot 
and pilot coupler is secured to the 
main frame brace just under the cab 
The cab, which is entirely inclosed, Is 
fitted with sliding windows and is en- 


‘tered through side doors reached by 


suitable ladders. The cab fixtures are 
located within easy reach of the en- 
gineman, who occupies the right side 
of the cab, looking ahead.

Voting In Spain. 

Voting in Spain is held to be a duty 
to the community, not merely a priv- 
flege of the individual, and neglect of 
civic obligations carries its own pen- 
alty. Male adults of legal age and un 
der seventy, with the exception o/ 
priests, notaries and judges, are re 
quired to vote in municipal elections 


and suspense. As 50,000 men and 
women beheld the machine climbing 
higher and higher, bearing a man 
whose body looked no larger than an 
insect, they gazed in silence.

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CHINA’S DEMAND 
FOR RAILROADS 


Wu Tells of Early Prejudice Now 
Changed to Enthusiasm, 


NETWORK OF LINES PREDICTED 


Former Chinese Minister and Li Hung 
Chang Dared Not Even Suggest Rail- 
ways Once—Remarkable Revolution 
in Sentiment in Twenty Years. 


Wu Ting Fang, the former Chinese 
minister, who was interviewed at New 
York a few days before he sailed for 
China, spoke on the question of rail- 
road building in China and imparted 
some startling facts. 

“CLina for the Chinese” is, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wu, the motto of the Chi- 
nese so far as railroads in their coun- 
try are corcerned, and the fault, he 
says, lies with Americans. To make 
this clear he gave a brief history of 
Chinese railroads. 


Li Hung Chang's Strategy. 

“Twenty years ago,” he said, “Id 
Hung Chang, whose legal adviser and 
secretary I was, was the only Chinese 
statesman who favored the building of 
railroads in China: He knew that it 
Was useless to try to persuade the Chi- 
nese by argument of the advisability 
of having railroads, but he felt that if 
they could omce see a railroad in oper- 
ation they would want them all over 
the empire, where traveling is so diffi- 
cult that many persons live and die 
without stirring from their native vil- 
lages. Li Hung Chang dared not ask 
the imperial sanction for building the 
first railroad. 

“He got around the difficulty by hav- 
ing me construct a road from a mine 


,to the bank of a river that passed 


through no towns or villages even, so 
that no sanction was necessary. This 
road was ten miles long. People flock- 
ed to see it and were so favorably im- 
pressed that when Li Hung Chang 
asked the emperor's permission to ex- 
tend the road to the city of Tientsin it 
was granted. All opposition to the rail- 
road among the Chinese died out. 


Network of Roads Soon. 

“The Chinese now are so strongly in 
favor of railroads that in a few years 
the whole country will be covered by 
a network of them, but they want to 
do it themselves, As they have nei- 
ther the money nor the experience the 
work is progressing much more slow- 
ly than it should. But they persist in 
the ‘China for the Chinese’ policy. 

“Now, I am as loyal and patriotic as 
any Chinaman, but I recognize the dif- 
ference between a foreign capitalist 
like the Jate Calvin Brice and an ex- 
ploiter, and I hope to make my coun- 
trymen see the difference, too, but it 
will take a lot of diplomacy. 

“There is a great future for China- 
men with a knowledge of railroading. 
I continually advise young men who 
come from China to study in the Unit- 
ed States to take it up, and more and 
more of them are taking my advice.”

$460,000,000 worth of cotton went ty 
foreign looms.

CARAVAN BREADMAKING. 


Afghans Use Cobblestones, While Tur- 
comans Like Sand. 

The bread of the Afghan caravan 
was cooked by heating small round 
cobblestones in the fire and then pok- 
ing them out and Wrapping dough an 
Inch thick about them. ‘The balls thus 
formed were again thrown into the 
fire, to be poked out again when cook- 
ed. The bread tasted well there in the 
desert, although in civilized communi- 
ties the grit and ashes would have 
seemed unendurable. 

After good fellowship bad been es 
tablished the Afghans actually sold us 
sqme flour, says a writer in the Na- 
tional Geographical Magazine. The 
camp where we used it a little later 
happened to be beside the sandy bed 
of a trickling salt stream, which was 
drinkable in winter, but absolutely un 
usable in summer, when evaporation 
is ut its ‘height and the salt is concen- 
trated. 


“See,” said one of our Turcomans 
as we disnwunted; “here is some sand 
Tonight we can have some good 


bread.” 

When some dry twigs had been gatb- 
ered he proceeded to smooth off a bit 
of the cleanest sand and built upon it 
a hot fire. When the sand was thor- 
oughly hot he raked off most of the 
coals and smoothed the sand very neat- 
ly. Meanwhile one of the other men 
had made two large sheets of dough 
about three-quarters of an inch thick 


, and eighteen inches In diameter. Be 


tween these he placed a layer of lumps 
of sheep's tail fat, making a huge 
round sandwich. This was now spread 
on the hot sand, coals mixed with sand 
were placed completely over it, and it 
wus left to bake’ Now and then an 
edge wus uncovered, and a Turcoman 
smelled it appreciatively and rapped 
on it to see if it was yet cooked. 
When the top was thoroughly baked 
the bread was turned over and covered 
up again. It tasted even better than 
the Afghan bread after it was cooled 
a little and the sand and ashes bad 
been whisked off with a girdle. The 
Turcomans are so accustomed to life 
in the sandy desert that they think it 
impossible to make the best kind of 
bread without sand, while the Af- 
ghans, who live in the stony moun- 
tains, think that cobblestones are a 
requisite. 


THE ZANZIBARIS. 


Dense Stupidity and Amusing Blunders 
of the Natives. 

In the “Autobiography of Sir Henry 
M. Stanley” the author says of the 
colored natives of central Africa: 

“Good as the majority of Zauzibaris 
were, some of them were indescriba- 
bly and for me most unfortunately 
dettse. One min who from his personal 
appearance might bave been judged 
to be among the most intelligent was 
after thirty months’ experience with 
his musket unable to understand how 
it was to be loaded. He never could 
remember whether he ought to drop 
the powder or the bullet into the mus- 
ket first. Another time he was sent 
With a nan to transport a company of 
men over a rivertocamp. After walt- 
ing an hour I strode to the bank of 
the river and found thenf paddling in 
opposite directions, each blaming the 
other for his stupidity and, being in a 
passion of excitement, unable to hear 
the advice of men across the river, 
who were bawling out to them how to 
manage their canoe. 

“Another man was so ludicrously 
stupid that be generally wus saved 
from punishment because bis mistakes 
were so absurd. We were one day 
floating down the Kongo, and, it being 
near camping time, 1 bade him, as he 
happened to be bowman on the ocea- 
sion, to stand by and seize the grass 
on the bank to arrest the boat when I 
should call out. In a little while we 
came to a fit place, and | cried, ‘Hold 
bard, Kirango!’ ‘Please God. master,’ 
be replied and forthwith sprang on 
the shore and seized the grass with 
both hands, while we, of course, were 
rapidly swept down river, leaving him 
alone and solitary on the bank. The 
boat’s crew roared at the ridiculous 
sight, but nevertheless his stupidity 
cost the tired men a hard pull to as- 
cend again, for not every place was 
available for a camp. 

“He it was also who on an occasion 
when we required the branch of a spe- 
cies of arbutus which overhung the 
river to be cut away to allow the ca. 
noes to be brought nearer to the bank 
for safety actually went astride of the 
branch and chopped away until he fell 
into the water with the branch and 
lost our ax. He had seated himself on 
the outer end of the branch.”

BIG AVIATION MEET. 


Eighty Thousand Dollars In Prizes Of- 
fered to Contestants at Los Angeles. 

According to the announcement of 
the promoters of the midwinter avia- 
tion meet to be beld on the old Santa 


Anita race track, near Los Angeles, 
Cal. Jan. 10 to 20, it will be the first 


international aviation meet ever held 
in the United States. Some of the men 
behind the meet are among the most 


prominent on the Pacific slope. Among 
them are Henry Huntington, son of 
the late Collis P. Huntington, the rail- 


road magnate, who bas given $50,000 


to the prize fund; Franklin K. Lane, 
of the interstate commerce coniuis- 
sion, and Dick Ferris, who is well 


known on Broadway, New York, and 
in aeronautical circles is familiar as 
the owner of the two spherical bal 
loons, United States and America, 

The purk for the meeting of spher- 
ical balloons, many of which are ex 
pected, is near the center of the city 
for the convenience of obtaining cheap 
gas. 

For the aeroplane contests the Lucky 
Baldwin ranch, an old race track at 
Santa Anita, within reach ot the city 
by the street trolley service, has been 
selected. ‘The spot is an ideal one. It 
is in the center of a great plain, thou 
sands of acres in extent, is surrounded 
with orange and lemon groves, which 
in January are at their richest hues, 
with the intermingled colors of the 
fruit and foliage, and for background 
it has the sharp and bezutiful contrast 
of the snow capped mountains, ten 
miles away.

Agronomists to Scarch Palestina For 
Drought Resisting Species. 

To investigate the agriculture of an- 
cient Palestine with a view to finding 
plants that will resist drought in the 
United States an American company 
capitalized at $70,000 is being formed 
in Washington by Dr. Aaron Aaron- 
sohn, a Turkish agronomist. 

Dr. Aaronsohn. who has enlisted the 
co-operation of department of agricu!- 
ture officers at Washington, recently 
announced the discovery of a_ wild 
wheat on the slopes of Mount Hebron. 
This he declares to be the prototype 
of the modern wheat and a hardy, 
drought resisting plant possible of de- 
velopment in the arid and semiarid re- 
gions of the world. 

Turkey will share with the United 
States in carrying on the agricultural 
exploration through a Jewish experi- 
ment station at Haifa. Plant industry 
and meteorologics! data will be ex- 
changed between Washington and Hal- 
fa.

The broker is supposed to learn 


somethfig of his new client's means 
and how far he should be allowed to 
commit himself. Twice a month the 
English have what they call their set- 
tlement days. A customer long of a 
stock whose commitinent has gone 
somewhat against him is then required 
to pay the differences, they are 
called, between his purchase price and 
the current quotation. 

He must also pay a charge called a 
econtango for holding the settlement 
ever into the next fortnightly period 
if he does not wish to close the com 
mitment. As a consequence of this 
way of doing business a speculator 
may be trading on a few points mar- 
gin in reality or, in fact, on no margin 
at all. He may be utterly penniless 
without the broker knowing it. 


us 


That this method works out with 
fewer losses in England than it would 
do here is due to the fuct that the 


social and economic strata to which an 
Englishman belongs are much easier 
to determine than the corresponding 
facts among us, and also that an intro 
duction means more there than here, 
as the introducer is regarded as to a 
certain extent responsible morally for 
the business deportment of his friend. 

It is worth while observing (and this 
is the exception referred to above) 
that in certain instances the methods 
pursued in American stock exchange 
houses are the same us those obtaining 
in London. Little as the fact is kuown, 
it is notan unfrequent custom for very 
wealthy speculators to have no fixed 
margin or even no margin at all with 
their brokers, 

If a man of this sort loses on a com- 
mitment he sends his broker a check 
for the loss. If he wins his brokers 
remit to him for his gains. The bro- 
ker dislikes to offend a very powerful 
client by troubling him for funds, and 
hence takes With his account 
which he would not dream of taking 
with the account of smaller men. In- 
stances of this sort sometimes become 
public in cases where the broker is 
forced into bankruptcy, whether owing 
to this cause or not.

INDIA’S PRECIOUS STONES. 
Ruby and Jadeite the Most Valuable 
Stones Produced. 
Diamonds, rubies, sapphires, spinels, 
tourmalines, garnets, rock crystals 
aud various sorts of amber and jadeite 
are the precious stones found on In- 
dia’s coral strand, says the Chicago 
Tribune. The ruby and jadeite are 
the only stones of considerable value 
produced. Large quantities of tur- 
quoise come from Sikkim and Tibet, 
that from the latter country being 
harder, darker blue and therefore more 
valuable. The importation of precious 
stones into India amounts annually to 

about $4,900,000. 

The diamond industry is limited and 
is carried on in southern India, the 
northern part of the Indian peninsula 
and in the central provinces. Ruby 
mining is carried on in upper Burma 
and, next to petroleum, is the most 
profitable of the mineral resources of 
the state, the value of the product be- 
ing about $500.000 annually. One ruby 


of seventy-seven carats was taken 
out a few years ago and valued at 
$135.330. Sapphires used to be mined 


in Kushmir, but the mines are now 
said to be exhausted. ‘The vellow, 
white, Blue and varieties of 
sapphire are found in the ruby bear- 
ing gravels in Burma, The spinel is 
found in considerable quantities in 
Burma. 

Tourmaline stones of blue, green 
and black coloring are found in upper 
3urma. Garnets are mined in Jaipur. 
Rock crystal, cut for cheap jewelry, 
known as valeam diamonds, is found 
in Madras. Auother quartz crystal. 
found in Kalabagh, is cheaper and 
used for necklaces. Chalcedonic silica 
is called happik and embraces many 
forms of agute mined in the Deccan. 
Agates and carneliuns are cut and pre- 
pared for market in Bombay. ‘They 
come mostly from Rajpipea. Large 
quantities are shipped to Europe and 
China. Jadeite of beautiful green 
veins is found in upper Burma, and 
an inferior jade is found in other 
parts of India. The sells for 
$50 to $100 a hundredweight.

Results of Tests of the Relative Values 
of Alcohol and Gasoline. 

A gallon of denatured alcohol can 
be mude to do the same amount of 
work in an engine as a gallon of gas- 
oline. Moreover, the alcohol does vot 
produce smoke and is less liable to 
yield obnoxious odors, but the lower 
price of gasoline makes it the cheaper 
fuel. These conclusions, based on the 
results of 2.000 comparative tests of 
the two substances engine fuels, 
are given in bulletin 392 of the United 
States: geologicat survey. R. M, Strong, 
the author of the bulletin, briefly de- 
scribes the testS-<cbut discusses the 
more important results at some length 
The tests formed part of the investiga- 
tion of fuels now being carried on by 
the survey. To determine the relative 
efficiency and economy of gasoline it 
Was compared with denatured 
hol. In this comparison not only the 
heating values of the two fuels, but 
their adaptability to engine use and 
the effects of variations in fuel quali- 
ty and in the principal operating con- 
ditions, such as load, fuel supply and 
time of ignition, were carefully stud- 
ied. Tests were made with gusoline 
und alcohol in the sume engine and re- 
peated in other engines of approxi- 
mately the same size (ten and fifteen 
horsepower) and the piston 
speed, with different degrees of com- 
parison, different methods of yovern- 
ing and different combustion.

The Oxygen Blowpipe. 

A recent pecullar bit of engineering 
work at Netherton, Enginud. was 
made possible by a new scientitic ap- 
pliance, At the Pearson furnaces the 
piston rod of-a large vertical blowing 
engine was so bént in an accident that 
its removal from the cylinder seemed 
impossible. ‘The director of an oxy- 
gen supply company was called, and 
by means of the oxylydrogen cutting 
blowpipe the piston rod, seven inches 
in diameter, was cut off close to the 
gland of the cylinder, the operation oc- 
cupying only thirty-five minutes. The 
tusk Was a very difficult one, as the 
cut had to be made at considerable 
height overhead, with the burning 
metal dropping down and repeatedly 
setting fire to the wooden stage nec- 
essary. 


How to Temper Springs. 

Heat the spring to a hardening col- 
or, taking care not to burn the metal. 
und quench in oil. As soon as the 
metal has cooled so it does not “siz- 
zle” put the spring back into the fire 
and keep it there just long enough for 
the of! to burn off. Then quench in 


water, 

This method is applicable to all 
springs and especially small flat 
springs. This is 2 simple method and 


one to be depended upon and can be 
done anywhere with a stove fire anda 
little oil.—Popular Mechanics.

Heat From Rain. 

Messrs. Muntz and Gaudechon have 
recently experimented in France on 
the heat imparted to the soil by rain. 
which they think may play a part 
hitherto unrecognized in the phenom- 
ena of vegetation. When the soil has 
reached a certain degree of dryness 
the application of moisture produces a 
rise in temperature, which is greater 
in proportion to the fineness of the ma- 
terials. Coarse, sandy soil is not heat- 
ed by contact with’ moisture, while 
soil composed mostly of humus is spe- 
cially subject to such influence.

SPENCER TRASK, THE BANKER 


Pretty Story About the Naming of 
Late Financier’s Country Home. 
Spencer Trask, recently killed in a 
railroad collision near Croton, N. Y., 
was the head of the wealthy banking 
house of Spencer ‘Trask & Co., in New 
York, which for many years acted as 
the financial agent of the late Queen 
Victoria in America. He was an ex- 
ponent of conservative financial meth- 
eds and was born in Brooklyn on Sept. 
18, 1844. When he and William E. 
Francis parted company in 1880 he 
founded the present tirm of Spencer 
Trask & Co. with George Foster Pea- 
body, now head of the Carnegie foun- 

dation. 

Mr. Trask married in 1874 Miss Kate 
Nichols, who has won fame by her 
poems and novelettes. ‘Their summer 
home at Saratoga, Yaddo, is one of 
the show places of the Empire State. 
Ile had been in poor health since the 


_death of his two daughters six years , 


ago and last summer lost an eye in an 
automobile accident. 

| Mr. Trask was graduated at Prince- 
ton in 1866 and was a member of the 
Metropolitan, Union League, City, Cal- 
umet, Automobile of America, ‘luxedo, 


Lawyers’ and National Arts club. He 
had been director in many railroads 
and was originally connected with 


Thomas Edison in the development of 
electric lighting. He was president of 
the Edison Light and Power system 
for many years. 

Mr. Trask's tastes and habits were 
domestic. Yaddo located vear 
Saratoga on the avenue leading from 
Saratoga lake. In this handsome coun- 
try seat he took great pride and spent 
a considerable portion of his time there 
in the enjoyment of bis rural comforts 
and in the entertainment of his friends. 
The estate embraces about 500 acres, 
and the grounds are given especial dis- 
tinction by their inclosure of a chain 
of small lakes. 

In and out among these and through 
the surrounding woods are beautiful 
drives which Mr. Trask threw open 
to the public and helped to make Sur- 
atoga a delightful and fashionable 
summer resort. 

A pretty story surrounds the naming 
ef Yaddo. A little child visiting the 
estate before a name had been selected 
for it paused in front of a pool of wa- 
ter and gazed at its retlection there. 
Then the little ove stretched out its 
hands toward the pool and exclaimed, 
“Yaddo, Yaddo!” It was the child’s 
way of saying “shadow.” Mr. Trask 
was so pleased with this that he named 
the estate Yaddo. 

The original mansion on the estate 
was destroyed by fire in 1891, and its 
destruction entailed the loss of many 
valuable personal effects which could 
not be replaced. On the site of the 
destroyed building he erected a more 
modern and far more handsome edi- 
fice, which is today one of the finest 
country residences in the state of New 
York. 


NO PRICE ON GORDON’S HEAD 


War Department Denies Senator's Con- 
nection With Lincoln Conspiracy. 
Specific denial is made at the war 
department in Washington after a 
careful examination of the records of 
the story published to the effect that 
in connection with the alleged partici- 
pation in the conspiracy to kill Presi- 
cent Lincoln a reward of $10,000 had 
ever been offered for the capture of 
Colonel James Gordon, recently 
pointed by the governor of Mississippi 
to succeed the late Senator McLaurin. 
When the matter was brought to the 
attention of the officials of the war 
department a search of the records 
was instituted. The records contain 
all notices of rewards offered in con- 
nection with the assassination of Lin- 
coln.

BURGLARS KILL A NURSE 


No Clue to Daring Murderers Who 
Ransacked a Mansion 
Milibrook, N. ¥., Jan. 14.—Sarah 
Preymer, aged 26, a nurse in the em- 
ploy of Barnes and Mrs. Compton, 
was strangled to death by burglars in 
her bed in the Compton mansion in 
this place. The house was robbed of 
a quantity of silverware. The burg- 
lary and murder took place while 
Compton and his wife were in New 
York city and the house was in the 

care of servants. 

Miss Breymer and a small daughter 
of the Comptons occupied a sleeping 
piazza on the upper floor. Other ser- 
vants in another’ part of the house 
were awakened by the burglars, but 
were unable to oppose them as they 
ransacked the house.

CONFESSION 


Chioroformed Mrs. Gunness, 


Notorious Female Bluebeard 


KILLED FOUR OTHERS ALSO 


House of Death Farm Accidentally 
Burned and Bodies Cremated After 
He Had Committed Robbery—Ac- 
complice of Slayer of Many Per- 
sons Unburdened Himself to Clergy- 
man and Revealed Mystery 


St. Louis, Jan. 14.—Ray Lam- 
phere, who died in the Indiana peni- 
tentiary at Michigan City, while serv- 
ing a term for setting fire to the home 
of Mrs. Belle Gunness, near LaPorte, 
Ind., left a confession that he had 
assisted the arch-murderess in dis- 
posing of the bodies of three men. 

When he believed death was near, 
he confessed, and the confession is 
published under copyright by The 
Post Dispatch. Lamphere said he 
saw one of the men killed and that he 
aided in burying all three. These men 
were Andrew Helglein and probably 
Ole Budsberg and Toness P. Lien. 

Lamphere said he thought he had 
not received as much money for his 
part in disposing of the bodies as he 
considered himself entitled to and that 
he went to the farm house at night 
with a woman, chloroformed Mrs. 
Gunness, her three children and Jen- 
nie Olsen and robbed the house of be- 
tween $60 and $80. The light they 
used was a candle and they left the 
house without knowing that they had 
left behind a spark that soon burst 
into flames. 

Mrs. Gunness’ method of killing her 
victims, Lamphere said, was first to 
chloroform them as they slept, and 
then if the drug did not itself kill, to 
sever the heads with an axe. 

Lamphere confessed to Rev. Dr. E. 
A. Scheil, former pastor of the La- 
Porte Methodist church, now presi- 
dent of the Iowa Wesleyan university 
at Mount Pleasant, Ia., but Schell 
held it inviolate as a secret of the 
confessional. The Post Dispatch says 
Schell would verify, if he would con- 
sent to: break the silence, the story it 
publishes. The paper says the con- 
fession it prints was made to a mnan 
of unassailable character. 

It was in 1907, according to the con- 
fession, while Lamphere lived in the 
Gunness home, that he assisted Mrs. 
Gunness in disposing of the bodies of 
the three men. Each time a man was 
to be murdered, according to Lam- 
phere, Mrs. Gunness sent him to 
purchase chloroform. Lien, one of 
the victims, was thought by Lamphere 
to be the third husband of Mrs. Gun- 
ness. At the time of the Lamphere 
trial if was though Jennie Olsen, whom 
Lamphere says he chloroformed, bad 
been killed by Mrs. Gunness. 

The confession details how Mrs. 
Gunness informed Lamphere of the 
coming of her victims. The first man 
killed was from Minnesota. He never 
woke from his sleep in the Gunness 
home. In the darkness, Lamphere 
was ordered by Mrs. Gunness to dump 
a gunnysack and its contents in a hole 
that had been made by another farm- 


hand for rubbish. Mrs. Gunness never | 


told him what became of the man, 
but Lamphere received money from 
Mrs. Gunness. Within a month an- 
other man arrived. He wanted to 
know his rights before paying off the 


mortgage on the Gunness farm, and 


Mrs. Gunness took him to St. Joseph, 
Mich., Lamphere thought, where they 
were married. A few night after they 
mame back there was another burying. 
Lamphere received money once more 
from Mrs. Gunness, and he said he 
Was the trusted ally of Mrs. Gunness.

A BLOW IN JAMAICA 


Things That Happen When a Big 
Storm Breaks Loose There. 


A WEST INDIAN HURRICANE. 


It Will Leap Out of a Clear Sky and 
Level Almost Everything In Its 
Path—Then Comes a _ Torrential 
Downpour That Ends In a Flood. 


“Have you ever been through a West 
Indian hurricane?’ said a man who 
has lived in the tropics on and off for 
a number of years. “Do you want to 
know what the experience is like? 

“A hurricane will leap out of a clear 
sky, swoop down on a city, blow ev- 
erything in its path flat and pass on. 
Then follows the tail of the hurricane, 
a steady breeze blowing in the same 
direction, but at a much lower veloci- 
ty. This is likely to continue for 
many hours, sometimes for many days, 
und is always accompanied by a tor- 
reutial downpour of rain, 

“I was in Kingston, Jamaica, at the 
time of the hurricane of 1903. At 3 
o'clock in the afternoon I was in my 
office on the top floor of a rickety 
wooden building. As suddenly as a 
clap of thunder the room went dark. 

“I.had a pretty good idea of what 
was about to happen and, going to the 
window, looked out across the roofs. 
A black cloud had whirled up out of 
the southwest, obscuring the sun, but 
the mountains buck of the city were 
sull golden with light. p 

“In less than a quarter of an hour 
the wind reached us. The first struc- 


ture that went was a wooden watch- 
tower about 200 feet high that had 


been used in the old days to locate 
ships approaching the harbor. It had 
weathered all previous hurricanes, but 
this time it went down like a house of 
ecards. Spars of lumber from that 
tower were carried as far as twenty 
blocks before they came to the ground. 

“Then the spire of the church went, 
the roofs of a good many residences 
were torn off, and some fine palin trees 
in the public gardeus snapped off about 
halfway from the ground. Buildings in 
Kingston, however, are calculated to 
stand a pretty severe blow. They are 
built only a fey stories high, and the 
roofs present a broad and compara- 
tively flat surface to the wind. Consid- 
ering the velocity at which that burri- 
cane was traveling, the damage was 
not great. Even my crazy oftice build- 
ing withstood it. But the tail of the 
thing followed, with a Weavier rain 
than I bave ever seen before or since. 
To say that it came down in bucket- 
fuls would be mild. It was as if the 
clerk of the weuther had taken the 
plug out of some huge vat suspended 
above our beads and allowed the wa- 
ter to plump straight dojvn on us. 

“In three hours the macadam on the 
streets had been washed into the har- 
bor. The street outside my window 
was a rushing river as much as four 
feet deep in places. 1 saw a cart try 
to cross it, but with the water above 
the axle of the wheel and tlre horse's 
legs being washed away from under it 
it was an impossible task, and the 
driver turned back. Big casks and 
packing cases were dancing on the sur- 
fac® like corks. 

“As you can imagine, I did not get 
home to supper that evening. It was & 
o'clock before the rain stopped and the 
water in the streets had drained into 
the harbor. Even then trattic had not 
begun to reorganize itself. 

“The trolley car tracks had been 
washed out, and no cars were run- 
ning. Cabs, however, were doing ‘a 
roaring business, and eventually 1 got 
a cabman to drive me home for three 
times his customary charge. 

“The damage to property in King 
ston mounted up to hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars, but the real destruc 
tion was wrought in the country dis- 
tricts. Floods swiped out many a negro 
village and sent the flimsy houses 
floating down the rivers. The railroads 
were tied up for nearly a week. Every 
banana tree in the path of the burri- 
cane was uprooted. Oh, yes, a West 
Indian hurricane can do a lot of dam- 
age when it gets busy. 

“Loss of life, did you say? Of course 
there was. Nearly 200 people were 
killed throughout the island on that oc- 
casion, but we grow accustomed to 
that in the West Indies. We expect a 
hurricane every once in awhile, and 
we know that it will take its toll of 
buman life when it comes. If you had 
been telling the story you would prob- 
ably have mentioned that first of all, 
but sudden death is so common below 
the tropic of Cancer that we get cal- 
lous, 1 suppose.’”—New York Sun.

Potatoes are an accommedating sort 
of vegetable.

UNDER THE OCEAN. 


Things That Happen at the Bottom 
of the Sea. 

Naturalists dispute as to the quantity 
of light at the bottom of the sea. Ani- 
mals from below 700 fathoms either 
have no eyes or faint indications of 


them, or else their eyes are very large 


and protruding. 

Another strange thing is that if the 
creatures in the lower depths have any 
color it orange or red or reddish 
orange. Sea anemones, corals, shrimps 
and crabs have this brilliaut color 
Sometimes it is pure red or scarlet, 
and ip many specimens it inclines to 
ward purple. Not a green or blue fish 
is found. 

The orange red is the fish's protec- 
tion, for the bluish green light in the 
bottom of the ocean makes the orange 
or the red fish appear of a neutrat tint 
and hides it from its enemies. 
animals are black, others neutral in 
color. Some fish are provided with 
boring tails, so that they can burrow 
in the mud. 

The surface of the submarine moun- 
tain is covered with shells, like an or- 
dinary seabeach, showing that ff is the 
feasting place of vast shoals of car- 
nivorous animals. 

A codtish takes a whole oyster into 
its mouth, cracks the shell, digests the 
meat and ejects the shell. Crabs crack 
the shells and suck out the meat. Tbis 
aceounts for whole mounds of shells 
that are often found.

Not a fishbone is ever found that 
is pot honeyscombed by the boring 
shellfish and falls to pieces at the 


touch of the band. This shows what 
destruction is constantly going on in 
these depths. 

If a ship, sinks at sea with all on 
board it will be eaten by fish, with the 
exception of the metal, and that will 
corrode aud disanpear. Not a bone of 
a human body will remain after a few 
days.—Philadelphia North American.

Prof. Chisholm Speaks at 


Wollaston Church 


In an address upon “tne work and 
results of Tuskegee” at the Wollastou 
Unitarian church on Sunday morning 
Prof. Frank P. Chisholm gave a most 
vivid description of the conditions of 
the Negro in the South. As a gradu- 
ate and teacher at Tuskegee, the lead- 
ing exponent of Negro education in the 
South, Mr. Chisholm was well equip- 
ped to deal with the problems of his 
race. Telling how this school started 
in 1881 in a shanty with an attendance 


cf 30 children with Booker T. Wash- 
ington as the only teacher, he des- 
cribed the growth until the present 


day when it comprises 2300 acres, 96 
buildings, 58 industries, 1600 students 
and 166 earnest, practical Christian 
Negro teachers. 

“From what was formerly a South- 
ern wilderness,” said Mr. Chisholm, 
“has sprung up a well organized in- 
dustrial school which in an inspiring 
example of Negro ‘achievements. It

The 
car for many years was used between 
Hanover and Hanover Junction, where 
{t was affectionately designated as 
“Old 74," that being its number. Re- 
cently it was found to be getting out 
of repair and was assigned to a repair 
gang. By a singular coincidence that 
particular gang was assigned to the 
Gettysburg division of the road, and 
the car was found at Seven Stars by 
persons who knew its history. There 
is talk of trying to have the car sent 
to Gettysburg and convert it into a his- 
torical museum.

"MANY SKIPPED TEST 


Naval Officers Will Be Sorry That 
They Did-Not Fulfill Requirements 
Washington, Jan. 17.—Trouble is 

looming up before the hundred naval 
Officers, more or less, who failed to 
take the physical tests during the last 
calendar year.and who were not ex- 
cused. The report has reached some 
of them that Secretary Meyer is go- 
ing to make the test ctimulative. 

Hence, instead of being required to 
walk fifty miles in three days, they 
will be required to walk 100 miles in 
six days when they fail to comply with 
the regulations for one reason or an- 
other. 

The question of some action in re- 
gard to the physical tests, in view of 
the large number of officers who failed 
to take them, is being considered by 
the navy department, but no action 
has been decided upon. 


RAIDS ON STOCKYARDS 


Animals Continue to Disappear From 
Brighton Slaughter House 

Boston, Jan. 17.—Continued loss 
of cattle from the yards of the 
Brighton slaughter house has baffled 
the police and caused a general feel- 
ing of unrest among the cattle deal- 
ers in this section. Night raids on 
these yards are evident from the find- 
ing of wheel tracks and footprints in 
the morning alongside the marks of 
hoofs of cattle believed to have been 
stolen. 

The theory of the police is that a 
band of thieves has corralled a num- 
ber of the stolen cattle in the woods. 
The persistency of these losses has 
caused the police to institute drastic 
methods for the safeguarding of the 
property of the cattle men. 


TIME FOR GHARITY 
TO BE ABOLISHED 


Doctor Says Those Who Re- 
ceive It Give Up Hone 


Boston, Jan. 17.—Dr. W. T. 
Porter created a sensation among his 
audience Sunday at the Harvard medi- 


cal school, when, lecturing on the 
growth of schoolchildren and its re- 


lation to disease, he declared charity 


to be an ojd-fashioned idea which 
should be abolished; that old people 
who are physically unfit should be 


given relief, but allowed to die; that 
it was a question whether it was an 
economical thing for a community to 
save sick babies and that’ the money 
of humanitarians should be given to 
safeguard educated children, which 
be termed the most hopeful class in 
-+he community. 

Dr. Porter said that charity means 
that those who receive it give up 
hope. It is uneconomical and an offi- 
cial stigma. Back to the country is 
a senseless idea; people need the 
stimulus of the town. 

The mistake of charity, Porter said, 
lies tn its history; it began in the 
churches.

Calais, Me.,. Jan. 17.—Joseph La- 
ecoot, a Passamaquoddy Indian, who 
from time to time has been bringing in 
bears’ noses and paws and collecting 
the $5 bounty, has been sent to the 
Machias jail for ninety days.

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CONSTRUCTION OF 
NEW WORLD MAP 


Uniform Plan and Scale to Be 
Followed In the Work, 


SIXTEEN MILES TO THE INCH, 


Technical Arrangements Made at In- 
ternational Conference In London—All 
Great Nations Represented and Each 
Government Expected to Help—Spe- 
cial Symbols to Be Used. 


a 
An international conference has re- 
cently been sitting in London for the 
purpose of making the technical ar- 
rangemeuts for the construction of a 
new map of the world on the uniform 
plan and scale of one to one million, 
which is equal to sixteen miles to the 
juch. These arrangements have been 
concluded and will be communicated 
officially by the British foreign ottice 
through its diplomatic agencies to all 
of the civilized governments of the 
world, including those which were not 
represented at the conference, with the 
request that they proceed as speedily 
as convenient to prepare maps of their 
own territory conforming to the plan 
and scale adopted by the conference. 
All of the great European nations, 
the United States, Canada, Egypt, In- 
dia and Japan were represented at the 
conference. The delegates from the 
United States were Bailey Willis, geol- 
ogist, aud J. S. Kubel, chief engrav- 
er, of the geological survey. ‘The scien- 
titic questions involved in the proposi- 
tion were all cousidered and reported 
upon by subcomuinittees. They were 
discussed and adopted after moditica- 
tion in some cases, and the plan is now 
complete. It remains ouly to take the 
practical steps necessary to carry it 
into effect, and the British government 
has undertaken to construct a sample 
sheet ou the lines laid down as a speci- 
mev and publish the details agreed 
upon by the conference in several lan- 
guages so that they may be under- 
stood. 


Special Symbols For Rivers and Roads. | 


The international map will be what 
is known as a bypsometric map, and 
the contour lines will be drawn ip 
brown at intervals of 100 meters or in 
detimal multiples or submultiples of 
that measure. The interval of 100 mne- 
ters will be used up to a certain alti- 
tude, beyond which the interval for 
a further altitude wili be 200 meters, 
the interval increasing at certain stages 
up to 7,000 meters and above. The 
spaces between the contours will be 
tinted in green for the lower altitudes 
and then in different shades of brown, 
increasing in darkness up to a certain 
altitude, where the brown merges into 
other tints, altitudes above 7,000 me- 
ters being left white. 

The sea will be shown by a blue 
tint, increasing in darkness according 
to depth. All other water will be in 
blue, special symbols being used to in- 
dicate rivers, the navigability of riv- 
ers, obstructions of various kinds, salt 
and fresh marshes. 

There will be special symbols for 


main and secondary roads, for rail- 
ways, telegraphs, postotlices, bound- 


aries (international and provincial) and 
towns of varying importance. The 
spelling of place uames in independ- 
ent countries will be that in use by 
the countries, while in the case of a 
colony, protectorate or possession it 
will be that of the governing country. 
International Number on Each Sheet. 

A separate sheet will be published 
coutaiving a complete list of all the 
symbols used, while the most impor- 
tact symbols will be shown on the 
nuirgin of each sheet. 

Each sheet will bear an international 
number and also the name of the most 
{mportant place or feature on the 
sheet. so that in whatever country or 


language it may be issued it can at 
once be ordered by its number and 


name. The numbering starts from 1SC 
degrees east or west of Greenwich, 
and the sheets are numbered from 1 
to GO. increasing in an easterly di- 
rection. ‘The zones extending from 
the equator on each side to 88 degrees 
porth or south latitude will be given 
letters from A to V. The polar areas 
will be lettered Z, preceded by the 
word north or south. ‘Thus each sheet 
ean be identified by its number and 
letter. 

Each government is expected to do 
its share of the work, and the more 
important nations will divide up 
among themselves the rest of the la- 
bor. 

Division of Expenses. 

The expense of the map will be paid 
by the respective governments, by geo- 
graphical societies and other official 
and unofficial organizations, and each 
government will adopt its own plan ot 
distributing the results of its work to 
the public. It is not necessary for any 
person to have the entire map unless 
desired. ‘The sheets for each couytry 
wiil be entirely independent, and the 
pr@jection adopted will permit every 
sheet to fit exactly together with each 
of the four sheets adjoining its four 
sides. These conditions are made pos- 
sible by adopting what is known as a 
moditied polyconic projection—that is 
by making it a plane instead of a 
spherical surface. 

All of the sheets of the United States 
pasted together, not Including Alaska 
will make a map of about eighteen feet 
east and west and about twelve feet 
north and south.—William E. Curtis i 
Washington Star.

| Bluefields, Nicaragua, via New Or- 
leans, Jan. 17.—The official declara- 
tion of Captain Reisiger of the Brit- 
ish warship Scylla, stationed in Nic- 
araguan waters, that there shall be 
no fighting at Greytown, is still re- 
garded by the resident Americans as 
an act not as innocent as it appears 
on the surface. Many declare that it 
looks like a covert slap at the United 
States. 

While a similar order with refer- 
ence to Bluefields before the battle 
of Recreo was made by Captain Ship- 
ley of the Des Moines, it is pointed 
out that the situations were not par- 
allel. There were no troops within 
sixty miles of Bluefields and Shipley’s 
mandate occasioned no embarrass- 
ment. 

The government troops are in Grey- 
town, and just how General Matuty is 
to defeat them unless Reisiger com- 
pels them to move outside the town, 
which would put him in the position 
of interposing armed intervention, is 
puzzling the Estrada government. 

Greytown is the sole British legacy 


remaining from the old “Mosquito 
coast.” Although the town has fallen 
into decay such property as is there is 
owned by British subjects, many of 
them negroes from Jamaica. Not- 
withstanding this, the United States 
recognized the blockade which Es- 


trada declared against Greytown.

The Wanderers are more than 100 
per cent better than they were hist 
year and have put what could probably 
be termed an all Canadian team on the 
ice. The St. Nicks will be ip the fight 
right up to the tinish and have shown 
that the club which defeats them will 
be going some. The other two clubs 
the Crescents and the Hockey club, 
will furnish po end of opposition tc 
the three “best bets” and will be stum 
bling blocks not to be overlooked. 

All of these teams have had consid- 
erable practice, and their players ure 
in the best shape for a hurd season. 
Under such conditions and judging 
from the speed and fine play .whick 
have been exhibited in several games 
to date the caliber of ,hockey in the 
league will be of the best 

The fact that many of the sevens 
have been strengthened by the secur- 
ing of the services of Canadian ama- 
teur players of the first rank indi- 
cates that the winners will bave to 
travel at top speed throughout the sea- 
son. The teams which have beep seen 
in action thus far bave al! sbown 
marked improvement over their work 
of last year.

By JOSEPH G. CANNON, 
Speaker of house of representatives. 
The year 1909 has closed with the 

people prosperous. They are earning 
more on the average than they ever 
earned before. I see no reason for a 
change during the new year. 


By JAMES BRYCE, 

British ambassador to United States. 
The twentieth century will be re 
nowned for commerce, for progress in 
the manner of living, for the success- 
ful extraction from this world of all 
the boons it offers to those who are 
willing to go after them.

Better motors, 
greater speed and improvement in de- 
tails are some of the things we expect 
in connection with the aeroplane. It 
‘8 almost certain also that flying will 
be taken up by amateurs to a great 
extent during the next few months. 
Two big events that will arouse world- 
wide interest wdll be held in America 
—bamely, the Gordon Bennett interna- 
tional balloon race and the Gordon 
Bennett flying machine cup event.

The one 
we built for the United States govern- 
ment was faster than our others, but 
it was not designed for speed as much 
as for capacity and long distance fiy- 
ing. But our intentions are to build 

a machine especially designed for rac- 

ing.

Government Dam to Hold Soshone 
River In Check Is Completed 

Cody, Wyo., Jan. 18.—The last 
bucket of cement to complete the big 
government dam to imponnd flood 
waters of the Soshone river, eight 
miles above Cody, was put in place 
Monday, and the event was celebrat- 
ed in true western style. 

The dam the highest structure 
of its kind in the world, 32S feet. It 
is $5 feet long at the bottom and 200 
feet long at the top. 

It is designed to hold back only the 
flood waters of the Soshone to form 
an artificial lake, ten miles square. 
This is expected to furnish water for 
the irrigation of 159,000 acres of 
land.

Wakefield, Mass., Jan. 18.—The 
discovery of three more cases of 
smallpox, one in a boarding house} 
where twenty-five girls employed in a 
knitting mill have been quarantined, 
has confirmed the fears of the health 
authorities that the town’s visitation 
by the disease is to be continued in- 
definitely. 

The situation is being complicated 
by the smallness of the town’s police 
force. The officers have been work- 
ing night and day guarding quaran- 
tined houses, and several have been 
found sleeping while standing up at 
their posts.

The western sisters 
tuurmured, The metropolis would swal 
low up the headquarters, they thought, 
and they would be left out in the cold 
The New York suffragists also had 
their misgivings. Ibe headquarters, 
they prophesied, would swallow New 
York. 

From the point of view of the two 
classes of malcoutents both these pre- 
dictions have vow happened. Com- 
plaints that the national ottice is ab- 
sorbed with local affairs and oblivious 
to constitutional amendmeuts aud oth-| 
er issues pending in the west reach the 
east daily, and tbe local organizations 
on their part complain of encroach- 
ments on their preserves by the na- 
tional office, while the state office is 
declared to be an equal sinner. 

“There are upward of a score of 
counties im New York state that 
haven't even an organization,” a local 
suffragist remarked tartiy, “and yet 
the state officers spend the greater part 
of their time in New ie 

The association of Mrs. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont with these two ee 
makes the situation acute. When the 
two bodies acceded to her proposition 


to make their removal to New York 
financialy possible ber capacity for 
leadership was not reckoned witb. 


Now, as her figure bas loomed larger 
and larger in the public eye. the query 
of Cassius, “Upon what meat doth this 
our Ceesar feed that he is grown so 
great?” has beeu repeated witb suit- 
able modifications. One of the specitic 
complaints anent the relations of the 
suffrage organizations with this partic- 
ular patrou is that her financial contri- 
butions are always made for a specitic 
purpose instead of being paid into the 
treasury to be expended as the execu- 
tive sees fit.

LAW OF GRAVITY VIOLATED. 


Conditions Under Which Water Ac- 
tually Flows Upward. 

“Water seeks its level” is an ex- 
pression heard so frequently as to be 
almost trite, and yet the law has its 
exceptions, There are conditions un- 
der which water actually flows up- 
ward and rises above its source. If a 
giiss tube be dipped into water the 
column inside will be above the level 
of the surrounding surface. Moreover, 
if a tube of half the diameter be sub- 
stituted the column doubles its height. 
The water creeps along the inside of 
the tube, owing to the adhesion, and 
forms a cup shaped depression at the 
top. 

An explanation is not difficult. It 
can be proved mathematically that if 
the diameter of a circle be diminished 
one-half the circumference is also re- 
duced to that extent. while the area is 
one-fourth of its former value. The 
circumference of the column of water 
being reduced one-half, its contact 
with the glass, and hence the adhesive 
force, is also diminished to that extent, 
While the cross section, and hence the 
weight. is decreased to a fourth of 
what it was before, Therefore the sec- 
ond column can be twice the height of 
the first without exceeding the lifting 
power, 

temarkable as the underlying prin- 
ciples of this phenomenon undoubtedly 
are, nature made use of them long be- 
fore man made their discovery. Every 
tree and flower adds its testimony. 
The core of a tree or plant, instead of 
being a single open channel, consists 
of a spongelike substance containing 
many miniature tunnels. through 
which the sap and moisture collected 
by the roots flow upward in small riv- 
ulets, rising higher and higher in 
sheer definnce of the great law of 
gravity.—St. Louis Republic. 


Horsepower of the Waves. 

Riccardo Salvadori. an Italian en- 
gineer, has been trying by experiment 
to determine the power of the waves 
of the sea, not, be it noted, of the 
tides, but of the real waves. He has 
just announced the result of his cal- 
culations, showing that the power de- 
pends upon the height of the wave, in 
accordance with the following table:

New Bargain Hunter. 


School Committee 


The City Council committee ran up 
against a snag when it came to con- 
sider the ordinance to 
regulate the sale of newspapers by 
hawkers and peddlers. The proposed 
ordinance provided that no person 
shall. hawk or peddle newspapers 
without first obtaining a license from 
the chief of police. This clause, how- 


proposed 


ever, conflicts with the authority of 
the school committee. Under a law 
passed in 1906, it is provided that 


cities and towns may make regula- 
tions for the hawking and peddling of 
newspapers and license the same, 
provided however that the issuing of 
licenses for this purpose to minors 
under 14 years of age is solely in the 
power of the school committee. 

It would seem therefore that the or- 
dinance when drawn must prescribe 
certgin regulations for the government 
of newsboys but that lic@nses to min- 
ors under 14 years of age shall be left 
to the schoo] committee, while licens- 
€s to persons over that age could be 
issued by the chief of police. 

There is still another law bearing 
upon hawking and :pedling by children 
which was passed in 1905. This pro- 
vides that every child ‘between seven 
and fourteen years of age, and every 
child under 16 who cannot read at 
sight and write legibly, etc., shall at- 
tend some day in the 
city or town in which he resides dur- 
ing the entire time the public day 
schools are in session. 

This means that no minor under the 
age of 14 years can hawk newspapers 


public school 


until after the close of schools. Ber- 
haps, if inquiry was made, it would 
be found that some of the boys im- 
ported’ from Boston recently to sell 
newspapers, and who have made a 
nuisance of the business, may come 


within the law.

Cross-Country Flight 


| ———- 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 19.—Louis 
Paulhan in his Farman biplane made 
what aviation experts regard as the 
most remarkable cross-country flight 
in history. 

On the wings of a wind that other 


aviators hesitated to face, the 
Frenchman dromed from _ aviation 
field to “Lucky” Baldwin's ranch, 


twenty-three miles away, circled the 
old Santa Anata race track and 
bucked his way to his tent. 


In all, he covered an estimated 
distance of 47% miles in 1 hour 2 
minutes 42 4-5 seconds. He flew 


to Baldwin's with the wind in 30 min- 
utes, and came back against it in 3 
minutes. 

When he finished he said that the 
motor was as cool as when he started 
and that he could repeat the trip at 
once. 

The only test approaching Paul- 
han’s feat was that made by one of 
the Wrights last fall in a flight from 
Washington to Alexandria and back. 
Bleriot, Latham, Farman and Cody 
have made flights nearly as long, but 
they did not return. 

It is probable that the prize of $10,- 
000 will go te-Paulhan, but there will 
be much official pondering and cabling 
before a new world’s record is re- 
corded in his favor. 

Paulhan maintained an altitude of 
from 1000 to 2000 feet on his way over 
the valley. His highest point was 
2130 feet. 

Under him, speeding over country 
‘roads, were automobiles, equestrians 
and motor cycles, trying to be near 
the machine should Paulhan fall or 
have to descend. 

When Paulhan reached.the grand- 
stand on his return he was mobbed. 
The crowd broke through the bar- 
riers. The aviator was borne over the 


field. His countrymen kissed him 
and wept with joy. 
This event was the only one of 


Importance In the day’s meet. Cur- 
tiss did not go into the air until af- 
ter Paulhan had been. away for half 
an hour. Then he gave a pretty ex- 
hibition of fancy starting and retired. 

The wind came up suddenly and for 
a time it looked as though the pro- 
gram would be spoiled. At 3 o'clock 
nothing had happened except a few 
skids over the field; the crowd began 
to howl. Paulhan rose to the occa- 
sion. Without any announcement his 
machine appeared at the far west 
course, beating against the wind; 
then it came around with the wind at 
sixty miles an hour. 

Paulhan came down as though he 
had decided against further flying, 
but before the crowd had time to for- 
get their first wonder he rose over 
their heads again and pointed the flat 
nose of the big white plane toward 
the mountains. It was 3:09 o'clock. 

“He's off for the cross-country 
record of the world,” announced the 
megaphones. 4 

For ten minutes the machine flew 
onward and upward straight toward 
the snow line of the Sierra Madre 
range. Old Baldy Peak was the com- 
pass point. It lay in shining white 
relief against the sky. Through the 
glasses Paulhan could be seen rising 
above the haze and taking a trail, 
so it seemed, to the summit. Soon 
he disappeared from sight of the 
field. 

Bulletins were posted on a black- 
board as the machine passed over 
small towns on the way to the Bald- 
win race track. 

At 4 o'clock there was a_ great 
shout. Someone had seen the aero- 
plane. Soon it came into sight, 
| blown from its outward course, and 
on a line with Mt. Wilson. The ma- 
chine loomed more and more distinct- 
ly, and even the experts, watching 
and timing, were surprised at the 
speed with which it returned. 

Soon Paulhan was over the field 
|and settling gently. The rush began. 
The Frenchman stepped out of the 
saddle and asked for a cigar. 


“I will go twice as far some day,” ,

Were Once a Vast Mass of Incan- 
descent Gas All Jumbled Together In 
an Enormous Chaotic Cloud. 


Everybody has heard ‘the phrase, the 


| nebula hypothesis, but what is it? 


In a few words this is the meaning 
of “nebula hypothesis:” That the sun, 
the planets and all that is in them 
were at one time in the inconceivably 
remote past a vast mass of chaotic, in- 
candescent gas all jumbled together in 
an enormous nebula, or cloud. 

To begin with, the first conception 
that science has dared to make, how- 
ever, takes us one step further back 
Without mentioning the origin of mat- 
ter itself science conceives tbat in the 
beginning all matter was uniformly 
distributed throughout space — that 
there were no stars, no planets, po 
satellites, but that all space was filled 
with the matter we now have divided 
up into very fine particles some dis- 
The consistency of such 
material was perforce very thin in- 
deed, much more rarefied than the 
highest vacuum we can obtain now by 
air pumps. From this state to the 
nebulous state the theory has a miss- 
ing link, one that can only be satisfied 
by supposing divine command, for it 
assumes, in the words of Professor 
Todd, that “gradually centers of at- 
traction formed and these centers pull- 
ed in toward themselves other parti- 
cles. As a result of the inward fall- 
ing of matter toward these centers, the 
collision of its particles and their fric- 
tion upon each other the material 
masses grew hotter and hotter. Nebu- 


lae seeming to fill the entire heavens | 


weré formed—luminous fire mist, like 
the filmy objects still seen in the sky, 
though vaster and exceedingly numer- 
ous.” This process is supposed to 
have gone on for countless ages, faster 
in some regions than in others. Many 
million nebulae were formed and set in 
rotation around their own axes. This 
happily can be explained by science. 
Whenever particles are attracted to- 
ward a center and are kept from fall- 


|ing directly to this center a whirlpool 


is formed, rotating in one direction. 
An example of this, though humble 
and not exactly analogous, is the rota- 
tion of water in a basin when the stop- 
per is pulled out of the bottom. Gravi- 
ty attracts the water immediately 
above the hole, which starts flowing 
out, thus leaving a space to be filled. 
The rest of the water rushes in from 
all sides to do this, and the whirlpool 
is the result. 

Now each of these whirling nebulae 
became exceedingly hot, and each 
formed what is known as a star or 
sun, our sun being one. The earth 
and other planets had not then come 
into separate existence, of course, as 
it is supposed that they were thrown 
off later from the sun. 

Our sun in its nebulou® form and ro- 
tating swiftly on its axis gradually 
flattened at its poles on account of 
centrifugal motion. This phenomenon 
is entirely familiar to those who have 
seen a ball ef clay on a potter’s wheel 
gradually flatten. The motion was so 
swift and the mass so nebulous that 
the sun to be took the shape of a disk. 
As time went on the outer part be- 
came cool and somewhat rigid, while 
the inner part continued its cooling 
and contracting. Thus the inner part 
drew away from the outer, leaving a 
ring of matter whirling fround on the 


‘ofitside. This breaking off of the ring 


is supposed to be hastened by the in- 
ability of the outside to keep up the 
swift motion of the central mass, both 
on account of the slight cohesion and 
of the centrifugal force. But this par- 
ticular part of the argument has noth- 
ing to stand on if the first law of mo- 
tion is true, 

In the successive stages of the sun's 
contraction this process was repeated 
over and over again, until several 
tings were whirling around the central 
orb. They would necessarily be in 
the same plane. Now, these rings, not 
being uniform in mass or thickness, 
would each gradually accumulate to- 
ward the densest portion until they, 
too, would form a ball which would 
subsequently flatten, and if the sub- 
stance continued nebulous and the ball 
was large enough they would also 
slough rings. 

Of course the rings the sun discard- 
ed have become the planets, which, as 
required by the theory, are all very 
nearly in the same planve.-. The rings 
that the planets formed have become 
moons or satellites. So we are driven 
fo conclude that our sun at one time 
Blied all the space from his present 
position to the farthest planet in the 
solar system. 

From this theory there is another 
thing that we have to believe, and that 
is that every star in the heavens has 
gone through this same process and 
das a family of planets sailing around 
it, just as our sun has. It would be 
impossible to see these planets, of 
course, for it is impossible to see a 
star, even with the greatest telescope, 
sxcept as a mere point of light. 

As regards the proving of this neb- 
ia hypothesis, of course it cannot be 
fone. But everything points to its ac- 
curacy. Many nebulae are seen even 
now among the stars that seem to be 


zoing through: the delayed process of 
, World forming. Around one of the 


planets of our own solar system, Sat-

DELAGRANGE’S MISHAPS. 


, Frenchman Killed In Monoplane Flight 


Was Prominent Aviator. 


Leon Delagrange, the Frenchman 
Who was recently killed when his 


monoplane broke in midair at Bor 
deaux, France, was well known as an 
aviator, vot only as having at various 
times held the record for speed and 
distance, but also fur his daring. His 
cureer Was warked by several serious 
accidents before the fatal one, but he 
continued» his earning the 
reputation of a man who would run a 
good deal of risk rather than disap- 
poiut the spectators who had gathered 
to see him fly. 

Well known already as an automo- 
bilist, Delagrange tock up aviation in 
the early stages of the sport and made 


exploits, 


his first public ascent at Bagatelle, 
France, on March 16, 1907, in a_ bi- 
plane. He was satisfied then with a 


flight of thirty feet, but a few days 
later he took a passenger up and ac- 
complished 453 feet. 

On Nov. 5, 1907, he met with his first 
accident at Issy. France. His machine 
fell and was smashed, but he escaped 
with a few bruises and cuts. At Issy 
also in the following May he had a 
narrew escape, as with Farman he was 
competing for the Armegaud prize of 
$2,000 for a flight of fifteen minutes. 
He was traveling fast near thé ground, 
and bis machine swerved toward the 
crowd of spectators. He at once shut 
off power and in descending crashed 
fnto a motorcar. The machine was 
smashed to atoms, but Delagrange es- 
caped almost uninjured. 

Again he was hurt in the next spring 
in an exhibition flight at Milan before 
Queen Margherita of Italy, but so lit- 
tle was he unnerved that eleven days 
later be gave another exhibition be- 
fore her majesty, remaining in the air 
for 16 minutes 11 seconds and cover- 
ing a little over eleven miles. For this 
performance. a record at the time, he 
received a special gold medal. 

At Issy, on Sept. 6, 1908, Delagrange 
made another record. He flew fifteen 
and two-fifth miles in 29 minutes and 
54 4-5 seconds and came to the ground 
only because bis petrol was exhausted. 
At that time this beat Wright's and 
Farman’s records by twelve minutes. 

In May last year Delagrange, at Ju- 
vissy, won the Lagatineri prize, making 
three and six-tenth miles in 10 min- 
utes 18 seconds. At the Rheims com- 
petitions in August de used for the 
first time a monoplane, but achieved 
no great success, being placed tenth 
for speed and eighth for distauce. On 
one occasion his propeller broke, and 
he was badly bruised. He then visited 
Denmark and flew for fifteen minutes 
for King Frederjck at Aarhus. 

His tirst sensational fligut. bowever, 
was made on Oct. 26, 1900. At Don- 
caster, in England, he covered six 
miles in 7 minutes 36 seconds, at a 
rate at times of over fifty miles an 
bour. He also established a speed rec- 
ord of 1 mile and 860 yards in 1 min- 
ute 47 1-5 seconds—that is, about fifty- 
four miles av hour. His machine on 
this occasion was a Bleriot monoplane. 

On Thursday, Dec. 30, 1909, be ac- 
complished another world’s speed rec- 
ord. At Juvissy in trying to win tbe 
Michelin cup he flew 124 miles in 2 
hours 32 minutes, an average speed of 
forty-nine miles an hour. 

Many honors were couferred on De- 
lagrange for bis achievements. Among 
them were the Order of the Legion of 
Honor, an enamel! medal by the Acad- 
emy of Sciences, Paris, and the psesi- 
dency of the Aviation Club of France 
for 1907. His pastimes consisted in 
bunting, horseback riding and automo- 
biling.

Stories of Lieutenant Sheridan, 
Who Will Guard Banks, 


LONG A TERROR TO CROOKS. 


os 


Well Known Detective, Formerly of 
the New York Police Department, Is 
Noted For His Amazing Ability to 
Photograph Features on Memory. 


Owing to an affection of the eyes 
Which interferes with his proper vi- 
sion Lieutenant William Patrick Hen- 
ty Sheridan, who is known to the law- 
breaking fraternity of two continents 
us “the man with the camera eye,” 


recently retired from the detective de- | 


partment of the New York city police 
force to enter into partnership with 
William J. Burns, former secret serv- 
ice man, who is oflicial guard of the 
1,400 banks in the American Bankers’ 
association, a trust formerly held by 
the Pinkerton agency, 

The remarkable memory for faces 
that characterizes Lieutenant Sheri- 
dan’s career made him celebrated in 
police circles the world over. His eye 
Was unerring, and once the features of 
a criminal’s face were beheld by him 
they were photographed in his mind, 
and he never made a mistake in identi- 
fication. In this regard he was one of 
the most valued members of the city 
detective force, and as “the mau with 
the camera eye” he was a terror to 
evildoers of every nation. 


Feared by Criminals. 

Lieutenant Sheridan got his start un- 
der Inspector Thomas Byrnes in 1887, 
& year after his appointment to the 
force. He was sent after the assistant 
cashier who had robbed the National 
Park bank of $165,000 and after a 
search of six months found his quarry 
in a hole in the Canadian hills known 
as, Standstead. Heé was instrumenta! 
in bringing Lundreds of robbers, safe 
crackers and other criminals to jus- 
tice. He especially was valuable in 
his identification of criminals, every 
mark that served to identify them be- 
ing photographed in bis memory. 

It is doubtful if there is another 
min in the United States who inspired 
more fear than did Sheridan in the 
hearts of criminals with records. No 
man in the history of the New York 
police department has been so quick 
to see through a disguise and to iden- 
tify prisoners with pictures that bad 
been taken five, ten and even twenty 
years before. 

Many a city as far west even as San 
Francisco came to learn that the ap- 
pearance of Sheridan in a crowd was 
the surest means of ridding the city 
of a band of itinerant crooks. Sheri- 
dan was the man to whom the New 
York police department turned when 
all others failed to identify a prisoner. 
If Sheridan passed a prisoner it was 
taken for granted that his picture was 
not among the 200,000 or more in the 
rogues’ gallery. 


Conviction of a Bank Sneak. 

A case where Sheridan made good 
with his camera eye is that of a bank 
sneak who was arrested in Brooklyn 
in 1904 and who gave the name of 
William Murphy. Murpby’s picture 
was taken in Brooklyn and sent over 
to Mulberry street for identification. 

“Why,” said Sheridan, “that’s Bob 
Suffrage; served five years in Liver- 
pool, eight years in Brussels and two 
years in Sing Sing. He Was arrested 
twenty-one years ago by Tom Mulvey, 
on Reynolds’ staff.” 

Inspector Titus sent 
over to the Raymond street jail in 
Brooklyn to identify the prisoner. 
Mulvey tock a look at him and re- 
ported that he never had arrested him, 
never had seen him. Sheridan bjmself 
had never seen Bob Suffrage. All that 
be Lad in mind were the pictures that 
had passed through his bands, two or 
three out of a total of 200,000 in the

gallery. Sheridan still insisted that 
the Brooklyn sneak thief was the no- 


torious Bob. 

Finally the prisoner was arraigned 
before Judge Aspinall and pleaded 
guilty. The judge said to him: 

“Now 1 am going to ask you some 
questions, and if you tel! the truth I'll 
take that into consideration in sentenc- 
ing you. Is your name Bob Suffrage?” 

“Yes,” said the prisoner, and then he 
wept on to tell the terms he had serv- 
ed just as Sheridan had done from 
memory several weeks before. 


How He Identified a Precious Pair. 

Sheridan's friends love to tell how he 
identified Mott Haven Red and Frank 
Codd. ‘They had been taken in by 
thance op the Bowery in New York, 
and when the precious pair were stood 
tp the next day no one knew them, so 
they went ep to Sheridan. 

“That's Mett Haven Red, alias Joe 
Fay,” said Sheridan instantly. “I saw 
his picture ten years ago. He got nine 
years and eight months in Dannemora 
for blowing up a safe of the Standard 
Dil company in Syracuse.” 

The prisoner stoutly denied his iden- 
tity, whereupon Sheridan said to a de- 
teetive: 

“Pull up his sleeve and eyou'll find 

'W. L. U.’ tattooed on his right fore- 
" The letters were there. 
Now look on bis right hand and see 
if the cord on the little finger bas not 
been shortened,” said Sheridan, and it 
was. That was too much for Mott 
Haven Red, and he confessed his iden- 
‘ity. 

That is but one instance in many 
which the detectives recall in illus- 
trating Sheridan’s wonderful faculty.

BRIDGEPORT MOB

Bridgeport, Conn., Jan. 19.—In 
abject fear, Joseph Marock and Bar- 
tholmy Laska are kept under heavy 
guard in jail here to prevent their 
seizure by a mob, which, when the) 
arrived here, clamored for a lynch- 
ing. 

The men are accused of attacking 
Marock’s wife of four days and 
throwing her into a well, where for 
thirteen hours, always in peril of 
quick death, she clung to a frozen 
pipe and a ledge of ice. Following 
their capture at Springfield, Mass., 
where they were about to get the 
young woman's trunk containing a 
draft for several hundred dollars and 
a bank book, the men were brought 
here. 

When they arrived a crowd, in- 
censed by the bride’s story, was gath- 
ering, and the authorities had diffi- 
culty in rushing the prisoners through 
the gathering to demand drastic ac- 
tion, and for a long time an outbreak 
Was imminent. 

Phe victim of the attack is still in 
a serious condition, but her recovery 
is expected.

New College to Cost $3,000,000 

New York, Jan. 19.—The College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of Co- 
lumbia university is to be moved near 
the campus and incorporated physi- 
cally as well as edugationally in the 
university system. Three million 
dollars will be spent to carry out the 
change. 


Hundred-Year-Old Bank Trustee 

Barre, Mass., Jan. 19.—The stock- 
holders of the Barre Savings bank at 
their annual meeting re-elected 
George Howard, who is three months 
more than 100 years old, to the bank’s 
board of trustees.

s HITCHCOCK'S. 
ACCUSATIONS 


Branded by Ballinger as Abso- 
lutely Without Foundation 


LAND OFFICE INVESTIGATION 


Had Its Inception in Charges by Ne- 
braska Congressman That Nephew 
of Ballinger Received Pay of Judge 
Whose Salary Was Cut to Make 

‘Room For Him—Other Alleged 
Wrongs Perpetrated 


Washington, Jan. 19.—Richard A. 
Rallinger, secretary of the interior, 
Issued a statement in which he denies 
specifically and strongly the accusa- 
tions of fraud in the conduct of his 
office made against him by Repre- 
sentative Hitchcock of Nebraska. 
The specific charge enumerated by 
Hitchcock, to the effect that Ballin- 
ger made room for a relative on the 
payrolls of the government by reduc- 
ing in rank a judge whose salary was 
ent from $2000 to $1400 a year, which 
reduction caused the death of the 
judge of a broken heart, is branded 
as “false” and the other charges as 
“absolutely without foundation.” 

Mr. Hitchcock is responsible for an 
investigation of the general land of- 
fice that is being conducted quietly 
aud without any publicity except what 
he is giving to the committee on ex- 
penditures in the interior department 
of the house of representatives. He 
appeared before the committee and 
made a long statement. 

Chief among Hitchcock’s charges 
Was that Baliinger, while commis- 
sioner of the land office, had _ be- 
friended his young relative, “Jack” 
tallinger, by giving him a job. The 
Nebraskan said that in order to do 
this Ballinger reduced Judge Wright, 
one of the law clerks, from $2000 to 
$1400 a year and the judge died of a 
broken heart soon thereafter. 

To further the “reckless expendi- 
ture” in the land office under Ballin- 
ger, Hitchcock said when “Jack” 
Ballinger left, which was about the 
time his uncle went, he was desig- 
nated as a special temporary inspector 
of offices and kept in that job just 
long enough to allow him to travel 
home to Seattle at the government's 
expense, after which he resigned to 
begin practising law. 

The committee is now going to call 
Fred Dennett, the present commis- 
sioner, and others from the land office 
to answer other charges of misappro- 
priation of funds made by Hitchcock. 
One of the wrongs that have been 
perpetrated by this branch of the 
government service, according to 
Hitchcock, is the building of a brick 
chimney on the land office building in 
Washington out of a $1,000,000 fund 
for the protection of the public do- 
main. 

In RBallinger’s statement, just is- 
sued, .replying to the charges of 
Hitchcock, he ridiculed everything 
that the Nebraskan told the commit- 
tee, declaring that in every instance 
cited by Hitchcock the money was 
spent with the full sanction of con- 


sress.

The Psychology of Crowds. 

There is a justification for a preven- 
tive censorship in the peculiar nature 
of the crowd. Collective psychology. 
or the psychology of crowds (mainly 
investigated so far by French and Ital- 
ian inquirers), is a study still in its 
infancy. A completely satisfactory ex- 
planation of the peculiarities of the 
crowd is not yet forthcoming. But 
those peculiarities are matters of com- 
mon knowledge. 

Briefly, a crowd is a new entity, dif- 
fering in mind and will from the in- 
dividuals who compose it. Its intel- 
lectual pitch is lowered, its emotional 
pitch raised. It takes on something 
of tbe characteristics of a bypnotized 
“subject.”- It tends to be irrational, 
excitable, lacking in self control. Many 
Frenchmen under “the terror,” gentle 
and humane as individuals, made up 
crowds guilty of horrible atrocities. 
Questioned afterward, they could not 
account for their actions. Some inex- 
plicable change had taken place in 
them, and that inexplicable something 
was the peculiar influence of the 
crowd. 

A theatrical audience has the peculiar 
psychology of the crowd. An offensive 
play performed before it has an entire- 
ly different effect from that which the 
play would have if read separately and 
privately by each individual. The 
crowd is the real controlling factor in 
the matter.—A. B. Walkley Before 
Stage Censorship Commission.

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Financier Who Favored Aiding 
Others to Help Themselves, 


FOUNDER OF NOTED HOTELS, 


| Three Built In New York Are Monu- 
ments to the Late Banker's Common 
Sense Charity —incidents of His Ca- 


reer and Early Life—A Sample of 
His Wit. 


To many thousands of persons in the ' 


United States the name of Darius Og- 
den Mills, the famous banker, finan- 
cier and philanthropist of New York, 
who recently died at his winter home 
at Millbrae, near San Francisco, will 
be associated solely with his broad 
interest in the welfare of his fellows. 
His theory was that there is too much 
waste in the United States and that 
the value of money is not appreciat- 
ed. He believed that economy could 
be practiced without a loss of self re- 
spect or injury to the pRysical being, 
and he pointed the way in practical 
fashion. Thousands of young men he 
Saw were expending every cent of 
their earnings for a bare living amid 
Squalid surroundings, and he erected 
,cheap hotels where food and lodging 
could be obtained at a minimum price 
and where a man’s self respect would 
not suffer, 


Object Lessons In Thrift. 

These hotels, of which there are now 
three in New York city, are object 
lessons in thrift, cleanliness and de- 
cency. There the man of small in- 
come may live well at a small cost 
and absorb a motive to save a part 
of the earnings that he would other- 
wise have to expend for food and lodg- 
ing. He also erected several mode! 
tenements for families of small re- 
sources and found that these people 
respond quickly to the uplifting influ- 
ences of modern sanitation and mod- 
erate rentals. Although his charities 
Were broad, he was always thinking 
of a way to help men to help them- 
Selves before the time came when they 
had to be helped by their more fortu- 
nate fellows. 

Mr. Mills was born in North Sa- 
lem, N. Y., on Sept. 5, 1825. He 
was the foutth son of James Mills and 
Hannah Ogden Mills of North Salem. 
In December, 1849, he started for Cali- 
fornia, going around the Horn, and 
arrived at San Francisco on June 8, 
1849. From that day his name was 
interwoven with the story of the 
growth of California. 


Bec=me a Leading Banker. 

He established the banking house 
of D. O. Mills & Co. of Sacramento, 
which is siill the leading bank of the 
interior of California. Although Mr. 
Mills spent the greater part of recent 
years in New York, he passed some 
months each year in California. 

Mr. Mills married on Sept. 5, 1854, 
Miss Jane Templeton Cunningham of 
New York, who died on April 26, 1888. 

When young Mills left bis home in 
Westchester county, N. Y., to win a 
place for himself in New York that 
city was little more than a provincial 
town, with woods and meadows cover- 
ing the district north of the city hall. 
It was not difficult to obtain a clerk- 
ship in a bank in those days, and Mr. 
Mills was not long:in finding work. 
He was not satisfied with the outlook 
for promotion, however, and gave up 
the position for a better one in Buf- 
falo, where he soon became cashier 
and his employer's partuer. The first 
rumors of the discovery of gold in 
California found him an eager listener, 
and he resolved to try his fortunes in 
this new western world. 

Got the “Gold Fever.” 

The “gold fgver’ which possessed 
him was uot of the speculative char- 
' acter, which was typical of the man. 
He argued that the rush of men to 
the gold sections of Calliornia would 
result in suffering from lack of the 
necessities of life and that there would 
be a dearth of business organization. 

Investing his savings in a stock of 
mining supplies, he made his first ap- 
pearance in the gold fields as a mer- 
chant. He was successful from the 
start. Sacramento was not much more 
than a village at that time, but the 
proximity of the diggings made it a 
center of trade with the miners. It 
was not long before he had establish- 
ed a bank, the first institution of the 
kind on the Pacific coast. It became 
a prominent factor in the growth of 
the community surrounding it. 

The bank spread out into a network 
of enterprises and was finally follow- 
ed by the Bank of California, which 
Mr. Mills helped to organize in San 
Francisco and of which he was the 
first president. The institution soon 
attaiped an international prominence. 

A sample of the banker's ready wit 


was displayed on one occasion in the ' 


fifties when an amateur dramatic per- 
formance was given in San Francisco 
for the benetit of some deserving char- 
ity. Among the performers was the 
late Hugh Fetrrar McDermott, the poet, 
and in a box was Mr. Mills. The play 
was some classic piece, and the acting 
was so bad that what should have 
been a tragedy became a farce. In 
the last act McDermott dropped his 
sword and, stooping awkwardly, pick- 
ed it up. There was a titier in the 
audience, which increased as the luck- 
less performer asked, “What shall 1 
do with this envenomed blade?” 

From the banker’s box came in a 
queer stage whisper, “Stab yourself,

Schermerhorn Only Wanted to 
“Scare” Nurse Brymer 


IE MAKES FULL GONFESSION 


| Brought to Tell Story by Pleadings. of 
Mother In Hospital Where He Is 
Being Treated For Self-Iinflicted 
Slash In Throat—Gives

Atrocious Crime 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Jan. 19.— 
While his aged and weeping mother 
stood on one side of the chair in 
‘which he was propped up, patting his 
head, and his sister, who also was 
crying, stood at the other, Frank 
Schermerhorn, the coathman suspect- 
ed of the atrocious murder of Miss 
Sarah Brymer, a nurse, in the home 
of Karnes Compton, at Millbrook, 
confessed that he was murderer 
and revealed the details of the crime. 

When he suddenly blurtéd out that 
he was the slayer of the young wom- 
an, his mother staggered and then 
fell insensible to the hospital floor. 


the 


Her daughter was likewise affected, 
but was caught before she dropped 
The two had believed in the inno- 
cence of Schermerhorn. 
Schermerhorn, who cut his throat 
some hours after the murder when 


he saw that the detectives suspected 
him of the crime, and who has been 
in Vssar hospital ever since, had told 
the officers that he might make a 
statement after he had seen his moth- 
er. 

His mother bent over him, and 
while the officer stood off some dis- 
tance, the mother counselled her son 
to make a full and free confession. 
He seemed reluctant for a time to do 
so. Finally, while his mother spoke 
to him in low tones, he blurted out: 
“Oh, I did it. I will tell.” 

While nurses were caring for her 
Schermerhorn made a formal confes- 
sion, which was reduced to writing 
and signed by him. 

In this confesssion he pleaded in- 
toxication in’ extenuation of the 
crime. He declared that he had no 
intention to kill Miss Brymer. He 
told of taking the maids, Miss Alice 
Dutcher and Miss Mary Farrell, for a 
sleigh ride the evening before the 
murder. He drank considerable beer 
and whisky, and after leaving the 
girls at the big house he put the 
horses in the barn and went to his own 
house and changed his clothes. 

Some time after midnight, he con- 
tinued, he went to the minsion and 
made his way up stairs and out upon 
the porch, where Miss Brymer and 
Polly Compton, 3 years old, were 
sleeping. He said he has no _ re- 
membrance of choking Miss Brymer 
and only went to her room to scare 
her.

FIGHT RESULT OF LAMY CASE 


—_—_— 


Failure of Champion Skater to Regis- 
ter With Eastern Body Cause of 
Trouble —Squabble Will Not Keep 
Cracks Out of Big Meets. 


Now that the Amateur Athletic union 
has taken sides with the International 
Skating union in its fight with the 
eastern association one of the bitter- 
est wars that have ever stirred the cir- 
cles of amateur skaters throughout 
the country is in order. The squabble 
was caused by the disqualitication of 
Edmund Lamy, winner of the last 
amateur title, by the eastern associa- 
tion, who was subsequently reinstated 
by the International union. 

The present squabble may bring 
about a condition which may mean 
the elimination of the Eastern Skating 
association from the ranks of the con 
trolling body in ice skating. Accord 
ing to the action of the Internation:! 
Skating union, which is the court of 
last resort as regards skating, it bas 
decided that Lamy has violated no 
rule of the union and bas reinstated 
him to the ranks of eligibles, this ac 
tion having taken place at Chicago. 

The Eastern Skating association was 
held to be in the wrong in its action. 
and in addition to the reinstatement 
of Lamy the resignation was demand- 
ed of IF. H. Coupe, the secretary of 
the organization, who, it is said, has 
Jed the fight against Lamy. <As the 
Eastern Skating association is set in 
its idea to decide the case in its own 
way, it is considered likely by those 
who are familiar with the inner de 
tails that the International Skating 
union will eliminate the Eastern Skut- 
ing association aud install in its place 
a new organization, though perhaps 
under the same name. At any rate, 
the fight will probably contiune for 
some time to come, and it will disrupt 
the skating situation in a decided 
manner. 

While the trouble originally involved 
only the eligibility of Lamy and took 
some cognizance of his standiug as an 
amateur, the controversy bas far out- 
stripped that stage now and has de- 
veloped into the bitter sjrife between 
the ‘goveruing body and one of its 
branches. <A _ Siguificant fact is that 
most of the skaters and those closely 
allied with the sport have taken the 


stand that the Eastern Skating asso 


ciation has blundered seriously and is 
new only increasing its unpopularity 
by pushing the issue to the extreme, 
which may mean actual annihilation. 
And the whole fight has for its foun- 
dation only apparently a trifling inci-

But it Must Be All Around Merit, Not 
the Halfway Sort. 

Not long ago we took occasion to re- 
mark that merit was always reward- 
ed. A grocer friend has taken issue 
with us—not on his own account, how- 
ever, for be has both merit and suc- 
cess, but because he has failed to trace 
the connection between the two. His 
argument consisted of example, and 
he pointed out an instance which he 
believed practically upheld his conten- 
tion. 
| He knew of a fellow merchant. This 
| man is competent, honest and reliable. 
He bas met with hard fortune at sev- 
eral turns of the road of life, and he 
has been fore:d into a sad and, irre- 
trievable failure. He handled goods 
that were good, and he worked hard 
and with some intelligence, but.price 
cutters and catalogue houses descend- 
ed upon him, and what they left for 
him wasn’t sufficient to support him, 
so he dropped out of the race. 

The merchant referred to had merit 
as a man no doubt, but he was not a 
good merchant. After some persistent 
questioning we learned the secret. He 
had some of the elements, but 
enough of them. He was a good buy- 
er, but a poor seller, and his place was 
as an employee and not an employer. 
He was honest, but he was not far- 
| sighted, and both are necessary to suc- 
cess.

“Strike” of Cleveland Shop-

force down meat prices by abstaining

As a side issue, Frank Krauze, a 
lawyer, started a “30-cent egg club,” 


to which he says hundreds have given 
their approval. 

He declares 30 cents a reasonable 
price for eggs, and insists that eggs, 
when they become so plentiful as to 
lower the price, are speedily shipped 
into cold storage, reducing the supply 
and boosting the price. He wants 
his club members to quit eggs until 
the supply gets so big that the price 
cannot get above 30 cents. 

Leaders of the “meat strike” greet- 
ed the announcement in the twenty- 
seven shops of the Cleveland Provi- 
sion company that pork chops would 
sell at. 17 cents a pound, instead of 
strike. 
shops were compelled to fol- 


Butchers declare, however, that 
the strike is aimed at the wrong peo- 
ple when it is turned on the retail- 
ers, and iygsist they will give the city 
council all the aid in their power in 
the’ authorized inquiry into the real 
cause of high meat prices. 


The retailers say the only result of 


the strike will be the ruin of small 
dealers. 
Henry Feuer has closed his doors. 


The shop sales, he said, usually ran 
from close to $40 to as high as $75 
a day, but had dropped in the last 
few days so that he could not stand 
the loss. His shop is in the factory 
district. 

Grocers in the district in which 
factory workers live are reaping the 
harvest. Vegetables, cereals and 
canned goods are replacing meats on 
the tables of the pledge signers’ fam- 
ilies. A rise in price of many of 
these articles of diet is expected. 

Albert M. Armour, a director of 


| the Cleveland Provision company, ad-

mitted, that the strike would hurt the 
butchers, but he took issue with the 
total abstainers. ‘Let the people cut 
thelr use of meat 25 percent and they 
will have brought the demand down 
on a level with the supply and regu- 
late prices automatically,” he said.

“HERO OF FORT FISHER.” 


Noted Exploit of the Late General 
Newton M. Curtis. 

General Newton Martin Curtis, the 
hero of Fort Fisher and author of 
“From Bull Run to Chancellorsville,” 
who recently died in New York city, 
Was born in St. Lawrence county, N. 
Y., May 21, 1835, where he still bad, 
at Ogdensburg, a home. He attended 
the Gouverneur Wesleyan seminary. 

The day after Fort Sumter surren- 
dered to the Confederates it was sug- 
gested in the town of De Peyster, N. 
Y., where he was living, that it send 
fourteen men to Ogdensburg to form 
part of a company that should join the 
Union forces. Curtis, then twenty-six 
years old, was for organizing a com- 
pany and taking it to Ogdensburg to 
join a regiment there. 

He started in to raise a company be- 
fore President Lincoln called for vol 
unieers and in April wes in Albany 
with eighty men, whose services, along 
with his own, he wanted to offer. The 
little company was made a part of the 
Sixteenth New York, and young Cur- 
tis Was its captain. He was at the first 
battle of Bull Run and served witb the 
Army of the Potomac until the battle 
of Antietam. He was wounded during 
the peninsular campaign, after which 
he was promoted to be lieutenant colo- 
nel of the One Hundred and Forty-see- 
ond regiment. He was soon made its 
colonel, and it was with that command 
he saw his hardest fighting. 

The exploit oftenest connected with 
his name was the assault and capture 
of Fort Fisher, which was a strong 
seacoast fortification in North Carolina 
between Cape Fear river and the At 
lantic ocean. It resisted all attacks un- 
til the winter of 1864-5. His regiment 
was part of a force under the com- 
mand of General Butler which was 
Janded near the fort. 

Colonel Curtis led his 
fort while the fleet bombarded 
Butler gave up the fight 
and ordered Colonel Curtis to retire. 
The colonel and men remained near 
the walls of the forts He kept sending 
back word that he could take it if -his 
superior would let him. He finally re- 
tired after the fourth order directing 
him to do so. 

Upon the return of the expedition 
to Fort Monroe General Grant, he: 
of the colonel’s exploit, sent for him 
and asked a let of: information about 
the seacoast fortification, and the colo- 
nel was brevetted a_ brigadier 
eral. General Grant ordered that an- 
other attempt be made on the fort. 
replacing General Butler with General 
Terry. Another brigade was added to 
the force. 

General Curtis’ brigade advanced by 
degrees, lying down flat and then run- 
ning forward ten or fifteen yards. The 
enemy got in one volley at them, which 
was ineffective, and by that ti 
attackers were just under the 
of the fort and below the plane of fire. 
The attackers scaled the walls and 
took the bastion nearest the Cape Fear 
river, and then began a stubborn fight 
toward the seacoast end, driving the 
garrison from cne traverse to another. 

Though wounded four times during 
the day, General Curtis kept bis com- 
mand until sunset, when an_explod 
shell sent a piece of nretal agaiust bis 
head, kuocking him senseless and rob- 
bing him of his left eve. .He.remained 
unconscious five hours, and it wa: 
thought that he was dead. His obit- 
nary was written by the New Yor 
uewspaper spondents. He was 
commissioned br 1 general after 
that exploit and some years iater re- 
ceived a medal of honor for bis sery- 
ices there. 


CHICAGO’S NOVEL “COURT.” 


State Attorney to Hear Crimina! Cases 
to Clear Docket. 

A department said to be unique in 
criminal court annals of a large city 
was recently established in the office 
of State Attorney Wayman at Chicago. 
It is to be known as “the state attor- 
ney’s courtroom.” In the new “court” 
all the old criminal cases on the dock- 
et, about 1,600 in all, will be practical- 
ly tried before Assistant State Attor 
ney George Guenther. 

Mr. Guenther will go over the evi- 
denee and hear witnesses. If he thinks 
the evidence against the defendant is 
sufficient the case will be tried before 
a regular criminal court judge. If the 
ftate’s side of the case does not appear 
strong enough Mr. Guenther will have 
it nonsuited.

‘ce. We were ravenous, but we got 
no satisfaction from gnawing at lumps 
of rock which ought to have been a 
succulent joint, and so, despite our 
hunger. we had to content ourselves 
with a little tea—to make which we 
melted ice—and a few biscuits.

COUNTRY LAD HOPE OF AMERICA 


Let Three of Best Five Youths Go to 
the City, but Keep Two on the Farm, 


Says John R. Boardmnan—Declares | 


United States Is Being Impoverished 
by Exodus of Its Young Men. 


A new conservation mov ement is to 
become a factor in American life. The 
greatest of the nation’s natural re- 
sources, the country boy, is the object 
of its protection. Its voice is raised 
for the stemming of the tide “that is 
Sweeping the best manhood of the 
country to the great cities.” 

“Let three of the average five best 
youths which the farms produce go to 
the city,” was the platform recently 
outlined by John R. Boardman, a lead- 
er in the work. ‘The city needs them 
and would stagnate without them. But 
we insist that the other two shall stay 
in the country. The country needs 
them and is being impoverished by 
their loss.” 


Eighteen States Represented. 

Mr. Boardman is senior secretary of 
the country work department of the 
international committee of the Young 
Men's Christian association. He pre- 
sided at a “standardization confer- 
ence” which was held at Chicago a 
few days ago, where representatives 
of the county and state work of eight- 
een states and provinces gathered to 
Systematize the undertakings of this 
young branch of the association's ac- 
tivity. 

“The country is being depleted of its 
vitality by the “lure of the city,” said 
Mr. Boardman in explanation of the 
organization's mission. “It is not out 
of selfish interest, but with concern 
for the welfare of the nation, that we 
insist that two of every five natural 
leaders produced by the country shall 
Stay in the country. The country boy 
is the hope of America. 

“We are willing to give up three to 
the city, and one of the missions of 
our department is to see that the coun- 
try boys who go to the city shall go 
among friends apd favoring influences. 
But the othes feature of our work is 
to organize the Young Men's Christian 
associations of the small towns of the 
country in a way to enrich the life of 
the boys of the country and lead them 
to a life of satisfaction and usefulness 
at home.” 


Outlines Department's Work. 

The following is a summary of what 
the country work department of the 
International Young Men’s Christian 
association stands for, as Mr. Board- 
man outlined it: 

For the recognition of the inherent value 
of country life in and for itself. 

The maximum development of construc- 
tive forces in rural communities. 

The creation of a new social community 
in village and in open country. 

Deliverance from the enervating pater- 
nalism of the city. 

Better health and sanitation 
homes and country communities. 

A redirected educational system which 
will fit for life in the country 

A more scientific type of crop produc- 
tion and farm administration as essential 
to greater satisfaction in rural life. 

A wholesome development of the recre- 
ative life. 

Dominance of Christian ideals in the 
character of the. manhood and boyhood 
of the country. 

Need of Country Leaders. 

“The country still is the nursery of 
the nation’s leaders,” said Mr. Board- 
man. “But there is as great a need 
for leaders in the country as in the 
cities. Not alone is the country being 
impoverished, but its best fruits are 
wasted, for the country boy on going 
to the city, ignorant of urban condi- 
tions, frequently goes to ruin. 

“On the other hand, the majority of 
the college men of the whole country 
hail from the smaller towns and the 
rural districts. In the conservation of 
the youth of the country the country 
work department of the Young Men’s 
Christian association has a mission of 
greatest importance. 

“Our -work is co-ordinate with that 
of the city associations, and it is co- 
operative in its concern for the wel- 
fare of the youths who leave the coun- 
try to go to the city.

Every 
step he has since taken has increased 
his hold on the admiration of the 
country.

RULES WOULD 


BE ABOLISHED 


No Need of Them If Roosevelt 
Wields Gavel In Congress 


Washington, Jan. 21.—Roosevelt 
for speaker, to succeed Cannon, is the 
latest imaginative disposition of the 
ex-president. The story has circu- 
lated through the Capitol, and repre- 
sents Roosevelt as agreeing to a plan 
to run for congress from the First 
New York district and to accept the 
speakership as the only public office, 
aside from the presidency, that ap- 
peals to his aggressive qualities. 

The White House is 
dragged into the plot, with the sug- 
gestion that this alleged ambition of 
Roosevelt is known to President Taft, 
who is said to have promised to at- 
tend the big rec@ption to the ex- 
president which will be accorded him 
When he arrives in New York about 
June 1. 

The First, or Oyster Bay district, 
of New York is represented by Wil- 
liam W. Cocks, who is described as 
more than willing to step aside to let 
Roosevelt in. Cocks was one of the 
callers at the White House yesterday, 
and was in*the merriest kind of mood 
over the report. 

“It suits me first rate,"’ said Cocks. 
“You know Roosevelt has been men- 
tioned for every office in the country 
ever since he left Washington. This 
last one strikes me as being pretty 
good dope. Get out of the way? Of 
course I would. Y would be mighty 
glad to go back to farming if Roose- 
velt wants to come to congress.” 

“What effect. would Roosevelt as 
speaker have on the rules?” 
Was asked. 

“RuJes,”” echoed Cocks, “there 
wouldn't be any rules if Roosevelt was 
speaker. What would they want with 
rules? Talk about Cannon; why, i 
Roosevelt was in the chair you would 
never think Cannon had been there.” 

As Cocks was the innocent cause 
of the suggestion, made some months 
ago, that Roosevelt could be nomi- 
nated tor governor of New York, of 
course he is equally good authority on

the speakership. As a matter of factthe' 


ex-president is being very seriously 
considered for the governorship, on 
the theory that he is the only man 
who could pull the Republican party 
through the Empire State. His inti- 
mate friends, however, do not be- 
lieve that any consideration would 
tempt him to touch New York polities 


again, except as a sort of physical 
director. 
Now that the suggestion is made 


that he succeed Cannon, it has been 
received with a spontaneity and en- 
thusiasm which are exceedingly in- 
teresting. That is all that can be 
aid of the story at present.

Lorenz fo Prison For Life 
I$ CHARGED WITH MURDER 


Further Probe Regarding Killing of 
Laura Regester Not Considered 
Necessary In View of Other Crimes 
Which the Bandit Is Alleged to 
to Have Committed—Plea of Not 


Guilty Is Entered For Prisoner 


Providence, Jan. 21.—Ernest W. 
Lorenz was held without bail, in the 
Knightsville court, on a charge of the 
murder of Gilbert Mann. 

Four other warrants charging as- 
sault’and larceny were also read to 
the prisoner, and he refused to plead 
to each. 

The police, after a strenuous effort 
to connect Lorenz with the murder of 
Laura Regester, have determined to 
devote their energies to convicting 
him of crimes with which he is in- 
timately connected by confession and 
evidence. 

Last night several persons who 
have been held up within the past 
year called upon the police and identi- 
fied Lorenz as the perpetrator. These 
charges will not be pressed, however, 
as enough have aready been brought 
to secure, the police stste, sentence 
for life in prison. There is no capi- 
tal punishment in Rhode Island. 

All the warrants are against Ernest 
W. Lorenz, alias William  Luder. 
The first warrant charged him with 
the murder of Gilbert Mann in Johns- 
ton on Jan. 8. 

In reply to Judge Knowles’ query, 
“Guilty or not guilty?” the prisoner, 
in a dazed manner, said: “No, sir; I 
can’t remember.” 

Upon his refusal to plead, the court 
entered a plea of not guilty and held 
him without bail for a hearing on 
Jan. 28. ° 

He was next arraigned on a warrant 
charging that on Dec. 24, in the town 
of Jghnston, he robbed Alice W. 


Bartlett of a diamond ring, valued at | 


$165. Lorenz said: 

“I don’t know what you mean. I 
had a ring and I saw a lady down 
street. Is she here? If it’s the one 
I saw down street, I held her up, but

GIRL POSES AS 
SCOTTISH LORD 


Is Arrested In New York When 
Her Sex Is Discovered 


IS RELEASED BY MAGISTRATE 


Attributes Her Unmasking to Woman 
Twice Her Age Who Fell In Love 
With Her and Proposed Marriage— 

Claims to Be Real Daughter of Late 

| Colonel Hamilton-Grey of Scotland 
—Wore Men’s Clothes For Years 


New York, Jan. 22.—‘Nobody ever 
seemed to doubt my pretensions of 
being a man. I have been in all sorts 
of company dressed in man’s attire, 
| but I was never suspected of being a 
woman. It is difficult to make 
female voice ring with the character- 
| istic strength of that of the man, but 
outside of that I had no_ trouble 
whatever in impersonating the other 
characteristics of the stronger sex,” 
said Miss Marion Hamilton-Grey, a 
comely young woman prisoner who 
was released from custody in the 
| night court by Magistrate Kernochan 
after her arraignment by detectives 
who distovered that she was wearing 
men’s clothes. 
| For ten years this young woman has 
been traveling in Asia, Europe and 
and her identity 
was never revealed until two New 
| York detectives arrested her on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. 

In the two hours which followed 
her arrest and preceded her appear- 
| ance in the night court the police 
| made several remarkable discoveries 
|} of the extent of the young woman's 


from Watertown, N. Y., on Jan. 5. 
According to the police, she regis- 
tered on her arrival here at the Hotel 
Latham and remained there for five 
| days, during which time she attract- 


ed little attention by her appearance. ; 
| She dressed in a gray sack suit, pat- 


| ent leather shoes, invariably wore a 
gray overcoat and white silk 
and completed a boyish aspect by 
carrying a light walking stick and 
| wearing a soft hat, about which there 
Was a blue band. 
“Lord Hamilton-Grey” had all the 
{ privileges around the Hotel Latham, 
it was said, but gave up “his” rooms 
on last Wednesday. On that day the 
“lord” made “himself” known to Leon- 
{ard D. Langley, secretary of the St. 
, George society. Langley was asked 
about the visit at his home. 
“Why, yes, I remember Lord Ham- 
| ilton-Grey,” he said. “He called on 
me at my office and said he was the

heir to the Hamilton dukedom in 
Scotland and that his remittance, 
| Which he had long been expecting, 


had not arrived. On the young man’s 
statement I paid the bill at the Hotel 
Latham, which was $10.50, and that 
' is the last I have seen of him. 

“He told me he was the son of 
Lord Hamilton-Grey, an officer in the 
English army, and that he was born 
in India while his father was in the 
service. After his father’s death, 
he told me, he returned to England 
and was put under the guardianship of 
an uncle, who placed him in school.” 

After the visit to Langley, ac- 
cording to the policemen who arrest- 
ed the young woman, inquiry was 
made at the British consulate in this 
city, which revealed the fact that 
the heir to the Hamilton dukedom, in 
Scotland, was born in 1993. 

When Magistrate Kernochan asked 
the young woman for her side of the 
story she said she lived at present at 
308 West Twenty-fourth street, that 
her name was Miss Marian Hamilton- 
Grey and that she had dressed and 
passed for a boy since she was 9 
years old. 

“I have worn men’s clothing for ten 
years,” said thé young woman when 
discharged, “and while I was in New- 
ark Valley a few months ago a woman 
there twice my age fell in love with 
me and wanted to marry me. Cir- 
cumstances, of course, forced me to 
refuse her, and she threatened ven- 
geance. She even threatened to kill 
me, and when I left there she fol- 
lowed me. 


“When I came to New York she 
learned that I had appealed to St. 
George society for assistance, pos- 


ing as the son of Colonel Hamilton- 
Grey, and she had me arrested for 
imposition. My only imposition is 
that I am a daughter, instead of a 
son, of Colonel Hamilton-Grey.”

DISASTER IN TUNNEL 
Explosion Hammers Fifteen Men Info 
‘Great Bleeding Mass 
Fishkill Landing, N. Y., Jan. 22. 
—Fifteen men were killed by a pre- 
mature explosion of nitro-glycerine 
in a tunnel which is to form part of 
the great aqueduct to carry water 
from the Ashokan dam in the Cat-

Five were terribly mutilated, 
were so near the mouth of the tunnel 
that they were rescued alive. 

The other fifteen were found be- 
neath a mass of rock and debris, lit- 
erally hammered by the force of the 
explosion into a bleeding mass of 
heads, limbs and torsos. 

It is believed that one of the work- 
men, carrying a torch, tripped and 
fell, igniting a fuse and setting off a 
series of charges of nitro-glycerine, 
which had been placed preparatory to 
an exodus from the tunnel.

KNOX’S PROPOSITION

Tokio, Jan. 22.—The reply of the 
Japanese government to the United 
States’ proposal for the neutraliza- 
tion of the Manchurian railways was 
handed to American Ambassador 
O'Brien. It is a polite declination. 

The declination to accept the neu- 
tralization proposition is said to be 
based on several grounds, the chief 
of which are: 

The American plan would be of no 
advantage whatever to Japan. 

It would afford no advantage to 
China. 

It would not change the commercial 
situation in Manchuria, where Japan 
is adhering strictly to its pledges of 
an open door and equal opportunity. 


The Knox note, which, in brief, 
provides for the purchase by China 
of both the Russian and Japanese 
sections of the Manchurian railroad, 


the money to be advanced by the 
powers, was sprung on the unsus- 
pecting world within the month like 
a bombshell. No intimation of what 
was coming was given to the twe na- 
tions most interested, Japan and 
Russia, who hold their respective 
sections of the Chinese state only as 
the result of the expenditure of great 
biood and treasure.

President Gives Instructions to 
Department of Justice 


MASSACHUSETTS INTERESTED 


Legislature Will Have Bill Calling For 
Investigation of High Prices of Food 
to Consider—Boston and Other 
Large Cities Throughout the Coun- 
try Joining In the Fast Spreading 
Boycott Against Meat

Boston, Jan. 22.—By direction of 
President Taft, the United States de- 
partment of justice is to prosecute 
the beef trust for alleged operations 
in restraint of trade. 

Mr. Taft believes that this combi- 
nation of packers with headquarters 
at Chicago is responsible for the 
high prices of meat products, and in- 
dicated his desire to strenuously push | 


the suit, which will probably be! 
brought under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

This national action against the 
beef trust was announced almost 
simultaneously with the statement 


that Representative O'Brien's bill for 
an investigation of the causes of pre- 
vailing high prices of living and labor 


in the commonwealth was ready for 
presentation to the Massachusetts 
legislature. | 

The O'Brien bill provides for a 
Massachusetts industrial and fiscal 
commission, with authority to sum- 
mons the beef magnates, or other 
persons with information upon the 


situation, before It. 

Besides the national and state ac- 
tion looking to a remedying of present 
conditions, it is announced that two 
nass meetings of protest against the 
present high prices of meats are to 
be held in Boston, one in Faneuil Hall 


{tonight and another in Tremont 
Temple at a date to be announced 
| later—probably some hight next 
week. 

It is further announced that 60,- 


000 people in Boston have joined “no 
meat” and pledged themselves 
to abstain from eating meat for thirty 
days, in an effort to bring down 
prices. 

From all over the country come re- 
ports of the rapid spread of the “no 
meat” crusade. 

Advices from Cleveland show 
the boycott on meat has now 
taken up by 100,000, who have 
pledged themselves to abstain from 
meat for thirty days, and that all the 
minor Ohio cities have joined in the 
movement looking toward lower 
prices.

MEAT BOYCOTT | 
1S PROGLAIMED 


Will Begin In Boston at Mid- 
fr night Next Saturday 


ENTHUSIASTIC MASS MEETING 


|Representatives of Great “Middle 
| Class” Gather In Such Numbers 
That Old Faneuil Hall Proves Too 
Small to Hold the Crowd—State and 
National Action to Reduce Prices of 
Food Urged In Resolutions 


{| Boston, Jan. 24.—The beef trust 
was rocked iff the “Cradle of Liberty” 
and roasted to a finish. Ancient 
| Faneuil hall was packed to the doors 
with indignant citizens protesting 
against the high price of food. 

An enthusiastic crowd, « obviously 
of ordinary conservative nature, 
hurled protesting jeers at the beef 
trust and applauded thirteen ringing 
speeches of denunciation. 

Resolutions were adopted, by every 


man and woman rising, demanding 
that the state and national govern- 


ments act to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing to “a reasonable level” and en- 


force the criminal and civil laws 
against monopoly. At the very end 
the audience voted to begin a meat 
boycott in Boston at midnight next 


Saturday. A committee was appoint- 
ed to carry on the war to the end. 
The meeting was spontaneous. It 
was called as late as Friday afternoon 
by a committee of citizens. The an- 
nounced purpose was a revolt against 


the excessive cost of the necessities 
of life. But the entire crowd turned 
loose its batteries upon the beef 
trust.. . 


The people were in deadly earnest. 
While dozens were fighting to got the 
floor, every speaker had a respect- 
ful hearing. The program of speech- 
es was smashed. So many clamored 
to be heard that those who finally got 
the platform were partly men whose 
hames had not been on the original 
program. 

In advance a committee of citizens 
had determined to have a meeting 
which would be expressive of the real 
level-headed sentiment of Boston. 
Their idea carried well. The audi- 
ence was representative of the great 
“middle sprinkled here and 
there with men and women patheti- 
cally poor. It was a great, patient 
American gathering. Its resolutions 
were of the kind to compel attention. 

An hour before the meeting the hall 
was half full. A quarter of an hour 
before it was due to begin, Max 
Mitchell, who presided, saw that few 
more could be seated and immediate- 
ly decided to begin proceedings. Be- 
fore he had fairly started, men were 
standing in the rear and at 8 o'clock 
people were streaming away from 
Faneuil hall because they could not

Indictments Are Expected

WONDERFUL FAST TIME MADE 


The Yankee, Winner of Race at Hunt- 
ington, N. Y., Went a Mile In 37 4-5 


Seconds—Switzerland the Ideal Place | 


For Great Winter Sport. 


In an early day, some time after the 
landing of the pilgrim fathers, but be 
fore one’s waistband grew permanent- 
ly great, there was a simple outdoor 
amusement known as “slidin’ down- 
hill.” At that day sleds were roughly 
of two kinds, high sleds for girls and 
mollycoddles, who sat tremulously on 
the seat while some one started them 
with a gentle push, and low sleds for 
boys who took the hill with a run and 
flung themselves down on the sled. 
“Belly bumper” was the word to de 
scribe this method of descent. There 
were, of course, many variations of 
the simple sled. 

What genius first got the idea of 
connecting two small sleds by a long 
plank history does not record. We 
are told that a bobsled is “a sled con- 
sisting of a body resting op two short 
sleds, called bobs, one bebind the 
other.” 

In its early stages the bobsled was 
still crude. Often it was made from 
two old sleds and an ordinary board, 
and the carpeting of the plank was re- 
garded as bordering on the effeminate. 
Even with these crude materials the 
simple sport of “sleddin’ downhill” be- 
comes exciting and even dangerous. 

The real refinement of the bobsled 
has come in late years with the in- 
crease in the number of winter resorts 
whose attraction is cold fresh air and 
not warm fresh alr. Switzerland 
makes a specialty of them, and in 
Switzerland the 
developed speed machine. 

No longer is old fashioned foot and 
rope steering gear in use. That did 
well enough for the old timer, which 
was well loaded with half a dozeu 
venturesome boys and girls. The new 
machines have steel bobs made for 
that purpose, with a specially arranged 
connecting board, which seats between 
sixteea and twenty-five, and it is 
steered by a wheel like an automobile. 
Even a searchlight has been added by 
one builder eager for novelty. 

Races for these elaborately made 
eleds are a regular feature of the win- 
ter carnival at many resorts. In the 
east Huntington, N. Y., is the center 
of the sport, and there each year con- 
tests for speed and for the sled with 
the longest “fetch” are held. In fact, 
a big carnival is planned to be held 
in Huntington Jan. 27. Several prizes 
are offered, among them a gold cup 
valued at $250. The Yankee, owned 
by S. F. Townsend of Oyster Bay, N. 
Y., captured last year’s event and es- 
tablished a record for a mile that will 
probably stand for some time, that of 
3714 seconds. 

In Huntington the course fs especial- 
ly prepared for the races. Water is 
sprinkled along the hilly road chosen 
for the contest, and it freezes until 
the route {s glare ice. Start on a 
heavy grade over a course of this kind 
a sled built for speed and manned by 
a crew of sixteen taught to act as one, 
and you have the iceboat’s greatest 
rival. 

Owing to the inconsistency of the 
weather in this country a majority of 
people know very little of the possibil- 
ities of the sport. It is not until one 
gets over in Switzerland, in one of the 
valleys of that mountainous land, that 
one finds the sport of coasting carried 
to the highest point of perfection. It 
is there in the valley with the poet- 
ical name Engadine, at St. Moritz, that 
coasting becomes an art. In this val- 
ley, its floor as high above the level of 
the sea as the crest of Mount Wash- 
ington, where winter reigns for half a 
year and people go to regain health, 
there is a slide nearly a mile long 
which has a descent of 550 feet. At 
some points in the course the sleds 
travel at the rate of eighty miles an 
hour. There is sport! 

Skill has greatly reduced the time in 
which the course can be covered. In 
the early days the average speed was 
about thirty miles an hour. Recent 
winners of the contest have averaged. 
however, more than forty miles. On 
the straight run at the foot of the 
course a speed verging on eighty miles 
has been attained. The same kind of 
sport may be had with bobsleds, but 
the single racing sled is the favorite 
for coasting at St. Moritz. The sweep 
of a bobsled loaded with several per- 
sons around one of the curves is an 
exciting spectacle. The man at the 
helin, with eyes fixed ahead and mus- 
cles at high tension, keeps the front 
bob in its course. Those behind lean 
toward the inside of the curve, two 
er three of them digging into the 
snow with sticks, which throw up the 
snow behind like a cloud of dust. Like 
in express train it sweeps around the 
curve and is gone.

DAIRYING IN CHINA. 


The Water Buffalo Leads the Cow as a 
Milk ®roducer. 

The buffalo is China’s best dairy 
animal. ‘he Chinese cow is bred asa 
worker rather than for milk and be- 
yond feeding her calf has almost lost 
ber claim to being a dairy animal. A 
cow in China is seldom milked with- 
out the belp of the calf. In Fuchan, 
a city the size of St. Louis, the few 
who would hare pure cow's milk are 
supplied by a walking dairy. 

The milkman leads his cow to the 
front door of the customer's house and 
in the customer's presence the:c milks 
the required measure. ‘The ordinary 
customer takes no more than about a 
third of a pint. After one ix supplicd 
the cowman lends his cow and calf to 
the next customer and thus supplies 
bis customers until bis dairy’s limited 
supply is exhausted. ‘here are prob- 
ably no more than half a dozeu such 
dairies in Fuchau. 

The water buffalo is used primarily 
for farm purposes. but it is milked to 
a limited extent and is China's best 
milk producing animal, with a milk 
fairly rich in fats. The Amoy foreign 
communities’ demand for fresh milk is 
only partly supplied by several native 
so called dairies, each of which has 
two or three cows and several water 
buffaloes. The black goat probably 
furnishes the largest amount of fresh 
milk for thé Chinese. White gouts 
are scarcer in China than black sheep 
in America.—Chicago Tribune. 
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GRINDING ICE SKATES. 


Practical and Simple Method of Ob- 
taining the Arc Desired. 

The accompanying sketch illustrates 
a@ practical method of clamping ice 
skates to hold them for grinding the 
small are of a circle so much desired, 
says Popular Mechanics. 

The clamps are made of three-quar- 
ter inch soft steel, U shaped. with the 
opening six inches deep and five inches 
high. ‘be clamps are bolted to a

TWOMBLY’S LOVE OF BEAUTY 


How Late Millionaire Canker showed Federal Grand Jury onvenes 


It at His Country Estate. 

Hamilton McKown Twombly, mil- 
lionaire banker of New York aud 
brother-in-law of William K. Vander- 
bilt, who died recently at bis country 
home, Florham Park, at Madison, N. 
J., was born in Boston and received 
his schooling there. He went to Har- 
vard and was graduated with the 
class of 1871. ; 

For a great many years Mr. Twom- 
bly, who was a director of many cou- 
panies, took a lively part in the affairs 
of both business and society. He put 
a great deal of his energy and bis love 
of the beautiful into his estate at 
Madison, with its model farm. He 
bad several children, the oldest of 
whom, a girl, died at the age of six- 
teen, fourteen yeurs ago; Florence, 
who married William A. M. Burden in 
1904; Ruth, who made her debut three 
years ago, and a son, who is named 
for himself. It was largely to give 
these children an outdoor life that he 
designed the place, but the farm he 
planned chiefly for the interest of bis 
boy. 

Florham covers almost 400 acres, It 
is a great park, Jaid out in gurdens, 
dotted with hundreds of specially 
transplanted trees and crossed jn all 
directions by stone ballasted avenues. 
The house, standing ut the bheud of a 


gracefully terraced lawn, resembies 
closely Hatfield House in England, 
the home of Lord Salisbury. ‘I'he 


farm, its stables and spotless dairy, 
brought in at one time from the sale of 
its milk alone an average of $2,000 a 
year. The milk came trom a berd of 
Guernseys, the first of them imported, 
among which are many sibbon win- 
ners. The milk, it is said. was ped- 
died from a $1,200 wagon, drawn by 
a pair of thoroughbreds, worth $1,500, 
in gold mounted harness. ‘The farm 
wagons, too, were drawn by thorough- 
breds. : 

From his flowers—he specialized in 
orchids and chrysanthemums — there 
came yearly, some $25,000. All of them 
| were raised in the most scientific way 
in elaborate greenhouses, of which the 


most notable was the palm _ house, 
standing sixty-four feet above the 
ground ,and topped by a mammoth 


dome. 

But Mr. Twombly lost interest in 
these things, and in his business, too, 
in the summer of 1906, when the thing 
happened which is largely accountable 
for his death. His only son was spend- 
ing a few months at Big Squaw lake, 
near Ashland, N. H. He was eighteen 
years oh], had just been graduated 
from Groton school and had elected to 
spend his last vacation before entering 
Harvard in helping to run the cump 
managed there by Groton boys. On 
July 5 the boys started to swiin to 
Carn’s grove, a mile distant from 
camp. He had gone but a few hundred 
yards when he sank. No cne could 
reach him in time to belp him. 

The news of the boy's death was a 
great shock. The father’s friends say 
he never recovered from it at all. At 
all events, it was not fora year or two 
that be returned to Madison, the place 
so closely associated with his children, 
and when he did it was not with the 
old interest. About that time, too, he 
began gradually to withdraw from the 
active business enterprises in which his 
great fortuue lad interested him.

SUNSHINE JAIL FOR CHICAGO. 


Glass Roof Giving Light to All Cells, 
Which May Kill Crime Germs. 

Chicago is to have a‘new city jail 
that wiil be a model for all jails, uc- 
cording to plans now in the hands of 
Assistant Chief of Police Herman F. 
Schuettler. 

Instead of being in the damp and in- 
Sanitary basement all the cells, 150 in 
number, will be on the top floor of 
the building. Then instead of the reg- 
ulation dark roof Chief Schuettler bas 
provided for a heavy glass roof, so 
that every cell will be bathed in sun- 
light, making the cells cheerful and 
sanitary instead of breeding places for 
disease. 

“Sunshine kills crime germs,” he de- 
clares, 

The roof of the building instead of 
being a waste space is to be devoted 
to an exercise room for prisoners. ‘Ihe 
roof will be flat, with a sufficiently 
high wall to warrant safety, and will 
be divided into departments for those 
held on different charges.

MISS GILDER’S VIEW 


Believes That Suffragists Are Worst 

Enemies of the Working- Woman 

Miss Jeannette Gilder, in the New 
York Times, recently gave her views 
“as one working-woman sees _ it,” 
thus: 

“lf am an anti-suffragist because I 
‘Have never heard a single arguinent 
advanced for the cause of suffrage 
that seemed to me convincing. 

“I resent the assumption of the suf- 
fragists that they represent the work- 
lig-woman and that they are her best 
friends. They do represent a large 
element of the working-women, but 
not all; nor are they her best friends. 
They believe they are, no doubt; but 
I believe that they are her worst ene- 
mies, because they teach her discon- 
tent and hold out golden hopes to her 
that can never be realized. 

“I am just as much of a working- 
woman as Mrs. Kelly or Miss O'Reilly. 
I began at fourteen and have been at 
it ever Nace and expect to be at it till 
I die. 1 have worked hard and had 
as many responsibt ties and discour- 
agements as though I had rNled cigars 
in a factory or worked at a loom ina 
mill, and I have just as much right 
to speak for the working woman as 
they; and I wish to say right here, as 
I have said elsewhere, that I cannot 
see that the ballot would have helped 
me one iota in getting on in the world 
or have made the rough places 
smooth. 

“I believe not only that the ballot in 
the hands of women would be a cal- 
amity, but I believe that it would

PECULIARITIES GF POLITICS 
Men Please Themselves and the Wom- 
en Generally Please the Men 

A recent number of the Woman's 
Home Companion has an illuminating 
article on the value of women’s vote 
in Colorado, written from the stand- 
point of a woman politician. The lady 
voter writes as follows: 

“It was a decided mistake to give 
women the right to the pbaiiot, but 
now that they have it, in my beliof it 
is as much the duty of a women to ex- 
ercise that right as it is for her to ob- 
serve her religious duties or to take 
proper care of her home. The aver- 
age woman is better than the average 
man. At least that is my observa- 
tion. The average woman politician 
is as bad as the average man politi- 
fan—only she is worse! If the rank 
and file of women would join in one 
concerted movement to unseat both 
the professional man and the profes- 


sional woman politician, then the 
right of franchise vested in women 
would prove a boon of inestimable 


value. 

“Like many another woman, I en- 
tered politics with the idea of purify- 
{ng the political atmosphere. Since 
then it has been a constant struggle 
on my part to keep my skirts clean. 
It is much the same thing as a woman 
marrying a man to reform him. In 
nine cases out of ten he draws her 
cown to his own level instead of be- 
ing lifted to hers. 

“Women, generally speaking, vote 
to please the men. There are those 
who will take issue with this state- 
ment, but it nevertheless true. Per- 
haps it may be different after the 


women are better educated in politi- , 


cal affairs, if that time should ever 
come, but under existing conditions 
the women vote as the men suggest. 
Left to themselves and uninfluenecd 
by the men, the woman vote would be 
chaotic. We wouldn't know where we 
stood in an election till after the votes 
were all in, because women are infiu- 
enecd by all manner of things the or- 
dinary mortal would not reckon with. 
By the way of example, a really hand- 
some man is a strong asset for any 
political ticket in Colorado! 

“Women are by nature of a trusting 
disposition in everything save love af- 
fairs. It is therefore an easy task for 
the men to contro] their votes. For 
that reason in planning a campaign 
we decide upon candidates and prin- 
ciples that will appeal to the men and 
then leave it to them to win their 
wives, mothers, sisters or sweet- 
hearts over to their views.”

‘Warter of a Million Parisians 
Brave Drenching Rain 


SEINE CONTINUES TO RISE 


River Presents Awe-Inspiring Spec- 
tacle, While Firemen, Police and 
Troops Work Desperately to Keep 
Bridges From Being Carried Away 
by Flood—Streets In Many Villages 
Completely Under Water 


Paris, Jan. 25.—A _ fourth of 
France is under water. 
rain are adding to the floods, which 
are unprecedented in the history of 
the present generation. 

The Seine continues to rise and the 
situation in this city grows worse 
hourly. Water has drowned out the 
electric plant in the chamber of 
deputies and the deputies met by 
lamplight. Premier Briand  intro- 
duced a bill appropriating $400,000 
for the relief of flood sufferers. 

It is estimated that 25,000 labor- 
ers have been thrown out of employ- 
ment. An enormous amount of live 
stock is reported to have been 
drowned in the departments of Marne, 
Aube, Aisgne and Meuse. 

The rivers Rhone and Loire are re- 
ported to be falling, and the situa- 
tion accordingly improved at Lyons, 
Limoges, Troyes, Annecy and 
Auxerre. 

The dyke ‘at Saone, au Doubs broke, 
inundating ten villages. The streets 
of Chalons are under water and two 
persons have been drowned. Hun- 
dreds of persons are on the roofs of 
their nearly submerged homes crying 
for help. 

The Seine presents an awe-inspir- 
ing spectacle. A quarter of a million 
people, in a drenching rain, throng 
the stone parapets and quays, watch- 
ing the yellow tide, which is crowd- 
driftwood, wine casks and 
other wreckage. The water now is 
almost flush with the arches of the 
bridges. 

Firemen, police and troops are 
working desperatély at all the bridges, 
disentangling blockades resulting from 
the floating debris, and it is hoped 
that all the bridges will be saved. 
Traffic on several of the frailer ones, 
however, has been stopped. 

All of the cellars along the quays 
are filled with water. One of the 
chief dangers is the weakening of the 
foundations of the buildings along the 
water front by the seeping waters. 
The retaining walls of the foreign of- 
fice are surrounded by water, and the 
beautiful garden in the rear of the 
building is a veritable lake. The 
streets around the chamber of depu- 
ties are considered unsafe and traffic 
in these thoroughfares has been for- 
bidden. 

The tunnel between the Quai d’Or- 
say and the Quai d’Austerlitz stations 
is a rushing stream. The partial 
crippling of the water supply threat- 
ens the capital with a water famine. 

The situation of suburban places up 
and down the river is deplorable. The 
lower quarters of all the towns on the 
river below Paris are under water, 
the streets of Auteuil resembling 
those of Venice, 

A dyke near St. Germaine broke, 
flooding the valley as far as Malm- 
maison. 

The lower portion of Bois de Rou- 
logne is a blanket of water, reach- 
ing to Bagatelle. Judging from re- 
ports received from the provinces a 
quarter of France fis under water.

time lien upon the vessel which may | 


be enforced by a proceeding in rem, 
and it shall not be necessary to allege 
or prove that credit was given to the 


| vessel. 


The bill is of much importance to 
Massachusetts shipbuilding and re- 
pairing concerns.

PRESERVING TIMBER. 


Achieve Best Results the Bark 
Should Be Removed. 

Before timber is subjected to pre- 
servative treatment it is customary to 
remove the bark. Unless this is done 
very thoroughly, however, patches of 
will remain on the 
wood. Until recently it does not seem 
to bave been realized thet this bark 
presented a very effectual hindrance 
to the penetration of creosote. ‘I'he 
Same thing was discovered by the 
management of one of the large creo- 
sotiug companies in the south, and 
Steps were immediately taken to see 
that every particle of bark was re- 
moved from piling and other timbers.

THE FATHER OF TEN CHILDREN 


Promised to Show New York Orphan 


Nobody Wanted That Life Is Worth 
Living—Took Him to His Farm to 
Make a Man of Him, 


When William Van Hove, an or- 
phan, sixteen years old, was taken to 
the Yorkville police court in New York 
city the other day and charged with 
attempted suicide he said to Magis- 
trate Krotel: 

“Wat show has a kid like me to 
get along? Nobody wants me. Me 
married brudder puts me outer his 
home ‘cause I couldn't get work.” 

“What do you work at when you 
do work?’ the magistrate asked. 

“I can work as a grocer's boy or a 
butcher's boy or run errands or almost 
anything, but me clothes are full o’ 
holes, an’ I couldn't get a job. I'm 
on'y in the way, an’ a kid like me's 
better off dead,” the boy said. 

Policeman Haverty of the East Fif- 
ty-first street station told the court 
that on Friday, Jan. 7, the boy went 
into a restaurant at 462 Sixth avenue 
and with his last nickel got a cup of 
hot coffee. After he drank the coffee 
he was drinking iodine from a vial 
when a waiter interrupted him. He 
was taken to Flower hospital, where 
he remained until taken to the York- 
ville police court. 


Found a Friend In Court. 


A tall man in a fur overcoat stepped | 


up on the court bridge and said to 
his honor: 

“Tf you will turn this boy over to 
me I will give him a home and make 
aman of him. I'll be grateful to you 
if you will give me the opportunity 
of befriending one in trouble. I am 
interested in the down and outs, and 
I have another unfortunate New York 
boy on my farm. For reference I may 
inform you that Brother William, the 
director of the Catholic protectory in 
Westchester, N. Y¥., is my brother-in- 
law.” 

“Who are you?” Magistrate Krotel 
asked. 

“I'm Redmond P. Keresey, a retired 
policeman. You may have heard of 
me and my mount Pompey when we 
did duty in the Bronx and along Sey- 
enth avenue. He was a fine horse in 
stopping runaways and often got his 
and my name in the papers. He's with 
me now on my farm at Rye.” 

IKeresey said that after twenty-‘wo 
years in the New York police depart- 
ment he retired four years ago and 
went to live on his farm. 

“The wife and I have brought up 
ten children, and she and I find com- 
fort and happiness in them. I think 
we have had our share of luck in this 
world, and I attribute it to holding 
yut a helping hand to those that need 
help. Three homeless boys that I took 
home are now doing well. One is in 
Wall street in a small way, and anoth- 
er has been successful in business.” 

Companions For Many Years, 

Keresey went on to explain that the 
police department bought Pompey in 
ISSS when he was six years old. Ke- 
resey got him then, and the two were 
companions for eighteen years. In 
1992 the department pronounced the 
horse too old for police service and 
put him up at auction. Keresey bought 
him and took bim to his farm, where 


he had plenty to eat and no work to ; 


do. Pompey is now twenty-eight years 
old. 

“Do you want to go with-this man 
who offers to give you a home?” the 


tnagistrate asked the boy. 

“Yes; I'll go, and thanks,” the boy 
responded. 

“You won't try to kill yourself 
again?" 


“S’ long as I have a home and work 
I dun’t want to die.” 

The magistrate discharged the boy. 
who left court with the former police 
man and took the next train for Rye. 

It was one of Keresey's own boys 
who had pointed out the newspaper 
paragraph telling about the youth's at- 
tempted suicide. This had suggested 
his action in trying to help the boy.

THREAT ISSUED 


; the American 


BY GERMANY 


To Apply General Tariff to Our 
Exports After Feb. 7 


UNITED STATES IN DILEMMA 


Has Too Little Time to Negotiate For 
Terms With Countries With Which 
There Has Been a Hitch—Proposi- 


tions of German Goverment Not Re- 
jected Because of Meat Question— 
One Side Must Retreat Ungracefully 


Washington, Jan. 26.—Germany is 
playing a desperate game to try to 
force the hand of the United States 


in the matter of the tariff controver- 
sy. She has made peremptory de- 
mand that the United States decide 
this week whether German imports 
shall be received here under the 
minimum tariff, under threat to apply 
her general tariff to American ex- 
ports after Feb. 7. 

This is the real situation of the 
great controversy. The United 
States has been misrepresented as 
holding out exclusively on the cattle 


question and making the admission 
of live cattle to Germany the sine 
qua non of its position with refer- 


ence to the application of the Payne- 
Aldrich maximum. 

While this is regarded by the ad- 
ministration as a very important con- 
sideration, it is one which perhaps 
might have been waived were it the 
only thing standing in the way of a 
satisfactory termination of negotia- 
tions. ‘ 

As a political proposition the cattle 
question is a loaded one in this coun- 
try, for with the popular feeling 
against the beef trust and the frenzy 
of the country over high prices, the 
government might well hesitate to as- 
sume the responsibility of a tariff 
war with Germny merely to provide 
another market for the products of 
live stock interests or 
eattle-raisers. 

For this and other reasons the re- 
port that Secretary Knox has rejected 
all the propositions of the German 
government on the ground that they 
did not make satisfactory concessions 
to American meat is untrue. Al- 
though no official statements on this 
point are available, it seems appar- 
ent that Germany is trying to take 
advantage of the embarrassment of 
the United States in having too little 


‘time in which to negotiate for terms 


with countries, like Germany, with 
which there has been a hitch. 

Some months ago the tariff board 
unofficially expressed its doubts of be- 
ing able to deal with all situations 
which might arise in the limited time 
between them and March 31, when the 
maximum rates will go into effect 
towards all countries not exempted 
by proclamation by the president. 
It was seriously that con- 
gress should extend the limit, but no 
effort was made to obtain legislation, 
chiefly because of the reluctance of 
the leaders to reopen any phase of the 
tariff situation. 

Now Germany has sent across a de- 


proposed 


fiant ultimatum, and the state de- 
partment finds itself in exactly the 
dilemma which had been predicted. 


It cannot yield on any demand made 
by Germany without incurring the 
criticism that it has been beaten in a 
diplomatie game, and it has no time 
to make a peaceful arrangement by 
negotiation. The German govern- 
ment faces the same difficulty as our 
own, in that it is unwilling to throw 
the tariff question into the reichstag, 
where the agrarians control. These 
rich landholders are determine to 
supply Germany with their own meats 
at the highest they can get, 
and as the question fs one of dollars 
and cents with them, it admits of 
very limited discussion. 

The course of the American state 
department has been conciliatory and 
adopted with the express purpose of 
avoiding a tariff war if possible. It 
is evident that the German govern- 
ment has been forced into the posi- 
tion from which either one side must 
retreat ungracefully, or both sides de- 
termine that a tariff war must en- 
sue. As negotiations with two other 
great countries—France and Canada 
—are also hanging fire, the serious- 
ness of the situation may be appreci- 
ated. Germany is the second largest 
customer of the United States in the 
world, and Canada the largest for our 
manufactures.

FOOD PRICES TUMBLING 


Recession All Along the Line Shows 
That Boycott Is Effective 

Chicago, Jan. 26.—Chicago is be- 
ginning to feel the effects of the agi- 
tation against the high price of meat, 
reductions in the cost of eggs, but- 
ter, potatees, pork, beef and grain 
showing that the nation-wide boycott 
is’ bearing fruit. 

The abstinence movement, it is 
conceded, is still in its infaney. Be- 
fore Ws course is run it is believed 
that the public at large will save a 
vast sum owing to the reduced cost 
of living. 

With official investigations started 
in New York and Ohio, and _ with 
many other states practically certain 
to take similar action, the general 
feeling here is that the anti-trust 
movement is not a flash in the pan, 
but that it will have a permanent ef- 
fect for the public good. 


FACING DIFFICULT TASK 


British Liberals Cannot Be Indepen- 
dent of Laborites and Nationalists 
London, Jan. 26.—The announce- 

ment of Unionist gains continues 

with unbroken regularity. Out of 
thirty-three results declared during 

Tuesday the oppesition had _ nine 

gains, of which one was in Scotland 

and one in Ireland. Against these 
the Liberals were only able to get 
two gains in Scotland. 

The elertjons will continue through- 
out the week, but the chances of the 
Unionists obtaining a majority, or of 
the Liberals securing enough seats 
to render them independent of the La- 
borites and Nationalists, have now 
disappeared, gnd it beomes a most in- 
teresting question as to how the Lib- 
eral government is going to meet the 
difficult task before it. 


PRESIDENT CHECKS 
DECLINE IN STOCKS 


He Denies Drastic Action 
Against Big Corporations 


New York, Jan. 26.—President 
Taft was forced to declare his atti- 
tude toward the large interests in the 
stock market to check a decline which 
had reached proportions of a panic. 

His denial of intention to take im- 
mediate or drastic action against cor- 
porations, especially steel, but is af- 
ter the food trusts, restored the mar- 
ket, but not until nearly all the lead- 
ing stocks had suffered a slump. 

There was an enormous volume of 
stock hurled into the market and a 
heartbreaking melting of prices. Wall 
Street saw the first semblance of 
panicky conditions since Nov. 21, 
1907. The selling came from every- 
where.

German Inventor to Build a Subma- 
rine For That Purpose 

Berlin, Jan. 26.—The old idea of 
reaching the North Pole by subma- 
rine, as Was so graphically set forth 
in Jules Verne’s story of “Twenty 
Thousand Leagues Under the Sea,” 
has been revived by the announce- 
ment ‘that Dr. Anschutz Kemp, the 
inventor, has resolved to make the 
attempt. 

It is said that he has been working 
for a decade upon the project, and 
that he will build a submarine of his 
own design. It will be capable, it is 
asserted, of remaining under water 
at a great depth for a long period.

rected on the package, wring out and 


immerse the garments and boil for, 
from tifteen tu thirty minutes. Waere 
your cloth fs si'tk and cotton mixed, 


use first the dye for cotton, then that 
for silk. Riuse in cold water, wring 
gently by hand and iron before quite 
dry. Needless to say, have your clothes 
line in the shade. ‘ 

If overalls become very much soiled 
with paint, place a pound of salsoda 
in a bucket parily filled with hot wa- 
ter and place the garment ip and fill 
up with water. Allow this to remain 
so for, say, two days, when the overalls 
may be examined and scraped at the 
part most soiled, and if it's soft to 
the cloth remove to clear water and 
rinse out, after which place on a board 
and lay the legs flut. Then with clear 
water and brown soap and a scrub 
brush scrub until-all the paint is re- 
moved, though a stain may remain. 
By this method the dirtiest overa!ls, 
some that will stand alone, may be 
made very white, and the cloth will 
uot rot at all. ‘The process may be re 
peated many tines.

FINE TOILET TIPS. 


Creams and. Lotions That May Be 
Made at Home. 

Any girl can lave the very best toi- 
let articles If she will make them her- 
self, and many of them offered for 
Sule at the stores will often do a 
permanent injury to a Gelicate skin. 
Should a lotion be needed for perspira- 
tion stir one ounce of hydrate of chlo- 
ral in one pint of soft boiled water 
und keep in a bottle. Apply with soft 
old linen and allow the lotion to dry 
on the skin. To keep the bands in 
good condition have a preparation of 
Vinegar and cornmeal ready for use, 
aud after wasbing clothes or doing any 
work thut soils the hands wash them 
in warm suds, rub the hands well witb 
the cornmeal mixture, then dry and 
rub a few drops of honey and water 
well into the skin. An excellent and 
safe fage powder is made by: sifting 
half a pourd of pure rice powder 
eight or ten times and then adding a 
few drops of oil of rose and a little 
carmine if you want the powder tint- 


‘ed. One of the best cucumber creams 


is made by cutting up two large cu- 
cumbers into half a cupful of water 
and allowing them to simmer for balf 
an hour; then strain, add a cupful of 
boiling water, ten grains of powdered 
borax and enough tincture of beuzoin 
to make the water look milky and bot- 
tle when cool. he skin may be kept 
in fine condition by using a little borax 
in the water every time the face and 
hands are washed and then rubbing 
this lotion well into the skin. An ex- 
cellent fluid fur keeping tbe scalp clean 
and free from dandruff is made with 
half a teaspoonful! of the borax pow- 
der, a small piece of gum camphor 
and half a pint of soft water, and one 
of the best and safest washes for the 
mouth and teeth is made by adding 
one ounce of the powder to one pint 
of boiling water and then before it is 
cold adding half a teaspoonful of spir- 
tts of camphor. ‘he hair tonic should 
be rubbed weil into the scalp once a 
week, About two teaspoonfuls of the 
mouth wash in half a glass of water 
is the proper proportion, and the fluid 
whitens the teeth and keeps the gums 
in a healthy condition,

Football at Government Indian Schools 
Likely to Be Abolished. 

A rumor has it that the Indian serv- 
ice of the department of the interior of 
the national government is apt to abol- 
ish football at the government Indian 
schools.

LAW REGARDING CORPORATIONS 


Trusts Which Conform to It Have 
Nothing to Fear, but Others Must 
Suffer—Federal Act 
Undergoing Revision — Crusade

Washington, Jan. 27.—Senator 
Root’s advice to the New York Re- 
publican delegation to “get together,” 
as expressed by him at a complimen- 
tary dinner, is eloquent of the anxi- 
ety among the Republican leaders to 
Whip the pa®ty into fighting shape for 
the fall campaigns. | It supplies the 
key to the situation in 
which apparently has been confused, 
and explains why the leaders of that 
body are so energetically trying to put 
through the president's program. 

When Boies Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, a regular of regulars in the 
senate, can be induced to report out 
a postal savings bank bill, and when 
Stephen R. Elkins of West Virginia, 
a great. railroad found 
warming to a plan to perfect govern- 
ment eccntrol of railroads, more pow- 
erful influences than mere 
from the White House” are at work. 

The president has been irritated 
by the more or less common assump- 
tion in certain circles that, while 
pledged to the continnance of the 
Roosevelt policies, he would give the 
country only their form and not their 
substance. His impatient note from 
the White House was issued to af- 
firm the position that as far as the 
trusts are concerned he would pro- 
tect the beneficent ones which con- 
form to the law and would go afte 
the bad ones. 

The president resents the afSump- 
tion that business prosperity de- 
pends upon his own attitude toward 
the ‘corporations. Rather, he be- 
lieves it depends on the corporations 
themselves, who have nothing to fear 
from him if they obey the law. and 
sell goods and transportation at rea- 
sonable prices. 

The federal 
inadvertently made public 
was finished. It is now 
important. reviston, especially 
tive to its interference with state tax- 
ation and the danger the law might 
offer of inducing corporations to sur- 
render their state charters and take 
out charters at Washington.

Senator Root has hinted, the Repub- 
‘ican party must get together in sup- 
port of them. ; 

The crusade against high prices has 
had a tremendous effect upon con- 
gress, and has caused the leaders to 
take thought of political consequences 
where they might have been indif- 
ferent were the public less concerned. 
It is even possible that a determined 
demand for the repeal of the duties 
on cattle, meat and other foodstuffs 
will reopen the tariff question, al- 
though such a contingency is remote. 

The tariff is still a subject to be 
watched, for no such upheavel of 
public opinion has been noted in the 
United States since the Civil war as 
that now disturbing the country over 
Yhe prices of food.

Brings Terror to Hearts of 
Stricken People In Paris 


Paris, Jan. 28.—The flood condi- 
tions became considerably worse this 


morning, tice: in the south 
sections. 1 the sixth ar-

rondissement, the old Latin quarter, 
the situation is critical. 

The sidewalk of the 
Srangs-Augustin collapsed and _ fell 
into the Orleans company’s tunnel 
beneath, further extending the flood 
through the ancient streets. Another 
bad cave-in occurred in the Rue 
Tournon. 

The Seine’s inexorable vellow tide 
creeps slowly higher, each inch of 
water widely extending the area of 
destruction, desolation and«ruin. 

Although the barometer is rising 
rapidly, and bright sunshine has suc-

seeded the raging storms, a feeling 
of consternation bordering on panic 
prevailed when the authorities, who 
had promised the maximum of the 
flood for Thursday, announced that 
this would not be reached untll today. 

Official figures of the stage of the 
water are difficult to obtain and the 
city council, at a stormy session, 


charged M. Lepine, prefect of Paris, 
with withholding the true gravity of 
the situation. The prefect defended 
his attitude by saying that he was 
governed by the necessity of not un- 
duly alarming the people. 

In the meantime, what {is happen- 
ing is enough tb strike terror to the 
hearts of all. The very crust of the 


city seems ready to sink into the 
flooded subterranean labyrinth be- 
neath. 


Every hour drains are bursting in 
new localities, causing a subsidence 
of the streets, or bulging them up 
feet above their normal level, while 
the overflow of surface water from 
the river is transforming the inundat- 
ed districts into formidable lakes and 
the streets into canals. 

In the Bercy quarter the water is 
six feet deep in the streets, and the 
entire left bank of the Seine, from 
above the islands to Auteil, eompris- 
ing the law court institute, the fash- 
fonable St. Germain district, the for- 
eign office, the chamber of deputies 
and the Champs-de-Mars, is sub- 
merged under from one to ten feet of 
water.

DEATH OF ADMIRAL DYER 


Served With Farragut and Won Fame 
at Battle of Manila 


Melrose, Mass., Jan. 2%.—Rear 
Admiral N. Mayo Dyer, U. 8S. N., 
retired, who served with distinction 
under Farragut during the Civil war 
and commanded the U. S. S. Balti- 
more at the battle of Manila Bay, 
died at his home in this city last 


evening, aged 71 years. 

Dyer had just returned home from 
Washington, where he went last Fri- 
day to learn the result of a unique 
suit brought by him against the city 
of Melrose to recover taxes paid un- 
der protest on the bank account of 
the admiral, the funds of which he 
declared constituted the salary given 
him by the government. 

He had taken the case to the full 
bench of the United States supreme 
court, and after learning that this 
ccurt had decided against him, 
reached his home Wednesday.

BOSTON’S NEW MAYOR. 


John F, Fitzgerald, Friend of the Poor 
and Needy. 

John F. Fitzgerald, or “Honey Fitz- 
gerald,” as he is familiarly called on 
account of his ability as a “mixer,” 
who has just been elected mayor of 
Boston in the first nonpartisan election 
neld under her new charter, was born 
in the Boston tenement district in 
1863. He was mayor in 1995-6 and 
was defeated for re-election because 
during his administration it was 
tharged that unnecessary employees 
tarried on the payrolls of the city to 
fio work that should have been done 
by contract instead of day labor cost 
the city not less than $1,900,000 in fire 
departments aione. 

Fitzgerald represents the Democratic 
machine in Boston and obtained his 
popularity among the masses along the 
same lines as “Big Tim” Sullivan of 
New York. He is hail fellow well met, 
never misses a New England clambake 
or chowder party and is a friend of 
the péor and needy among the lower 
classes. 

He is a glib tongued Irishman, a 
Harvard graduate and an ex-congress- 
man,. with a record for speechmaking. 

During the recent campaign through 
his splendid physique he has been 
known to work twenty hours a day 
and attend nine dances an evening in 
nine different halls. When introduced 
he always says, “Call me Fitz.” 

In 1892 Mr. Fitzgerald became a 
member of the Boston common council. 
The next year he was elected to the 
state senate, serving two years. He 
was a member of congress from 1895 
to 1901. His baqme is in Dorchester, 
Mass. He married in 1889 Josephine 
Mary Hannon of South Acton, Mass.

45,540 horsepower for various indus- 
trial services, 12,300 horsepower is

miles, 33,500 horsepower between sev- 
enty-five miles and a hundred miles, 
3,100 horsepower fifty miles, 79,640 
horsepower between ten and thirty 
miles, while 145.400 horsepower is 
used locally, showing tbat many in- 
dustries have been attracted to Niag- 
ara Falls because of the favorable elec- 
tric power conditions to be found

“Holland,” the New York writer of 
the Boston Herald writes understand- 
ingly of the $22,000,000 contract of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
of Quincy. He says: 

“There are several points of view 
consequent upon the announcement 
of the Argentine naval awards which 
are of importance. One is the proof 
that the incident furnishes that the 
United States is in this way to. re- 
ceive back some portion, in fact a 
considerable portion, of the pheno- 
mena! export of gold from this coun- 
try to Argentina in year 1909. 
The information which has come 
from Buenos Ayres is not in complete 
detail, so that it is impossible to re- 
port ~with any accuracy the exact 
terms of the contract which Mr. 
Schwab for his company has secured,

‘and which the Fore River Shipbuild- 


ing Company has obtained. At pres- 
ent the best information fixes the ag- 
gregate amount at about $23,000,000. 


PARALLEL CASE. 


“In the second place this triumph 
well supplements the one obtained by 
Ameriean manufaeturers last spring 
when the Australian government felt 
compelled to award to the Pratt & 
Whitney Company of Hartford the 
contract for equipping the Australian 
arsenal with apparatus for the manu- 
facture of small arms. In fact,, the 
competition in the case of the Ar- 
gentine battleships seems to have 
many points of resemblance with the 
Australian competition. Apparently 
the Argentine government would 
have been glad could these contracts 
at least for the construction of the 
battleships, have been placed in Eu- 
The relations are very inti- 
mate between Great Britain and Ar- 
gentina. To Liverpool and to London 
the Argentines have ‘been serding 
more wheat in the past 12 months 
than the United States has done, and 
expect in the course of a year or two 
to send more beef than we do.

“Then, again, the contracts do re- 
flect the promise of largely increased 
trade relations with Argentina. which 
may ultimately become the best cus- 
tomer of the United States in South 
America, we still remaining one of 
her leading customers.”

Washington, Jan. 28.—Professor 
Moore, chief of the weather bureau, 
experienced the sensation of being 
compared to Dr. Cook. It happened 
because of the dispute whether the 
removal of forests from water-sheds 
tends to increase floods. Moore has 
publicly declared that it does not, 
and conservation advocates disagree 
with him. 

Secretary Finney of the Appalachian 
National Forest association issued a 
statement to the effect that Moore has 
not proved his point, but has been 


disproved by other scientists. 


“Like the gentleman who recently 
came out of the north with tremen- 
dous claims but without his  note- 
book and instruments, Moore states 
his conclusions with a great flourish 
of language—but withholds his 
records,’’ says Finney.

Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 28.—The 
case against James Hall, who con- 


fessed to the murder of Anna Schu- 
macher, has faHlen flat. After his 
arrival in this city from Portsmouth, 
N. H., a farmer for whim he worked 
on the day of the murder established 
an alibi for him. 

Formal charges of murder and as- 
Sault were made against Hall yester- 
day and the hearing was put over. 
The authorities hope to induce the 
federal authorities to start proceed- 
ings to prosecute Hall for confessing 
to the murder, thus fraudulently 
gaining his dishonorable discharge 
from the United States navy.

BEEF CATTLE 


ON A DECLINE 


Caused by Breaking Up Range 
_ Lands For Homesteads 


St. Paul, Jan. 28.—The chief rea- 
son for the decrease in the supply of 
beef cattle in the United States, ac- 
cording to J. B. Power of Power, N. 
D., a “cattle king” who was the first 
man to run pure bred stock west of 
the Red River of the North, is the 
breaking up of the range lands, the 
dispossession of the rancher by the 
farmer. Power, who is staying in 
St. Paul this winter, would remedy 
this by the adoption of a new con- 
servation plan which he _ explains 
thus: 

“The government has taken over 
vast timber tracts as national re- 
serves. Why not hold the unopened 
Indian reservations, such, for in- 
stance, as the Fort Peck and Black- 
feet tracts in Montana, as govern- 
ment cattle ranges? The Blackfeet 
reservation, comprising 5,000,000 
acres, would fatten thousands of head 
of cattle every year. Steers can run 
on that range, which is right at the 
foothills of the Rocki@g, the year 
around and come out in March fat and 
ready for market. 

“I think it would pay the govern- 
ment and be more to the interest of 
all the people of this country to make 
such use of its reservations than to 
divide them as homesteads. A rea- 
sonable charge coulde be made for 
running cattle on' the government 
ranges, and snch a plan unquestion- 
ably would increase the production 
of beef by many thousand head each 
year.” 

This is Power's description of the 
change that has come upon the great 
cattle country of the west, and his 
argument for his conservation idea: 

“Owned by comparatively few men, 
the cattle barons, as they were 
called, thousands of head of cattle 
were turned loose on the plains, kept 
in certain agreed bounds by the cow- 
boys. They were rounded up every 
year and all the two and three-year- 
old steers that were in proper condi- 
tion were sent to market. Cows and 
heifers and calves were turned out 
again on the ranges to rustle for 
themselves, the cows and heifers and 
heifer calves kept for breeding, the 
steer calves for growth to market- 
able age. 

“No barns were erected for shelter, 
very little, if any, hay was put up for 
winter feed. It was a question of the 
survival of the strongest adding to the 


number. But under these conditions, 
herds were constantly increasing 
faster than required for home con-: 


sumption. Outside the original 
herd, they cost comparatively noth- 
ing, so the consumer was furnished 
with cheap meats. 

“This condition is rapidly changing. 
The great influx of new settlers to 
these western plains, frrigation and 
dry farming methods, promising so 
much in crop returns, is rapidly 
breaking up the ranges and forcing 
the cattle barons to dispose of their 
Sreat herds. These new settlers are 
taking their lands to cultivate them: 
they need the quick money returns 
that grain crops will bring. They are 
not handling cattle now. They lack 
experience in breeding, care and best 
methods of feeding, and, primarily. 
capital to secure the right foundation 
stock to bnild on. Several years will 
have to go by before these small 
farmers will be producers of cattle 


in numbers equal toe the past supply 
of cheap cattle.”

| The opening of the granite quar~ies 
in Quincey was the cause of the build-| 
|ing of the first incorporated railroad! 
lin America here in 1826. This road 
| was constructed for the more rapid 
| transportation of the stone to Charles- 
ees for the construction of Bunker| 
Hill monument but did not meet the 
Neurone of Mr. Willard. It also 
| gave an impetus to the stone business | 
by bringing to the attention of the 
community a building material, which 
has adorned many of our cities with a 
class of noble and substantial build-| 
ings, both public and private. This 
experiment of Mr. Willard in opening 


Fs stone quarries in this place has’ 
| added millions of dollars to the wealth

About seven years after this road 
was opened, a fatal and serious acci-, 
dent occurred on it, which was the | 
first railroad accident in New England! 
| if not in the United States. July 25th, | 
1832 four gentlemen left the Tremont

The following is an account of the 
| opening of the first railroad in Ameri-! 
ca, as given by the papers of that 
time:— 

“This railroad, the first we believe 
in the country, was opened on Satur- 
day, in presence of a number of gentle- 
men, who take an interest in the ex- 
} periment. A quantity of stone weigh- 
ing sixteen tons, taken from the ledge 
belonging to the Bunker Hill Associa- 
tion and loaded in three wagons, 
which together weigh five tons mak- 
ing a load of twenty-one tons, was 
moved with ease by a single horse 
from the quarries to the landing 
above Neponset bridge, a distance of 
more than three miles. The road de- 
clines gradually the whole way, from 
the quarry to the landing, but so 
slightly that the horse conveys back 
the empty wagons, making a load of 
five tons. 

After the starting of the load which! 
required some exertion, the horse 
moved with ease in a fast walk. It 
may therefore be easily conceived how 
greathy the transportation of heavy 
loads tis facilitated by means of this 
road. A large quantity of beautiful} 
stone already prepared for the Bunker 
Hill Monument, will now be rapidly | 
and cheaply *ransported to the wharf 
at the termination of tthe railroad, 
whence it will be conveyed by lighters, 
to Charlestown. 

The road is constructed in the most 
substantial manner. It rests on a 
foundation of stone laid so deep in the} 
| ground as to be beyond the reach of! 

frost, and to secure the rails on which} 
the carriage runs effectually against 
change of their relative position; they 
are laid upon stones of eight feet in 
length, placed transversely along the, 
whole extent of the road at a distance | 
of six or eight feet from each other. ; 
The space between these stones is 
filled with smaller stones or earth,| 
and over the whole between the rails 
The rails are form- 
ed of pine timber, on the top of which 
is placed a bar of dron. The carriages 
run upon the iron bars, and are kept 
in place by a projection on the inner 
edge of the truss wheels. The wheels! 
are of a size considerable larger than | 
a common cart wheel. 

“We learn from a gentleman who 
has visited the principal roalroads in 
England that in point of solidity and 
skill in construction this is not ex- 
ceeded by any one there.—Columbia!

The truth is something that is al- 
ways interesting to get at. Here is 
the explanation given by Miss Alice 
Stone Blackwell, president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion, of Lady Constance Lytton’s dis- 
guising herself and going to jail at 
Liverpool, the sequel to a dispute that 
grew out of her recent imprisonment 
at Newcastle. It seems that many 
English women of wealth and position 
were indignant at the treatment of the 
suffragettes in prison. Some features 
of this treatment they believed to be 
illegal, especially the forcible feeding 
by means of gagging the prisoner and 
thrusting a tube through the nostrils 
and down into the stomach. Lady 
Constance Lytton, daughter of a form- 
er viceroy of India and Mrs. H. N. 
Brailsford, the wife of a prominent 
and influential Liberal journalist, 
made up their minds to take :part in 
some militant demonstration, get 
themselves sent to jail, and see wheth- 
er the authorities wotld venture to 
inflict forcible feeding upon women of 
their social position, At a Newcastle 
meeting where a cabinet minister was 
to speak, Lady Constance threw a 
stone wrapped in a piece of paper at 
Sir Walter Runciman’s automobile, 
taking care not to hit the occupants. 


, Mrs. Brailsford concealed a hatchet 


until she reached the twenty-foot-high 
wooden barrier which had been erect- 
ed to keep the women away from the 


meeting, and then ,in full sight of thee 


police, made one chop at the barrier, 
and was immediately arrested. They 


were both seut to prison,. with other 


women. All went on hunger strike. 
The “commoners” were forcibly fed, 
but -Lady Constance and Mrs- Brails- 
ford were allowed to fast for two or 
three days, and were then set at lib- 


erty.. Lady Conetance denounced this! 


as snobbery. Questions were asked in 
Parliament, and Mr. Herbert Glad- 
stone, the Home Secretary, said that 
she had not been forcibly fed because 
she had a “serious heart trouble,” and 
it would have endangered her life.! 
Lady Constance declared her heart 
trouble was slight, and that ‘before 
taking her militant action, Mrs. Brails- 
ford had had herself examined by her 
physician, who pronounced her health 
perfectly sound. Now further to prove} 
her point Lady Constance has dressed | 
herself as a workingwoman, going to 
Liverpool, where she was not known, 
and taking part in a suffrage demon- 
stration. She was sent to prison, 
went on a hunger strike, and had 
been forcibly fed for a week before 
anyone found out who she was.

TURBINES FOR 
BATTLESHIPS 


And Quincy Shipyard May Have 
the Call 


The Washington correspondent of 
the Boston Transcript writes: It has 
been decided by the naval engineering 


‘experts that the new battleships which 


it is expected Congress will authorize 
at this session shall be propelled by 
turbines, the choice being between the 
two types Parsons and Curtis, both of 
which are used on naval ships. There 
has “been 
stallation of reciprocating engines. 

Several new designs are before the 
Department, being a combination of 
turbine and electric motor, with which 
it is said the battleship can be driven 
at economical speed. Another propo- 
sition contemplates the installation of 
a turbogenerator, which has been de- 
veloped by the electricians at Schen- 
ectady, N. Y., and which is said to re- 
move many of the difficulties which at- 
tend the use of turbines. 

In other respects the next  battle- 
ships to be laid down wfll practically 
be duplicates of the Florida and the 
Utah. There is a possiblity—and this 
subject will shortly be taken up— 
that the main ‘battery will consist of 
14-inch instead of 12-inch guns. This 
means considerable 
ternal structural design, especially in 
regard to ammunition hoists, maga- 
zines and storage places for the larger 
shell. It is expected that if 14-inch 
guns are adopted on the 26,000-ton 
battleship it will not ‘be possible to 
carry more than eight. It is alto- 
gether a matter of adjusting the 
weights, however, whether ten 14-inch 
guns can be included in the armament.

LABOR LIFTS. 


When cooking a chicken or game in 
the oven roast it in the usual way un- 
til nearly browned, then turn back 
upward and let it remain so until done.

Bishop Foss Succumbs to an 
Attack of Paralysis 


Philadelphia, Jan. 31.—Bishop 
Cyrus D. Foss, retired, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, one of the best 
known clergymen in the country, died 
from paralysis. The bishop was | 
stricken Jan. 18. 
at his bedside when he died. 

Rt. Rev. Cyrus D. Foss, D. D., 
LL. D., was one of the conservative 
bishops of the Methodist 
church. Never leading in any 
of the radical changes in the “disci- 
pline” of the church, he still refrained

from obstructive action against the! 
modern liberalism of the denomina- 


tion which enlarged the priviliges of 


the laity and gave to women a free- |

Renowned as one of the great pulpit 
orators of Methodism, he was even 
more conspicuous in the work of edu- 
cation and his ardent support of all 
missionary effort.

He was born in 
Kingston, N. Y., Jan. 17, 1834.

Conclusions of a Scientist Who Has 
Been Studying Them. 
Instinctive imitation is all the mon- 
key has. Inferential imitation is not 
among bis mental equipment. Physio- 
| logically he is closely related to the 
greatest minds the world has ever 
known, but that is where the wise 
map stops ip bis drawing of parallels. 
Such are the conclusions of Professor 
| W. 'T. Sheperd of George Washington 
university. He hus had a dozen 
sorted monkeys caged in the labora- 
tory of the university for months past 
trying to get from any or all of them 
what a layman woukd designate a 

gleam of intelligence. 

These little copies of the human be- 
ing were invited to do dozens of stunts 
| such as trained Animals are taught. 
| but the professor mude no effort to 
compel them to learn them. He sim- 
ply made conditions such that if they 
had bxd any reasoning power they 
| would have been able to figure out a 

way of doing the desired stunts with- 
out any further assistance from him. 
But not one showed what to the pro- 
fessor would be evidence of the rea- 
soning power. Not one showed ca- 
pacity to watch the professor do a cer- 
tain thing and then do it himself be- 
cause he liked the result. 

Not one of them, for instance, was 
able to trip the lever that released a 
peanut, although the professor showed 
them often bow he did it. All, howev- 
er, held forth dirty paws begging for 
the peanuts. Not one even made what 
the sharps tbat study mental phe- 
nomena call a trial in error. Alto- 
gether they were about us stupid a 
lot as can well be imagined. But be- 
cause the professor did not get such 
results as ure claimed by Haggerty.

' SAW TOOTHED SCISSORS. 


| Cut Slippery Material Handily With- 
| out Danger of Slipping. 

A very hardy tool cun be made 
from an oN pair of scissors or shears 
| One blade is cut with a set of 
{teeth inclined toward the handle 
| These teeth hold the material fast and 
| prevent it slipping toward the point 

of the shears, Rubber sheeting. strips 

and all kinds of soft packing can be 
easily cut with square or inclined ends 

It matters pot iu what position the 

scissors are held, they will cut with- 

out slipping. 

In using these scissors for rubber 
and other slippery goods the saw 
toothed blade should be on the bottom 
to obtain the best results. Heavy rub- 
ber and packing can be cut with less 
effort. as it is not necessary to hold 
the scissors against the goods to pre- 

| vent slipping. ‘The same design of 
lower blade can be applied to plumb- 

ers’ and metal workers’ shears with a 

change in the relative positions of the 

holding and cutting blades. 

If the saw toothed blade is kept on 
the bottom of the goods the edge will 
be left rough, but by reversing the 
shears so that the saw teeth come on 
top the edge is left just as clean as if 
no teeth were used. ‘The piece cut off, 
however, is rough on the edge. The 
scissors can be used to cut paper, 
cloth or any other material if the saw 
teeth are kept on top or bottom, ac- 
cording as it is desired to buve the 
smooth edge on the left or the right 
band piece cut off.—Scientitie Aeri-

WHERE THE 
ENGLISH LOS} 


When Bids Were Asked fo! 
Complete Battleships 


The Boston Transcript says editori- 
ally: 

“Two aspects of the award of th 
contract for the Argentine battleships 
to an American firm are of especial 
importance, both for what they signi- 
fy affirmatively, and for the ‘things 
which they may be twisted into an ap- 
pearance of supporting. 

“No argument for a ship subsidy 
ean rationally be extraicted from the 
facts as to ‘price. The competition be- 

| tween the bidders was of un precedent- 
ed sharpness, and the Argentine Gov- 
ernment seems to have taken the ut- 
most possible advantage of the inter- 
national rivalry for its money. The 
result is highly creditable to the suc- 
cessful American bidder. The cost of 
materials and labor such as enter in- 
to the building of merchant ships is 
lower in England than here and this 


| initial advantage is backed by the fact | 
| that the English build each year many | 


ships of substantially the same 
| tern. 
; tion of tasks is that the construction 
of steel merchant ships has been re- 
duced toa manufacturing routine. Me- 
chanics and foremen know just what 
to do; they cause no waste of time or 


pat- 


the wo‘k. Tihe price of steel mer- 
chant ships accordingly ranges from 
| thirty-five to fo°ty per cent lower in 
England than here. 

American mechanics seem to have a 
| larger output per man ‘than the Eng- 
lish workers, and American me- 
| chanical processes in the shipbuilding 
| trades aj ppear to be rather more effi- 
| cient than the English; but even witd 
these advantages added to the econ- 


omy which would result if our ship- 
yard forces had the training of re- 
peating ships from substantially the 


| same pattern, competent judges hold 
that there would still be an advantage 
in price of from fifteen to twenty per 
|} cent in favor of the English builders. 
“With completely equipped battle- 
| ships the case is different for two rea- 
sons. Battleships are a specialized 
product, in which there is no routine 
| of construction to ‘produce economies 
and in the matter of guns and armor 
plate English ‘prices are thigher than 
American prices. The English builder 
loses the benefit of routine, and is at 
|} such a disadvantage in the cost of 
|} guns and armor that ‘the Fore River 
Company was able to underbid its 
English competitiors. If the compe- 
| tition ‘had for building merely 
the hulls of the Argentine ships, with- 
| out guns or armor, the American bid- 
ders could not make a profit out of 
buildings them at the English prices. 

In design, the Argentine ships show 
}a marked superiority over all official 
designs of the American Navy in the 
large ‘proportion of bow and stern fire 
to broadside fire. In all essentials, 
the arrangement of the main battery 
of the Argentine ships is that proposed 
| by the Fore River company in its first 
design. American maval architects 
can thus make an extremely good de- 
sign when they have tto meet foreign

WOMAN'S RIGHT 
TO THE BALLOT 


Dr. Lyman “Abbott Thinks Ii 
Should Not Be Granted 


—- —— 


VOTING AN ABSOLUTE DUTY 


Should Be Accorded Only to Sex 
Which Assumes Responsibilities of 
Government, With Its Difficulties 
and Hazards—Very Small Majority 
of Women Anywhere Wish Suffrage 
—Would Not Affect Wages 


In The Ladies Home Journal for 
Rev. Qr. Lyman Abbott 
considers the question of “Why the 
Vote Would Be Injurious to Women.” 
The eminent cler 

It was my wife who led me to see 
the difference between influence and 
power; between counseling and com- 
manding. She led me to see that 
voting is not a right, but a duty; not 
a privilege refused to women, but a 
task from which she has been ex- 
empt in the past and from which an 
overwhelming majority of women 
wish to be exempt in the future. The 
question for the woman is not, Have 
I a right to share in the privilege of 
governing the state? but, Is it my 
duty to take up the task of governing 
the state? The question for the man is 
not, Shall I refuse to woman an equal

share in political privilege? but, 
Shall I lay upon woman an_ equal 


share in the burden which my fathers 
bore aJone? The whole question may 
be put in a sentence thus: The prima- 
ry object of the government is to pro- 
tect persons and property: is it the 
duty of women to share with men in 
protecting the persons and property 
of the community? No one supposes 
that she should perform military, po- 
lice or fireman's duty—that is, no one 
supposes that she should directly pro- 
tect persons and property. Few sup- 
pose that she should act as sheriff, 
mayor, governor, judge or legislator. 
Ought she, then, to assame the re- 
sponsibilities of government, but not 
{ts difficulties and hazards? To ar- 
rest no one, but to direct the police 
whom to arrest? To close no 

loons, but to direct the men wh 
saloons they must close? To punish 
no crime, but to determine which 
crimes the men shall punish? Let us 
make no mistake. A ballot is not an 
expression of opinion; it is a 


col- 


mand. + Every election is a conflict ot 
wills. It is rightly called a cam- 
paign. The great majority of women 


do not Wish to take part in this cam- 


paign. They do not wish to enter into 
this conflict of wills. They do not 
wish to command the state. Shall 


they be required to do so? They are 
not volunteers. Shall they be 
drafted? 
The Question of Woman's Rights 
That the great majority of women 


“do not wish to assume this new re- 


sponsibility cannot be questioned; in- 
deed, is not quéstioned even by the 
advocates of woman's suffrage. Said 
Mrs. Snowden, the English suffra- 
gist, In New York last winter: “You 
say over here that the majority of 
women do not want suffrage. It is 
true that the great majority never 
want what is good for them.” Are 
we men, then, to force upon women 
a duty which they do not want to un- 
dert2ke because we think we know 
better than they what is good for 
them? To Professor Dicey’s state- 
ment there seems to me absolutely 
no reply: “Every reason which! sup- 
ports the claim of women to votes 
supports, also, the right of women to 
be consulted on the question whether 
they shall be given votes or not.” 
The state of Massachusetts, in 1895, 
did consult them. It submitted to 
the women of that state the question 
whether they wished to vote. Less 
than 5 percent of the possible voters 
answered in the affirmative. More 
than 95 percent were either opposed 
to woman's suffrage or so indifferent 
to it that they would not cast a ballot 
{n favor of #t. The report that of the 
women in the state of New York who 
have a right to vote fn schcol elec- 
tions not more than 2 percent ordi- 
narily do so vote, indicates that only 
a small majority of women anywhere 
wish the suffrage. 

Shall woman add the town meeting 
to the mothers’ meeting, the work of 
protecting persons and property to 
the work of educating persons and 
making homes that are worth protect- 
ing? Shall she force herself to as- 
sume the tasks which have hitherto 
been performed by men? And if she 
does not, shall we men force this up- 
on her Wuether she will or no? This 
is the woman's question as my wife 
led me to see it. 

It is claimed that women must be 
given the suffrage to protect them- 
selves from the injustices inflicted 
on them by men. I confess thaé this 
claim arouses my indignation. To 
set class against class is bad, to set 
race against race is worse, to set re- 
ligion against religion is even more 
perilous; bt to set sex against sex 
ts a degradation so deep that political 
polemics can no further go. 

Is the vote of the protected woman 
necessary to protect the wage-earn- 
ing women? Will it raise their wages 
or improve thetr condition? Wages 
depend on economic, not on political 
conditions.
